To  awaken^  by  every  means  in  its  power,  a  Christian  public 
sentiment  which  will  move  om*  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all 
oppression  of,  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting 
them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  among  us  enjoy  ;  and 

Second.  To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among 
Indians. 

The  work  of  the  Association  will  be : — 

1.  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the  press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  many  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to  further 

the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 


Mrs.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Association  : 

We  meet  this  autumn  in  sorrow,  and  under  the  shadow  of 
agreatbereav^ement.  In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lyman 
Bullard,  we  have  lost  the  President,  whose  wise  and  gracious 
guidance  has  for  nine  years  led  our  small  and  struggling 
forces  in  their  eft'ort  to  repair  the  wrongs  and  better  the  lives 
of  our  North  American  Indians.  Her  devotion  to  this  un- 
popular cause  was  constant  and  faithful.  She  met  its  claims 
like  the  noble  woman,  citizen  and  patriot  that  she  was,  and 
freely  consecrated  to  it  the  large  resources  of  her  intellect, 
her  eloquence,  and  her  social  powder.  Her  views  were  broad 
and  far-reaching,  and  her  judgment  eminently  sound.  She 
wasted  no  energy  on  vague  and  unpractical  objects,  but 
worked  steadily  on  the  two  lines  laid  down  in  our  consti- 
tution, viz.,  to  educate  the  Indians,  and  to  influence  public 
opinion  with  regard  to  them.  On  both  these  points  tho  value 
of  her  counsel  and  advice  was  deeply  felt,  not  only  in  our 
State  Association  but  through  all  the  range  of  that  wide- 
spreading  National  Association,  to  which  we  are  auxiliary. 
Many  will  mourn  with  us  the  loss  of  that — 

"  Silver  flow 
Of  subtle-paced  counsel  in  distress/" 

and  sadly  remember  the  clear,  gentle  voice  and  well-chosen 
words  with  which  she  would  either  give  some  interesting 
narrative,  or  present  the  thoughts  and  convictions  of  her 
singularly  well-balanced  mind. 

It  is  a  comfort  to  know  that  she  was  spared  a  long  and 
sutfering  illness.  Her  winter  in  Kome  was  one  of  qaiet  but 
uncommon  enjoyment,  and  her  health  appeared  good.  On 
the  way  home  she  began  to  droop,  and  after  she  came  in 
June  to  her  lovely  countr}^  house  in  Manchester-by-the-Sea , 


failure  was  gentle  but  constant,  till  finally,  with  comparative 
suddenness,  but  little  pain,  she  breathed  her  last  just  as  the 
summer  was  closing. 

She  was  always  a  sincere  Christian,  and  among  the  few 
things  she  was  able  to  further  after  her  return  home,  was  the 
organization  of  a  Unitarian  parish  in  Manchester,  and  the 
completion  of  its  little  church,  in  which  her  own  funeral 
rites,  the  coffin  heaped  with  purple  clematis  and  white  lilies, 
were  the  first  celebrated. 

She  was  excellent  in  many  ways,  but  our  Association  must 
■always  and  especially  think  of  her  as  our  beloved  and  hon- 
ored leader,  and  no  tribute  that  we  can  pay  to  her  virtues 
will  be  so  fitting  as  to  emulate  them  — to  try  to  be  as  earnest, 
untiring,  courageous  and  patient  as  she  —  to  feel  with  her 
that  we  are  doing  God's  work  in  helping  His  red  children, 
^nd  may  trustfully  expect  His  blessing. 

Our  ranks  are  thinning.  In  the  recent  death  of  Mr. 
Houghton,  we  lose  a  valuable  ally  and  friend.  We  must 
draw  together,  shoulder  to  shoulder,  stand  firm,  and  show  a 
steady  front.  As  the  veterans  fall,  let  young,  strong,  active 
soldiers  fill  their  places,  and  fight  without  rest  till  the  blot  of 
Indian  oppression  is  wiped  away,  till  every  Indian  child  is 
-educated,  and  till  even-handed  justice  is  dealt  alike  to  red 
and  white  people.  Who  will  volunteer  for  this  good  service? 
Our  books  are  open,  and  we  offer  enlistment  bounties, — 
large,  real,  if  unseen  ! 

The  Hualapai  tribe  in  Arizona  has  been  our  chief  care  for 
the  past  3'ear.  You  have  already  been  told  of  their  extreme 
need  and  degradation,  and  how,  through  it  all,  there  shines 
out  such  aspiration  for  something  better,  at  least  for  their 
children,  as  claims  our  active  sympathy.  Miss  Calfee,  our 
enthusiastic  and  energetic  field  matron,  reports  remarkable 
improvement  in  them  since  her  arrival,  a  year  ago  last  May. 
She  has  kept  the  eighteen  pupils  in  her  school  so  clean  that 
the  idea  has  spread,  and  now  both  mothers  and  children  are 
proud  to  show  her  their  clean  laces  and  clothes.  The  men 
-consult  her,  and  listen  to  her  advice  in  their  affairs.     She 


says  in  a  late  letter:  "Mr,  Crozier,"  (a  great  cattle  owner 
there)  "  says  we  have  accomplished  more  the  last  year  than 
he  had  expected  to  see  done  in  twenty  years  among  these 
Indians. 

' '  The  great  improvement  I  see  in  nearly  all  of  them  seems 
w^onderful  to  me.  Ten  years  of  work  here  will  tell  more 
than  fifty  elsewhere.  These  men  have  done  much  toward 
their  own  elevation  when  the  task  has  seemed  like  a  man 
taking  hold  of  his  own  boot-tops  to  lift  himself  out  of  the 
mire.  They  are  anxious  to  have  the  Government  school, 
but  patient  about  waiting  since  they  understand  how  slowly 
things  have  to  move. 

"  At  times  it  seems  but  a  little  I  can  do,  and  then  when 
I  look  at  the  change  wrought  in  the  people  in  one  short  year, 
I  feel  surely  the  Lord  owns  and  accepts  our  labors  here. 

"When  Mr.  Hardy  was  here  and  wished  to  hire  a  horse,  I 
asked  an  Indian  what  he  would  charge  for  one. 

"  'Oh,  nothing.' 

"  '  But  it  is  right  for  you  to  have  money  for  the  horse.' 

"  '  Well,  you  see,  Miss  Calfee,  you  are  all  doing  so  much 
for  us  all  the  time,  it  looks  little  to  ask  money  for  horses.' 

'  'To  me  there  are  no  Indians  like  our  own  Hualapai.  They 
have  many  faults  and  vices,  but  I  have  the  first  one  to  find 
who  is  not  grateful  to  me  for  any  small  thing  I  do  for  them." 

I  have  space  for  only  one  more  extract,  describing  her 
visit  to  a  canon  where  a  few  Indians  are  trying  to  farm,  and 
where  Kate,  whom  she  calls  her  "  right-hand  man,"  was  her 
escort. 

"  The  going  and  coming  made  a  ride  of  ninety  miles,  up 
and  down  mountains.  Sometimes  it  seemed  I  would  pitch 
off  head  first,  over  my  horse's  ears,  then  as  though  I  must 
go  head  over  heels  backward.  Kate  said,  'Miss  Calfee, 
there  is  not  another  woman  like  you  in  the  United  States  ; 
you  ride  like  a  man  where  only  a  few  men  would  go,  and  no 
one  would  care  enough  for  us  Indians  to  ride  and  be  so  tired 
like  you  do.  We  are  all  so  glad  you  do  care  so  much  for  us 
and  think  of  us  all  the  time.' 


"  I  asked  Kate  if  she  thought  I  could  ride  down  the  trail. 
She  said  wait  till  I  looked  over  the  edge  of  the  canon.  When 
we  rode  up  to  the  edge,  it  seemed  truly  terrible,  looking 
down  over  2,000  feet  with  nothing  but  a  narrow  trail 
to  follow.  In  making  the  descent  we  travelled  about  one 
and  one-half  miles.  I  walked  about  half  a  mile,  and  rode 
the  rest  of  the  way,  but  coming  out  I  rode  all  the  way. 
When  I  got  to  the  bottom  of  the  canon,  I  felt  repaid  for  all 
my  trouble  and  fatigue.  There  aie  about  seventy  acres  of 
the  best  of  land  in  that  caiion,  with  more  than  enough  water 
to  irrigate  all  of  it ;  abundance  of  corn,  wheat,  barley,  beans 
and  potatoes  can  be  raised ;  there  is  enough  land  to  keep 
25  families  ;  but  as  with  every  thing  else  the  Indians  are  sup- 
posed to  own,  a  white  man  farms  over  two-thirds  of  the  very 
best  of  the  land,  and  will  not  let  the  Indians  have  their  own 
land,  which  is  on  their  own  reservation.       A  man  named 

sold  the  land  "  (on  the  reservation,  mind  you  !)  "  to  a 

man  named and   he  put  some  Mexicans  down  there  to 

work.  Now,"  she  says  with  a  burst  of  indignation,  "  we 
must  have  those  persons  put  out  of  the  canon  !  "  and  she  is 
right.  The  encroachments  and  impositions  practised  upon 
these  hapless  Indians  on  their  own  reservation,  their  exclu- 
sion from  the  few  fertile  spots  in  the  district  given  them  for 
their  own  because  of  its  poverty,  demand  our  attention  and 
shall  have  it  when  once  we  see  started  the  boarding-school, 
which  is  the  first  object  of  their  desire  and  our  efforts.  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  the  way  to  it  is  opening,  thanks  to 
the  justice  and  lil)erality  of  the  Indian  Office  in  Washington. 
We  are  so  often  gruml)ling  about  Government  that  it  is  with 
peculiar  pleasure  I  mention  the  kind  hearing  and  prompt 
assistance  given  our  messenger  by  the  Hon .  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  the  Hon.  Commissioner  of  Indian  Aflairs,  and  all 
the  officials  of  the  Indian  Office. 

Your  secretary  wentto  Washington  last  April  in  the  mingled 
character  of  delegate  from  the  Hualapai,  and  agent  for  this  As- 
sociation. In  the  first  quality  she  presented  to  the  Government 
a  request  from  the  Indians  that  their  yearly  rations  be  stopped, 
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•as  doing  them  more  harm  than  good,  and  asking  instead  for 
tools,  seeds,  instruction,  stock,  and  lumber.  The  spirit  and 
good  sense  of  this  message  had  a  striking  effect  on  the  heads 
of  the  Department,  and  predisposed  them  to  listen  with 
favor  to  the  proposals  of  our  Association.  These  were  pre- 
faced by  a  statement  of  what  we  had  already  done,  and  con- 
cluded l)y  offering  to  give  a  well-watered  ranch  in  Truxton 
Canon  to  Government  in  fee  simple,  if  they  would  engage  to 
place  and  maintain  a  boarding-school  there  for  the  Hualapai. 
The  commissioner  not  only  agreed  to  this,  but  volunteered 
to  assist  our  finances  by  transferring  our  field  matron  to  the 
Government  employ,  thus  relieving  us  of  the  expense  of  $850 
a  year  for  salary  and  rent,*  and  this  he  has  done  since  May. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  cordially  authorized  this  ac- 
tion, and  at  the  end  of  one  week,  your  secretary  left  Wash- 
ington with  these  written  pledges  of  the  Government. 

On  receiving  her  report,  the  Executive  Committee  directed 
that  further  examination  of  the  Truxton  ranch  and  the  state 
of  the  Hualapai  should  be  made  by  some  person  unconnected 
with  our  M^ork  there,  and  the  Indian  Rights  Association  gen- 
erously granted  us  the  services  of  Mr.  Alfred  Hardy,  who 
was  already  inspecting  the  Navajo  Reservation  for  them. 
The  report  of  this  gentleman,  a  shrewd  and  experienced 
observer  of  Indian  affairs,  tallied  exactly  with  the  represen- 
tations of  Miss  Calfee  and  Mr.  Ewing.  He  thought  the  ranch 
a  valuable  centre  for  operations,  and  reasonable  in  price,  and 
he  spoke  with  admiration  of  the  work  already  done.  On 
the  single  point  of  anxiety,  viz.,  the  title  to  the  land  itself, 
necessary  to  establish  before  deeding  our  ' '  squatter  right " 
to  Government,  he  adduced  the  opinion  of  all  the  neighboring- 
settlers  that  the  district  was  *'  mineral  land,"  and  thus  be- 
longmg  to  Government,  and  on  this  testimony,  and  with  the 
understanding  that  Government  would  order  a  prompt  sur- 
vey, the   Executive   Commission    bravely  resolved  to  take 

*  Let  me  say  in  passing  that  this  change  in  no  wa}'  lessens  our  constant 
intercourse  with  Miss  Calfee,  nor  disturbs  the  warm  regard  in  which  we 
hold  her.  Her  devotion  and  faithfulness  are  priceless,  and  in  her  visit 
to  us  last  winter,  she  secured  personal  friends  in  all  who  saw  and  heard 
her. 
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what  small  risk  there  was,  and  bought  the  ranch,  paymg 
$500.  I  then  hoped  to  be  able  to  tell  you  by  this  time  that 
their  confidence  was  justified  and  our  hopes  crowned  by  the 
possession  of  the  land  title,  but  at  this  stage  of  the  proceed- 
ings there  set  in  one  of  those  counter-currents  of  delay, 
pigeon-holing,  misinformation,  indifference,  and  summer  va- 
cations, which  sorely  tax  the  patience  of  the  eager  suitor  in 
Government  offices.  It  may  be  weeks  or  even  months  yet 
before  this  indispensable  point  is  secured,  but  that  it  will  be 
done,  and  that  a  boarding-school  will  then  be  established  for 
the  Hualapai  children,  thirty-five  of  whom  are  now  crowd- 
ing Miss  Calfee's  day-school,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt. 

Meanwhile,  the  ranch  is  serving  a  valuable  purpose  as  a 
home  for  the  Farmer- in-charge,  whom  the  commissioner  is 
about  to  send  to  these  Indians.  The  tribe  is  in  an  interest- 
ing but  peculiar  and  critical  situation.  Of  their  own  accord, 
they  have  refused  to  be  longer  fed  like  paupers,  and  all  sum- 
mer they  have  been  laying  by  such  stores  of  food  as  they 
knew  how  to  procure,  and  such  money  as  they  could  make, 
to  carry  them  through  the  winter.  But  it  is  not  possible 
that  such  ignorant,  unsheltered,  untrained  people  should 
sustain  themselves  without  guidance  in  these  unusual  cir- 
cumstances. They  need  a  w  se,  kind,  firm  guardian,  em- 
powered to  obtain  for  them  the  tools,  seeds,  lumber  and 
cattle  the  Government  is  willing  to  supply,  and  to  show 
them  how  to  use  these  things  to  the  best  advantage.  They 
want  a  fatherly,  unselfish  captain,  and  on  this  being  repre- 
sented to  the  Indian  commissioner,  and  Mr.  Ewing,  our 
first  friend  in  Arizona,  being  recommended  for  the  place,  it 
is  promised  him,  and  but  for  another  bit  of  technical  and 
official  delay,  the  commission  would  have  been  already  sent, 
coupled  with  the  condition  that  the  new  farmer-in-charge 
should  live  at  our  ranch.  The  ranch  will  thus  become  at 
once  the  centre  and  object  lesson  which  we  always  wished  to 
make  it,  and  will  be  still  better  prepared  for  the  site  of  the 
school.  The  expense  to  us  will  be  greater  than  if  Govern- 
ment  could  take  it  immediately,  for  all  necessary  repairs 
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must  be,  for  the  present,  at  our  cost.  We  hope  that  our 
friends  here  will  remember  this,  and  that  their  liberality  will 
enable  us  to  carry  on  work  of  such  solid  use  as  this  promises 
to  be. 

In  all  our  eftbrts  this  year  our  Branches,  now  eight  in 
number,  have  been  our  cordial  and  generous  helpers.  Cam- 
bridge and  Jamaica  Plain  have  done  much  beside  to  assist 
the  Navajos  and  the  Greenville  mission.  A  fuller  account 
of  the  Branch  work  than  space  permits  me  today,  will  be 
found  in  the  National  Report  soon  to  be  published. 

You  will  remember  that  we  sent  last  year  eight  of  the 
Apache  children  from  Alabama  to  Hampton  for  education. 
One  of  the  younger  girls  died  this  spring  of  consumption, 
tenderly  nursed  to  the  last,  and  Jamie,  a  boy  of  ten,  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Lincoln  Institute  at  Philadelphia, 
where  we  continue  to  support  him.  He  was  really  too  young 
for  Hampton,  and  he  hurt  an  eye  so  badly  at  play,  that  he 
needed  the  care  of  an  oculist.  He  is  now  happy  and  thriv- 
ing, and  will  have  the  use  of  at  least  one  eye.  Of  the  six 
remaining  children  we  have  the  best  accounts.  They  were 
sent  on  summer  outings,  and  all  behaved  well  and  made  good 
progress.  If  they  go  back  to  their  people,  when  they  leave 
school,  they  will  promote  Indian  civilization.  If  occupation 
or  marriage  keeps  them  in  the  East,  they  will  be  good  material 
for  our  own.  In  either  case  the  $1,200  a  year  we  spend  on 
them  is  wxll  used. 

People  often  wonder  why  we  care  so  much  for  the  Indians, 
and  why  we  do  not  attend  instead  to  the  crowding  cases  of 
distress  and  oppression  which  are  close  to  us.  It  is  too  true 
that  there  is  want  and  suffering  all  around  us,  and  that  we 
must  not  neglect  it.  Blessing  and  honor  to  those  who  si)end 
their  best  strength  and  money  on  the  need  that  lies  hard  by 
their  doors.  May  their  shadow  never  be  less,  and  their 
garner  never  empty  !  But  it  is  just  because  these  poor  In- 
dians are  afar  off,  because  being  out  of  sight  they  are  often 
out  of  mind  that  their  call  comes  to  us  with  a  pleading  and  pre- 
vailing force.     They  are  outcasts  on  their  native  soil,  and 
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among  the  hurrying,  eager  crowd  who  throng  our  Western 
domain  there  are  few  who  are  not  ready  to  trample  them 
down  like  noxious  animals,  few  who  feel  that  they  have 
human  rights  and  human  possibilities.  And  all  this  time 
they  are  men  and  women,  God's  children  as  we  are,  nor  is 
the  stamp  of  their  origin  near  so  deep  hidden  in  them  as  in 
those  white  men  who  ply  them  with  liquor  and  thrust  poverty 
and  shame  upon  them.  Not  only  our  humanity,  but  our 
sense  of  justice  is  quickened  to  give  them  a  fair  chance  in  life. 
We  estimate  them  fairly.  We  want  no  idealizing.  We  look 
at  the  plain,  grim,  hopeful  facts.  We  know  that  they  are  on  a 
low  grade  in  custonis  and  manners,  and  are  like  children  in 
regard  to  a  race  as  advanced  as  ours.  The  more  need  for  edu- 
cating them,  and  for  losing  no  time  about  it.  What  would  our 
children  be,  if  they  w^ere  turned  out,  equally  untrained,  to 
get  their  living  like  foxes  and  wood-chucks  ?  We  respect  in 
our  children  their  future  possibilities,  not  their  present  at- 
tainments. We  hail  and  reverence  the  divine  spark  that 
shines  through  their  aspirations  and  their  efforts,  their  fail- 
ures and  their  faults.  The  Indians  deserve  respect  on  the 
same  grounds.  When  it  comes  to  be  a  century  hence,  and 
the  composite  man-fruit  of  America  —  the  result  of  all  these 
queer  grafts  on  our  original  Anglo-Saxon  stock — is  more 
fully  evolved,  you  may  be  sure  that  its  vigor  and  piquancy 
will  be  enhanced,  if  a  strong  scion  of  the  aboriginal  Indian 
has  been  well  introduced  and  wisely  cultivated.  For  that 
race  brings  in  honesty,  truthfulness  and  reverence  ;  three  of 
the  noblest  qualities  in  man.  Give  them  respect  and  edu- 
cation, education  in  the  largest  sense,  and  they  will  stand 
among  us  in  the  future,  aiding  the  nation  with  the  fidelity 
and  shrewdness  which  are  native  to  them,  and  with  an  hered- 
itary and  loyal  love  of  the  country,  absolutely  prior  to  our 
ow^n. 

God  helping  us,  we  will  never  forsake  them,  while  they 
reed  our  care.

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CONSTITUTION, 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the 
Women's  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  two-fold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be :  first,  to  awaken, 
by  every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indian* 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same  protec- 
tion of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and,  second,  to  aid  in 
educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 
ARTICLE  III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as  in 
the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the 
Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of  me- 
morials to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians;  the  securing  popular  meet- 
ings and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right 
sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  In- 
dians ;  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 
ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers  :  namely,  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. — The  Exkcutive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meetino',  Jt 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  witli  others,  shall  be  representa- 
tives of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each.  It 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 
ARTICLE  VI.— Membershu'. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  b}-  the  pay^ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.     The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life-member  of  this  societj-. 
ARTICLE  VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present ;  one  week's  notice  of  such 
intention  shall  be  given. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.— Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Seeretarj',  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor ;  Committees  on  l^eaflets  and  Subscription,  and 
on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  com- 
mittee of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  suc- 
cessive meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
such  absence  shall  be  considei'ed  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee 
well-infoi-med  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed 
to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes  thereof  ; 
notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees  of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their 
vote  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  sub- 
scribers and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer, 
shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall 
be  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all 
the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money. 
It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  o|  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICILE   VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December, 
on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice 
of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


Jlrs.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Association: 

Oar  Association's  work  sometimes  reminds  me  of  the  slow 
and  almost  imperceptible  growth  of  a  coral  reef,  under  the 
patient  labor  of  the  tiny  creatures  who  mould  it.  Against 
the  heav}^  stress  of  waves  and  the  wild  tumult  of  winds  they 
build  steadily,  laying  a  particle  here  and  fastening  an  atom 
there,  till  finally  a  strong  wall  of  stone  begins  to  arise  from 
the  confusion,  and  gradually  stretches  its  protecting  barrier 
before  some  bit  of  rough,  weedy,  marshy  waste  which,  thus 
defended,  gathers  soil,  rises  above  the  waters,  ripens  good 
seed,  bird-brought,  and  becomes  in  time  a  fair  and  habitable 
land. 

So  do  we  hope,  working  slowly  against  the  weight  of  an 
uninstructed  public  opinion,  and  amidst  contending  storms 
of  greed  and  prejudice,  to  raise  in  time  such  a  protecting 
wall  of  justice  and  education  around  the  Indian,  that  behind 
its  shelter  he  shall  gather  knowledge,  practise  industry,  and 
develop  the  native  virtues  of  truth  and  honesty,  which  shall 
yet  make  him  a  good  and  useful  citizen  of  our  Republic. 
And  as  the  coral  insect  builds  from  the  strong  foundation  of 
an  ocean  rock,  and  by  its  God-given  instincts  reaches  the 
light  and  air  above,  so  do  we  devoutly  plant  ourselves  on 
the  eternal  Rock  of  Ages,  and  use  those  feelings  of  compas- 
sion and  humanity  which  our  Heavenly  Father  has  breathed 
into  our  souls,  to  help  us  in  courageous  effort  to  bring  light 
and  hope  into  the  pitiful  darkness  of  untaught  Indian  life. 
How  dreadful  that  darkness  is,  and  how  pressing  the  need 
of  such  work,  those  only  can  feel  who  know  how  wretched 
is  still  the  existence  of  many  Indian  tribes,  crushed  between 
native  superstition,  filth,  and  poverty,  and  adopted  vice  and 
disease,  and  no  one  who  sees  their  pathetic  attempts  to  im- 
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prove  their  condition,  and  their  readiness  to  be  taught  liovv 
to  do  it,  can  doubt  that  they  will  amply  reward  kind  and  ju- 
dicious training. 

The  efforts  of  the  government  in  this  direction  are  most 
praiseworthy,  and,  supplemented  by  private  exertion,  by 
devoted  action  in  the  various  religious  denominations,  and 
by  the  tireless  activity  of  the  two  great  national  societies, 
the  Indian  Rights  and  our  own,  they  are  doing  much.  The 
Massachusetts  Auxiliary  of  the  W.  N.  I.  A.  has  especial 
reason  to  acknowledo;e  the  kindness  of  the  Indian  office  and 
of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  furthering  its 
objects,  and  we  would  here  express  our  sincere  regret  at  the 
withdrawal  of  Mr.  Hoke  Smith  from  the  office  which  he 
tilled  with  such  distinguished  ability,  such  broad  views  of 
education,  such  true  interest  in  the  Indians,  and  such  prompt 
attention  to  their  wants.  We  may  not  agree  with  him  npon 
silver,  but  we  are  glad  to  testify  to  the  pure  gold  of  his  in- 
tentions toward  the  Indians  under  his  control. 

The  government  has  just  made,  at  our  earnest  request,  a 
survey  of  Truxton  Canon,  Ariz.,  which  proves  that  our 
ranch  there  is  on  land  belonging  to  the  United  States,  and 
this  enables  us,  by  making  over  to  them  our  "squatter" 
rights  and  improvements,  to  claim  the  promise  of  the  Indian 
Commissioner  to  establish  on  that  spot  a  boarding-school  for 
the  Hualapai.  These  Indians  now,  indeed,  see  their  pros- 
pects visibly  brightening.  Their  progress  this  year  has  been 
all  that  we  could  expect.  Mr.  Ewing  was  put  in  charge  of 
them  last  December,  and  under  his  wise  and  kind  super- 
vision they  have  cultivated  150  acres,  drink  less  liquor,  and 
are  building  sixty  houses  with  lumber  supplied  by  the  gov- 
ernment. These  cabins  are  very  small,  but  have  roof,  floor, 
and  walls,  doors  and  windows,  comforts  almost  unknown 
among  the  Hualapai,  and  of  which  they  are  very  proud. 
Mr.  Ewing  says :  "These  will  seem  very  poor  dwellings  to 
you,  but  they  are  mansions  to  my  poor  children."  There 
is    so    little    arable    soil    in   that  part    of  Arizona  that  the 


Hualapai,  who  are  good  herdsmen,  must  look  to  the  posses- 
sion of  cattle  as  their  chief  means  of  ultimate  independence, 
and  we  are  now  urging  the  Indian  Office  to  furnish  them  the 
animals  necessary  for  a  beginning.  It  will  be  also  essential 
to  maintain  their  right  to  the  use  of  their  own  reservation 
for  grazing,  the  one  thing  it  turns  out  to  be  good  for,  as 
white  encroachers  hare  alread}^  found  out. 

The  day  school  has  done  this  year  all  that  its  limited  quar- 
ters permitted ;  35  children  are  now  taught  in  our  small 
house  at  the  ranch,  and  Miss  Calfee  has  driven  there  every 
morning,  five  miles  from  her  lodging  in  Hackberry,  and 
back  again  at  night,  during  the  terrible  heat  of  this  summer, 
with  the  mercury  often  at  107  degrees.  She  says:  "The 
children  are  so  glad  to  see  me  each  morning,  you  would 
think  I  had  been  made  new  in  the  night."  Besides  this,  she 
has  kept  up  her  visitation  of  the  sick,  her  instruction  of  the 
women,  and  the  continual  making  of  garments,  and  this 
without  one  word  of  complaint  for  herself,  or  of  anything 
but  compassion  for  the  suffering  and  poverty  around  her.* 
Indeed,  we  cannot  sufficiently  praise  the  noble,  purely  un- 
selfish devotion  shown  both  by  her  and  by  Mr.  Ewing  in 
their  true-hearted,  conscientious  labors  for  the  good  of  their 
charges,  and  it  gives  us  both  pride  and  pleasure  to  see  that 
their  services  are  appreciated  at  the  Indian  Office. 

The  training  of  the  Hualapai  is  our  chief  business  at  pres- 
ent, but  we  do  not  care  the  less  for  the  few  Apache  children 
who  are  yet  in  our  charge.  Four  remain  at  Hampton.  Two 
have  died  of  lung  disease,  and  two  are  about  to  be  sent  to 
Fort  Sill  to  save  their  lives,  which  prove  too  frail  for  our 
northern  climate.  All  have  behaved  well,  and  the  four  who 
are  left  give  promise  of  health  and  usefulness.  Their  peo- 
ple at  Fort  Sill  bid  likely  in  a  few  years  to  be  independent 
farmers  and  graziers.  The  War  Department  has  certainly 
in  the  end  done  well  by  them. 

*  she  was,  however,  obliged  in  September  to  confess  that  she  was 
nearly  worn  out  by  the  long  strain  of  the  hot  season,  which  had  cost  her 
over  forty  pounds  in  weight. 


The  annual  convention  of  the  Women's  National  Indian 
Association  was  held  last  December  in  Philadelphia,  and  we 
sent  as  usual  our  delegates,  who  brought  home  a  very  satis- 
factory report  of  the  increasing  efficiency  of  the  Association 
all  over  the  country,  and  of  the  strongly  practical  quality  of 
its  work.  May  we  here  recommend  that  each  of  our  mem- 
bers who  is  not  already  a  subscriber  to  its  excellent  little 
paper,  T.lie  Indian's  Friend,  should  become  one  immediately, 
not  only  to  keep  herself  acquainted  with  what  is  going  on  in 
the  work,  but  to  be  able  to  inform  and  interest  others? 
Probably  we  all  feel  that  the  chief  difficulty  in  the  way  of 
helping  Indians  is  the  lack  of  any  living  interest  in  them  on 
the  part  of  people  in  general,  and  there  is  nothing  like  a  few 
plain  facts  to  awaken  such  interest.  When  you  can  give 
proof  that  Indians  make  good  laborers,  farmers,  mechanics, 
doctors,  and  lawyers,  that  the  women  are  bringing  cleanli- 
ness and  order  into  their  houses,  and  that  the  children  are 
just  as  bright  as  white  children,  and  more  ready  to  study, 
looking  upon  school  as  a  privilege,  you  can  more  easily  per- 
suade your  friends  that  it  is  worth  while  to  lend  them  a  hand 
through  the  transition  period  of  their  civilization,  and  you 
will  find  the  little  paper  very  useful  to  you  for  this  purpose, 
and  well  worth  its  thirty  cents  a  year.* 

Our  last  annual  tea  and  sale  took  place  just  a  year  ago, 
and  netted  us  $175.  It  was  held  in  the  beautiful  parlors  of 
Trinity  Chapel,  kindly  lent  us  for  the  purpose,  and  the  same 
courtesy  offers  us  the  rooms  again  for  the  18th  of  the  pres- 
ent month.  On  that  day  we  shall  have  an  afternoon  tea, 
with  an  uncommon  collection  of  Indian-made  articles  for 
sale,  comprising  lace,  curios  from  the  Northwest,  and 
Apache. baskets.  This  will  afford  an  unique  opportunity  for 
buying  specimens  of  Indian  industry. 

We  put  all  Boston  under  obligation  last  winter  when  we 
induced  Dr.  Horace  Howard  Furness,  of  Philadelphia,  to 
read  a  play  of  Shakespeare  for  our  benefit.     No  one  who

heard  the  Merchant  of  Venice  that  night  can  ever  forget  the 
spirit  and  lire,  the  exquisite  comprehension  and  complete 
scholarship  with  which  it  was  given,  and,  considering  the 
excellence  of  our  cause,  we  risk  no  anti-climax  in  stating 
that  we  cleared  $800  for  our  treasury  that  evening. 

Our  membership  inevitably  varies.  Some  are  taken 
away,  and  others  are  added.  Counting  in  the  90  life-mem- 
bers, we  number  this  year  about  350.  With750  which  we  may 
reckon  for  our  branches,  we  may  fairly  say  that  Massachu- 
setts shows  1100  women  seriously  interested  in  bettering  the 
Indian  condition. 

Your  Executive  Committee  also  has  its  losses  and  its 
gains.  We  sadly  miss  from  our  monthly  meetings  faces  that 
were  dear  to  us,  and  we  are  happy  in  welcoming  new  and 
efficient  comrades.  It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  have 
just  been  forced  to  accept  the  resignation  of  our  new  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Coolidge,  whose  health  does  not  permit  her  to 
hold  the  office.  In  adding  two  vice-presidents  to  our  list  of 
officers,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  work  the  ship  till  the  heaven- 
sent captain  appears  to  take  command. 

We  congratulate  our  branches  on  their  activity.  Fall 
River  has  fallen  out  of  line,  to  our  sorrow,  and  Plymouth 
has  had  so  much  to  do  this  year  with  her  memories  of  the 
past  as  to  lose  sight,  in  a  measure,  of  the  pressing  needs  of 
the  future,  but  the  rest  hold  staunchly  to  the  good  cause  we 
have  at  heart.      I  will  report  them  in  the  order  of  their  size  t

It  will  be  seen  that  our  branches  have  paid  $164  in  dues 
to  Philadelphia,  and  have  given  $171  to  help  our  state  work, 
besides  what  they  have  spent  for  objects  peculiarly  interest- 
ing to  themselves.  The  result  of  the  year's  exertions  is  on 
the  whole  gratifying  and  hopeful,  although  far  below  what 
we  could  wish  to  effect.  In  fact,  we  are  delayed  by  the 
very  power  which  helps  us  most.  While  we  see  the  exact 
point  to  hit,  we  must  wait  till  the  cumbrous  machinery  of 
government  slowly  adjusts  its  trip-hammer  and  delivers  its 
blow,  and  we  must  hold  ourselves  to  patience  by  remember- 
ing that  if  such  a  complicated  engine  cannot  act  with  the 
simple  force  of  a  man's  right  arm,  it  deals  a  more  trenchant 
stroke  than  could  a  thousand  men,  and  that  the  nail  driven 
by  the  United  States  will  hold  the  fabric  firm. 

We  are  laying  the  foundations  of  the  Huala[)ai  school- 
house  which  is  to  lift  these  poor  people  into  a  new  atmos- 
phere of  hope  and  life,  and  while  it  is  hard  for  us,  seeing 
the  eager  need  of  the  children,  to  wait  the  slow  rising  of  the 
walls,  yet  we  rely  upon  the  promise  of  the  government  to 
make  them  strong  in  time,  and  we  trust  that  time  will  come 
quickly.     In  her  last  letter.  Miss  Calfee,  the  field  matron,,

says  most  justly  and  feelingly  :  "To  me  nothing  is  accom- 
plished so  long  as  we  do  not  better  the  moral  and  spiritual 
part  of  our  poor  people,  even  though  they  do  become  better 
in  material  things."  It  is  only  through  the  leverage  which  a 
boarding-school  will  give  us  that  we  can  expect  to  lift  a  tribe 
so  low  in  habits  as  the  Hualapai  to  cleanliness,  purity,  love 
of  God,  and  obedience  to  His  laws.  The  school  at  which 
we  aim,  placed  remote  from  the  dangers  of  a  -town,  with  a 
little  farm  around  it  for  its  own  support  and  the  instruction 
of  the  children,  will  o-radually  attract  the  parents  to  live  near 
it,  and  will  be  the  best  sort  of  object  lessons  to  them.  In 
time  we  shall  have  a  chapel  and  a  hospital,  and  by  God's 
blessing,  comfort,  virtue,  and  happiness  shall  fill  the  place 
heretofore  so  desolate.     For  this  we  pray,  for  this  we  work.

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CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the 
Women's  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  two-fold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  :  first,  to  awaken,  by 
every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same  protection  of 
law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us  ;  and,  second,  to  aid  in  educational 
and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ACTICLE  III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association,  shall  be,  as  in 
the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the 
Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of  me- 
morials to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular  meet- 
ings and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right 
sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  In- 
dians;  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measui'es  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 
ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers,  namely :  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. — The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  representa- 
tives of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each.  It 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 
ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.     The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life-member  of  this  societj-, 
ARTICLE  VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present ;  one  week's  notice  of  such 
intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  I. — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor;  Committees  on  Leaiiets  and  Subscription,  ard 
on  Public  Meetings.' 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee 
of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  succes- 
sive meetings,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretar_y  of  such 
absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  CoiTBsponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee 
well-informed  of  the  woi'k  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual  Re- 
port for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  do 
so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Comanttee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes  thereof  ; 
notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees  of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their  vote 
or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribers 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and 
pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer, 
shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall  be 
incurred. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money.  It 
shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December, 
on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meetmg  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  amendment  be  g-iven  in  the  call  for  the  meeting;. 
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THE  MASSACHUSETTS  INDIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

[Organized  in  January,  1S83.] 

HAS    TWO    OBJECTS. 

First. —  To  awaken,  by  every  means  in  its  power,  a  Christian  public 
sentiment  which  will  move  our  government  to  tlie  abolition  of  all 
oppression  of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting 
them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  among  us  enjoy ;  and 

Second. —  To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among 
Indians. 

The  work  of  the  Association  will  be  :  — 

1.  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

2.  The  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the  press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  many  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to  further 
the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association  : 

The  work  of  any  one  Indian  Association  is  so  necessarily- 
connected  with  that  of  every  other,  and  the  whole  so  depends 
upon  the  justice  and  breadth  of  the  views  held  upon  the 
entire  Indian  question,  that  there  is  always  a  temptation  in 
beginning  a  report  to  enlarge  upon  the  general  subject,  and 
try  to  enlist  the  intelligence,  compassion,  and  active  interest 
of  all  hearers  for  the  Indians  themselves, —  for  a  people  so 
helpless  and  so  abused,  so  despised  and  yet  of  such  good 
natural  capacities,  so  ignorant  and  so  desirous  of  instruction. 
With  a  large  audience  of  indifferent  people,  it  might  be  im- 
possible to  resist  such  an  opportunity ;  and  you  may  find  at 
least  this  consolation  in  our  scanty  gathering,  that  you  es- 
cape an  essay  upon  points  doubtless  familiar  to  each  of  you, 
and  will  have  simply  shown  you  the  principal  features  in  the 
work  of  our  Massachusetts  Association  during  the  past  year. 

In  regard  to  the  main  object  of  our  efforts  for  the  Huala- 
pai  in  Arizona,  the  opening  a  boarding-school  for  them  under 
government  care,  it  must  be  owned  that  no  progress  has 
been  made  but  such  as  belongs  to  a  persistent  push.  The 
change  of  administration  in  March  injured  us  by  putting  into 
office  new  men,  overwhelmed  with  unfamiliar  cares,  and  un- 
acquainted with  our  work,  however  well  disposed  toward  it. 
But,  as  our  excellent  Washington  lawyer,  Mr.  Luckett,  has 
just  informed  us  that  the  new  Land  Commissioner  has  actu- 
ally sent  an  inspector  to  Arizona  with  orders  to  report  upon 
our  survey  in  Truxton  Canon,  there  is  now  reason  to  hope 
that  the  business  will  soon  be  settled,  the  government  put  in 
possession  of  our  ranch,  and  the  buildings  begun. 


No  statement  can  overestimate  the  futm'e  importance  of 
this  school  to  these  Indians.  Their  condition  has  improved 
astonishingly  within  the  three  years  since  Miss  Calfee  as 
field  matron  and  the  two  years  since  Mr.  Ewing  as  virtual 
agent  have  had  charge  of  them.  When  Miss  Calfee  went 
there  in  1894,  she  found  a  horde  of  filthy  savages,  living,  with 
very  few  exceptions,  in  brush  huts  or  burrows  in  the  earth. 
They  were  without  floors,  without  furniture  or  household 
utensils  of  any  sort,  scantily  clothed  in  unchanged  rags ;  and 
the  children  were  covered  with  sores  caused  by  dirt  and 
neglect.  Drunkenness,  gambling,  and  licentiousness  were 
constant  vices ;  and,  although  there  were  several  men  of 
good  sense  and  better  aims  in  the  tribe,  they  were  unable, 
in  their  ignorance  and  poverty,  to  stem  the  tide  of  indolent 
sensuality  which  was  likely  to  engulf  and  end  them  all. 

Now,  in  1897,  the  outward  change  is  great.  A  large  num- 
ber of  families  are  living  in  small,  neat,  wooden  houses,  with 
doors,  windows,  and  floors.  They  have  stoves  for  cooking 
and  a  few  of  the  most  necessary  articles, —  kettles,  coffee- 
pots, knives,  forks,  and  plates, —  which  they  are  required  to 
keep  in  order.  They  take  pride  in  these  things  and  in  the 
tables  and  benches  they  themselves  have  made.  They  have 
plots  of  thriving  vegetables  and  even  flowers.  They  begin 
to  raise  enough  beans,  pumpkins,  etc.,  to  sell ;  and  the  pleas- 
ure of  productive  industry  is  superseding  that  of  drink.  The 
women  are  interested  to  cut  and  make  good  clothing  and  to 
have  nice  things  in  their  houses ;  and  the  children  have  clean, 
wholesome  skins,  and  throng  the  two  day-schools  to  over- 
flowing. 

All  this  is  very  encouraging, —  for  how  can  we  expect  to 
inspire  purity  and  spiritual  life  till  we  have  given  a  foothold 
on  decency  and  cleanliness .''  —  but  it  is  sadly  true  that  the 
moral  condition  of  the  tribe  is  still  low,  especially  among  the 
women.  This  is  owing  almost  entirely  to  the  neighborhood 
of  corrupt,  brutal,  white  frontiersmen ;  but  it  is  a  fact  to  be 
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dealt  with,  and  it  is  one  which  makes  a  boarding-school  indis- 
pensable to  the  civilization  of  the  Hualapai.  When  we  can 
bring  up  a  generation  of  their  girls  to  be  pure,  self-respect- 
ing, to  love,  trust,  and  obey  God,  as  well  as  to  be  tidy,  capa- 
ble housekeepers,  the  future  of  these  Indians  will  be,  hu- 
manly speaking,  secured  ;  for  the  men  are  well  disposed  to 
honest  labor,  and  will  find  more  and  more  to  do,  as  the  use 
of  their  Reservation  is  assured  to  them. 

We  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  our  Association  has 
been  permitted  to  have  a  hand  and  even  to  lead  in  this  good 
work.  Our  means,  however,  were  inadequate  to  half  the  out- 
lay required ;  and,  had  it  not  been  for  the  kind  and  generous 
response  of  the  Indian  Office  to  our  statements  and  recom- 
mendations, but  little  could  have  been  accomplished.  The 
government  has  given  windmills,  lumber,  horses  and 
wagons,  seeds  and  farming  tools.  It  pays  the  day-school 
teachers,  and  is  now  about  to  provide  the  school-children 
with  clothing.  The  tribe  is  on  the  way  to  independence,  but 
cannot  do  yet  without  help.  We  supply  medicines  and  com- 
forts for  the  sick  and  clothes  for  the  old  and  infirm,  and  we 
pay  for  buildings  and  improvements  on  the  ranch  needed  for 
the  day-school  there.  When  once  the  boarding-school  is  es- 
tablished, we  shall  bend  our  energies  upon  the  erection  of  a 
hospital  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  untended  sick. 

Our  Executive  Committee  mourns  the  loss  by  death  of 
Mrs.  Robert  Treat  Paine,  whose  heart  and  hand  were  always 
open  to  the  calls  of  humanity,  and  whose  gracious  presence 
we  sadly  miss.  It  would  be  ungrateful,  however,  not  to 
mention  the  increased  force  of  the  committee  in  young  and 
active  members,  to  whom  we  may  hopefully  look  for  fresh 
usefulness  in  the  limited  time  during  which  the  Association 
shall  be  needed. 

You  will  remember  that  one  of  our  Apache  boys  at  Hamp- 
ton, Vincent  Bezine,  an  excellent  and  promising  young  fellow, 
was  attacked  last  year  by  quick  consumption.     The  doctors 


thought  that  his  return  home  might  give  some  faint  chance 
for  his  Hfe ;  and  we  assisted  a  devoted  Hampton  teacher, 
Miss  Pratt,  to  take  him  to  Fort  Sill,  where  he  died  shortly- 
after  his  arrival,  very  happy  in  being  with  his  family  at  the 
last. 

Two  girls,  Pauline  and  Alice,  also  went  home  last  June. 
They  are  doing  well,  and  probably  making  good  use  of  the 
sewing-machines  which  were  our  parting  present  to  them. 
This  leaves  only  one  boy,  Paul  Naiche,  remaining  at  Hamp- 
ton of  the  eight  children  whom  we  placed  there  ;  and  he  will 
probably  soon  return  to  his  dying  father  at  Fort  Sill.  We 
are  sorry  to  have  his  Hampton  course  cut  short  by  a  year ; 
but  we  find  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  Captain  Scott,  com- 
mandant of  the  Oklahoma  post,  is  deeply  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  his  Indian  wards  and  neighbors,  and  is  a  kind  and 
judicious  friend  to  them,  so  that  Paul's  opportunities  in  life 
are  not  over.  Little  Jamie  Holly,  the  last  of  the  eight,  is 
doing  well  at  the  Lincoln  Institute  in  Philadelphia,  where  we 
continue  to  support  him,  as  he  is  too  young  for  Hampton. 

Our  tea  and  sale  on  the  i8th  of  November  was  a  gay  and 
pretty  sight,  thanks  to  the  kind  friends  who  contributed 
flowers,  cake,  and  confectionery  ;  and  it  gave  very  fair  finan- 
cial returns.  The  quaint  Apache  "jingle"  baskets  on  which 
we  had  counted  were  not  then  to  be  obtained ;  but  we  have 
now  received  a  fine  assortment  of  them  from  Fort  Sill,  and 
also  some  remarkably  well-wrought  lace  from  Miss  Carter. 
We  have  besides  some  Navajo  blankets  to  offer,  some  uncom- 
mon rarities  from  the  North-west,  and  some  Hualapai  work 
from  Arizona,  many  things  being  of  great  value,  and  some  at 
very  moderate  prices.  Trinity  Chapel  again  offers  us  its 
graceful  hospitality  ;  and  on  the  afternoon  of  November  17 
we  hope  to  see  its  parlors  filled  with  our  friends,  who  are 
assured  of  a  hearty  welcome,  whether  they  come  as  pur- 
chasers or  visitors.  We  shall  tempt  them,  moreover,  with  a 
new  and    pretty   form    of    "  Misery's    Pear-tree."     The   last 


copies  of  our  first  edition  of  this  witty  and  ingenious  Flemish 
legend  were  caught  up  last  winter. 

We  hardly  know  how  to  express  our  gratitude  to  Dr. 
Horace  Furness  for  renewing  last  March  his  great  kind- 
ness to  us  of  the  previous  year,  and  sparing  us  enough  of 
his  valuable  time  and  strength  for  another  Shaksperian 
reading.  It  was  an  occasion  not  only  of  inexpressible  pleas- 
ure to  ourselves  in  listening  and  of  great  pride  in  being  able 
to  furnish  such  a  high  intellectual  treat  to  Boston,  but  it 
also,  by  putting  over  $i,ioo  in  our  treasury,  gave  us  the 
power  to  carry  on  our  work  for  the  Hualapai  with  a  free 
hand,  to  help  Miss  Thackera  in  her  hospital,  to  give  three 
scholarships  to  Hampton,  and  to  escape  the  wearing  pecuni- 
ary anxieties  that  have  so  often  beset  us.  We  may  not  ex- 
pect such  rare  good  fortune  as  this  in  the  coming  year,  but 
our  generous  friend  gives  us  reason  to  hope  that  we  may 
hear  him  again  at  no  distant  time.

Of  our  public  meetings  one  was  our  annual  meeting,  ad- 
dressed by  Miss  Mary  Collins,  of  Standing  Rock  Agency, 
which  was  very  largely  attended,  and  was  followed  by  a  tea 
given  by  the  ladies  of  the  First  Church.  The  second  meeting 
was  for  Miss  Sybil  Carter,  who  spoke  most  interestingly,  and 
sold  fifty  dollars'  worth  of  lace,  and  took  orders  for  as  much 
more.

The  Association  made  a  great  effort  last  winter  to  carry 

through  Congress  an  appropriation  of  $40,000  for  building  the 

Hualapai  boarding-school.     We  were  advised  to  the  measure 

by  Mr.    Leupp,  and    it    had  the  approval   of    Commissioner 

Browning.      Senator  Hoar  assured  us  of  his  cordial  assistance, 

and  Senator  Lodge  promised  to  bear  it  in  mind,  but  we  were 

too  late  to  get  it  regularly  into  the  Indian  Appropriation  Bill ; 

and,  though  the  chairman  of  the  committee  was  very  civil,  he  did 

not  give  us  much  encouragement.     This  was  the  less  matter, 

because  the  said  bill  tossed  long  on  troubled  seas,  and  was  so 

incrusted  with  the  kind  of  barnacles  called  "riders"  before 

it  got  to  port  that  it  was  not  very  serviceable.     We  shall  try 

again  this  coming  session,  and,  taught  by  experience,  expect 

to  succeed  better  in  the  difficult  navigation  of  Congressional 

currents.      If  we  can  this  year  provide  both  land  and  money 

for  the  school,  we   shall  have    cause    for    deep    and    devout 

thankfulness.

REPORT  OF  BOX  COMMITTEE. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  Nov.  lo,  1896 
the  Box  Committee  reported  that  the  barrel  sent  to  Hack 
berry  for  the  Indians,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Calfee,  the 
previous  Christmas,  reached  them  in  due  time,  and  made  the 
Christmas  season  a  very  happy  one. 

At  the  same  time  an  appeal  was  made  for  supplies  for 
Christmas,  1896,  to  which  the  response  was  so  prompt  and 
liberal  that  a  sugar  barrel  was  packed  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  Mrs.  Quincy,  and  sent  November  21.  A  number  of 
ladies  together  contributed  $19.50,  which,  in  the  hands  of 
Miss  Heath,  bought  a  good  supply  of  useful  articles  as  well 
as  toys.  One  lady  sent  a  box  of  tea ;  another,  candles  and 
candlesticks  ;  and  Mrs.  Parker  sent  denim  and  good  clothing. 
The  contents  of  this  barrel  and  one  sent  in  October  made 
Miss  Calfee' s  charges  more  comfortable  than  they  had  ever 
been. 

Now  the  Committee  must  appeal  for  the  coming  Christ- 
mas. At  its  last  meeting  $2<)  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  clothing,  toys,  etc.,  by  Mrs.  Howe.  In  addition 
partly  worn,  warm  garments  for  old  people  will  be  useful. 
Miss  Calfee  mentions  pieces  of  calico,  woollen,  or  silk  as 
desirable.  It  is  claimed  that  sloyd,  as  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  not  only  helps  the  pupils  to  be  accurate,  but  also 
truthful.  Pieces  of  silk  supplied  to  the  Indians  may  tempt 
them  to  undertake  the  crazy-quilt  horror ;  while  nicely  cut 
and  basted  patchwork,  with  a  little  such  sewing  as  used  to 
be  taught  in  "the  district  school  as  it  was,"  by  way  of  ob- 
ject-lesson, would  cultivate  the  exact  virtues. 
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Soap  is  an  article  always  on  Miss  Calfee's  list.  It  seems 
a  little  heavy  and  bulky  to  send.  But,  probably,  such  as  the 
stores  in  the  West  supply  is  made  to  sell  to  Indians,  and  very 
poor.  Old  Castile  soap,  Ivory  soap, —  which  floats, —  and 
Dobbins  Electric  soap,  which  after  so  many  years  still  fulfils 
its  promise,  will  be  acceptable.  Rolls  of  old  linen  are  invalu- 
able. Everything  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  G.  H.  Ouincy,  214 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  before  November  12.  If  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Association  will  bear  the  needs  of  Miss  Calfee 
and  her  charges  in  mind  during  the  year,  and  have  an  Indian 
department  in  their  own  houses,  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  re- 
spond to  the  calls  of  the  Box  Committee ;  for  this  call  will 
have  to  be  an  annual  one  for  many  years.  A  good  begin- 
ning has  been  made,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  before 
the  Indians  can  be  really  good  citizens. 

We  must  not  be  weary  in  well-doing,  nor  disappointed  that 
it  takes  many,  many  years  to  cancel  in  a  slight  degree  the 

effect  of  a  century  of  dishonor.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the 
Women's  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE    II.— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be :  first,  to  awaken  by 
every  means  in  our  power  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same  protection  of 
law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us  ;  and,  second,  to  aid  in  educational 
and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE    III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as  in 
the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the 
Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II.;  the  circulation  of  me- 
morials to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular  meet- 
ings and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right 
sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Ind- 
ians ;  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE    IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers, —  namely,  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor, —  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meetinp;. 
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ARTICLE   V. —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  representa- 
tives of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each. 
It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 

ARTICLE    VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  this  society. 

ARTICLE   VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  by 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  One  week's  notice  of  such 
intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I. — -Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  Committees  on  Leaflets  and  Subscription,  and 
on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee 
of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  succes- 
sive meetings,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  such 
absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE    11. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee 
well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual  Re- 
port for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  do 
so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes 
thereof;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their 
appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their  vote 
or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 
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The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribers 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and 
pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer, 
shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

ARTICLE    III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall  be 
incurred. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money.  It 
shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to  May  inclusive ;  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December, 
on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

HAS    TWO    OBJECTS. 

First. —  To  awaken,  by  evefy  means  in  its  power,  a  Christian  public 
sentiment  which  will  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all 
oppression  of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting 
them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  among  us  enjoy ;  and 

Second. —  To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among 
Indians. 

The  work  of  the  Association  will  be  :  — 

1.  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

2.  The  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the  press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  many  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to  further 
the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 


Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association  : 

The  late  outbreak  of  futile  anger  and  helpless  impatience 
among  the  Chippewa  Indians  in  Minnesota,  which  filled  our 
newspapers  for  two  days  with  clamor  of  alarm  and  defiance, 
and  hurried  troops  and  Catling  guns  to  put  down  a  few  hun- 
dred ignorant  and  justly  exasperated  men,  makes  a  stinging 
commentary  upon  our  big  and  boastful' talk  about  carrying 
liberty  and  civilization  to  savage  and  half-savage  people. 
We  do  not  seem  to  have  succeeded  very  well  within  our  own 
borders,  spite  of  our  advantages  in  numbers  and  in  law. 
How  would  it  be  in  the  Philippines,  where  we  should  be  one 
to  hundreds,  and  where  our  laws  and  customs  would  long  be 
as  straws  in  the  wind  ?  The  trouble  here  is  that  we  have 
much  law,  but  little  love,  much  self-interest,  and  small  care 
for  the  interest  of  our  neighbor.  The  special  provocation  to 
all  this  mischief  in  Minnesota  was  liquor.  Men  got  drunk, 
behaved  badly,  and  then,  very  foolishly,  refused  to  be  ar- 
rested, and  called  their  foolish  companions  to  help  them 
resist.  Such  a  call  would  have  met  no  response  among  edu- 
cated folk,  who  felt  secure  in  the  protection  of  the  laws,  and 
knew  that  opposition  to  them  was  wrong,  and,  what  is  more, 
silly.  But  these  Pillagers,  poor  souls,  have  been,  rather.  Pil- 
laged. Hardly  a  generation  out  of  barbarism,  they  have 
seen  little  but  the  seamy  side  of  civilization.  They  have 
been  restrained,  but  not  protected,  punished  when  they  did 
harm,  but  not  sustained  and  encouraged  when  they  did 
right,  when  they  improved  their  land  and  tried  to  make 
honest  bargains.     It  is  very  hard  to  get  a  fair  trial  for  an 


Indian  in  a  Western  court.  Public  opinion  is  generally  on 
the  other  side,  bolstered  by  that  desperate  greed  for  land 
which,  when  legitimate,  makes  the  power,  when  crafty,  the 
shame  of  our  pioneering  race.  So  the  roughest  of  the  Min- 
nesota red  men,  angered  at  much  real  injustice,  rose  with- 
out real  occasion  at  a  fancied  injury.  And,  be  it  observed, 
they  did  not  rise  after  their  old  manner,  to  ravage  the 
country  and  destroy  unoffending  families.  Not  a  house  was 
burned,  not  a  woman  scalped.  They  fought  man  to  man,  in 
as  decent  a  way  as  civilized  warfare  admits.  The  whites 
were  the  strongest,  and  the  Indians  were  put  down.  That 
was  right ;  but,^  in  the  name  of  justice,  let  us  never  forget 
that  our  misdeeds  led  to  theirs,  nor  exult  in  victory  over 
people  whom  we  have  drugged  with  strong  drink,  and 
crowded  from  their  ancient  rights  without  fair  return  ! 

Liquor  was  the  immediate  cause  of  this  Chippewa  revolt. 
Indians  do  not  themselves  distil  the  poison  from  innocent 
vegetation.  The  North  American  aborigines  had  no  intoxi- 
cating drink  till  the  white  invaders  brought  it  to  them, 
and  it  may  be  fairly  questioned  whether  by  that  one  fatal 
gift  we  did  not  nullify  whatever  good  our  race  has  done 
them  since.  It  is  certain  that  it  lays  upon  us  a  solemn  obli- 
gation to  save  them  from  the  deadly  enemy  ourselves  have 
loosed  upon  them,  and  faithfully  to  labor  in  the  two  ways 
which  can  do  it :  first,  by  insisting  upon  the  strict  execution 
of  the  laws  against  the  sale  of  liquor  to  Indians,  and  sec- 
ondly, by  raising  them,  through  religion  and  education, 
above  the  desire  for  it. 

Our  friend  and  co-worker  in  Arizona,  Mr.  Ewing,  says  in 
his  last  excellent  annual  report  to  government  concerning 
the  Hualapai,  of  whom  he  is  in  charge,  that  their  passion  for 
drink  is  one  of  the  chief  obstacles  that  stand  between  them 
and  a  higher  life.  By  steady  and  vigorous  effort  he  has  con- 
trolled it  to  a  remarkable  degree ;  and  the  tribe  continues  to 
improve  in  decency  and  industry,  although  he  gets  little  or 
no  help  from   his   white   neighbors,  who  openly  or  secretly 


shelter  the  rum-sellers  from  conviction  for  illegal  sale  of 
their  abominable  merchandise.  Mr.  Ewing's  practical  good 
sense  shows  him  that  Indian  improvement  must  needs 
be  slow ;  but  his  experience  among  them  gives  him  good 
reasons  for  believing  that  they  respond  willingly  to  oppor- 
tunity and  instruction,  and  that,  with  reasonable  assistance 
from  government  at  the  start,  they  will  become  respectable 
and  independent  farmers  and  cattlemen.  Nothing  will  help 
more  to  this  desirable  end  than  the  boarding-school  we  have 
so  long  been  trying  to  secure  for  them.  For  three  years  we 
have  endured  the  pangs  of  hope  deferred.  Other  plans  for 
the  Hualapai  have  prospered.  They  have  learned  much 
about  living,  about  order,  thrift,  and  morals.  Their  sick 
have  been  tended,  and  their  children  taught.  But  nothing 
except  a  home  school  can  offer  the  shelter  and  refuge,  the 
daily  training  in  purity  of  thought  and  manners,  the  manual 
skill,  and  the  habits  of  order  and  self-control  which  young 
Indians  need  for  their  earthly  salvation  and  their  heavenly 
hope.  The  Indian  Commissioner  is  now  about  to  ask  Con- 
gress for  the  appropriation  needful  to  begin  the  building 
next  spring.  Mr.  Hoar  in  the  Senate,  Mr.  Barrows  in  the 
House,  will  work  for  us  with  right  good  will ;  and  we  must 
redouble  our  prayers  and  efforts  for  success. 

The  positive  transfer  of  our  Arizona  farm,  Hope  Ranch, 
to  the  United  States,  is  still  impeded  by  small  and  tiresome 
technicalities  ;  but  we  are  assured  that  these  will  be  over- 
come in  a  few  weeks,  and  the  government  placed  in  abso- 
lute, as  it  is  already  in  voluntary,  possession  of  an  excellent 
and  well-watered  site  for  the  school. 

A  new  and  especial  object  of  interest  at  Hackberry  this 
year  is  the  Sunday-school  which  Miss  Calfee,  never  weary  in 
good  works,  opened  in  May.  All  the  children  come  with 
eager  pleasure,  from  little  tots  to  big  boys  ;  and  the  good  in- 
fluence is  re-acting  on  their  parents,  who  are  doing  less  work 
on  Sundays. 

Miss  Calfee  says  :  "  I  have  taught  the  children  a  grace  to 


say  before  meals.  So  you  see  we  are  advancing.  I  think 
some  of  the  larger  boys  are  really  striving  to  do  right  from 
a  sense  of  duty;  but  the  dear  little  children  only  know  to 
want  to  please  me,  as  the  person  who  is  most  displeased 
when  they  do  wrong. 

"  The  first  thing  in  school  we  have  responsive  exercises, 
repeating  either  the  first  or  twenty-third  Psalm  or  the  Ten 
Commandments,  singing,  and  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer  in 
concert.  All  of  this  I  endeavor  to  impress  upon  their  minds 
as  being  very  solemn,  as  we  are  talking  to  God,  and  that  He 
is  so  great  and  good  we  should  never  laugh  and  play  when 
talking  to  Him.  You  should  see  the  solemn  looks  that  come 
over  some  of  the  dear  faces,  as  each  head  is  bowed ;  but 
some  of  the  little  rascals  are  too  frisky  to  be  still  even  then. 

"A  gentleman  lets  me  use  an  old  organ  of  his,  and  the 
children  like  it  very  much.  Mrs.  Nelson  *  does  the  playing 
most  beautifully." 

Ten  Sunday-schools  in  Boston  and  the  vicinity  are  com- 
bining to  send  ^15  a  month  to  supply  luncheon  for  the 
Hualapai  Sunday-school.  We  hope  that  this  kindly  act,  for 
which  we  are  indebted  to  the  exertions  of  Mrs.  Beatley, 
Sunday-school  superintendent  in  the  Church  of  the  Dis- 
ciples, will  lead  our  white  children  to  a  feeling  of  comrade- 
ship with  their  red  fellow-scholars,  which  will  enter  as  an 
active  element  into  their  whole  lives.  In  an  Indian  school 
it  is  necessary  to  feed  the  stomach  as  well  as  the  heart  and 
brain.  Many  of  the  children  come  from  a  distance,  and 
nearly  all  are  poor,  never  heard  of  such  a  thing  as  a  lunch- 
basket,  and  would  not  have  anything  to  put  into  it  if  they 
had.  Miss  Calfee  spends  much  time  on  Saturday  in  prepar- 
ing bread  and  beans  for  the  meal.  She  has  taught  Indian 
girls  to  make  and  bake  the  bread ;  but  you  can  fancy  that  to 
feed  fifty  or  sixty  hungry  children  calls  for  no  little  expendi- 
ture, of  muscle  as  well  as  of  victual,  and  she  says  she  finds 

*  Mrs.  Nelson  and  her  husband  are  two  young  Indians  who  have  been  sent  as  teachers  to  re- 
place the  unsatisfactory  minors.  Miss  Calfee  praises  them  highly,  and  says:  "They  present  an 
object-lesson  to  the  children  of  what  we  wish  them  to  attain." 


Sunday  morning  almost  the  hardest  in  the  week.  A  num- 
ber of  books  and  papers  have  been  sent  her  for  the  school ; 
and  she  will  be  glad  of  anything  that  will  help  her  to 
make  it  interesting  and  beautiful,  such  as  song-books,  very 
simple  lessons,  and  pleasant,  suggestive  pictures  for  the 
walls.  We  will  gladly  forward  anything  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary, 96  Chestnut  Street,  or  to  Mrs.  Ouincy,  214  Common- 
wealth Avenue. 

In  1894  we  sent  a  few  Apache  children  for  education  to 
Hampton.  That  chapter  is  now  sadly  closed  by  the  death 
of  Paul  Naiche,  a  fine,  promising  fellow  of  nineteen.  He 
went  home  to  Fort  Sill  to  visit  his  sick  father,  and  shortly 
died  himself,  the  third  of  our  band  of  eight.  Four  girls  and 
Jamie  Holly  are  doing  well  in  Oklahoma,  under  Captain 
Scott's  care ;  and  the  money  we  formerly  spent  on  them  we 
now  use  in  Hampton  scholarships  for  Indians. 

We  have  been  also  happily  able  to  give  some  aid  to  Miss 
Thackera  in  her  admirable  hospital,  and  to  Miss  Sybil  Carter 
in  her  beautiful  lace  work,  one  of  the  few  productive  indus- 
tries that  seem  to  have  taken  root  among  the  Indians,  and 
to  find  a  steady  market.  In  our  approaching  autumnal  sale 
'we  shall  have  a  large  assortment  of  this  exquisite  manufact- 
ure, coming  white  as  snow  from  the  fingers  of  Indian  women 
who,  only  a  few  years  ago,  were  dirty,  poor,  and  hopeless,  and 
who  now  are  clean,  happy,  and  busy.  We  shall  also  have 
baskets  from  the  South-west,  which  are  becoming  difficult  to 
obtain,  and  some  finely  colored  photographs  of  Indian  ob- 
jects in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  We  hope  that  these 
attractions,  together  with  an  appetizing  hot  lunch,  bright 
flowers,  and  good  company,  will  bring  crowds  of  friends  to 
us  in  the  Trinity  parlors  at  noon  on  Thursday,  the  17th  of 
November. 

We  have  good  hope  of  offering  again  to  Boston  this  win- 
ter the  high  literary  pleasure  of  hearing  Dr.  Horace  Furness 
read  a  play  of  Shakspere.     Due  notice  will  be  given.

The  number  of  our  associates  does  not  increase  as  we 
could  wish  ;  but,  like  that  of  our  beneficiaries,  it  does  not 
sensibly  diminish.  There  are  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand Indians  this  side  of  Alaska,  just  as  there  were  thirty 
years  ago ;  and  it  does  seem  strange  that  in  all  Massachu- 
setts there  are  not  more  than  ten  or  twelve  hundred  women 
trying  to  obtain  for  them  civil  rights  and  plain  justice.  I  do 
not  forget  the  excellent  work  done  for  Indians  by  women  in 
the  various  religious  denominations.  God  bless  and  speed 
them  !  But  theirs  is  entirely  mission  work,  and  does  not  take 
hold  of  the  broader  aims  of  an  association  like  ours,  truly  na- 
tional in  its  plan,  and  bent  upon  bringing  public  opinion  to 
bear  upon  the  executive  officers  of  government  and  upon  Con- 
gress, till  justice  to  Indians  shall  tower  above  all  the  mean 
tricks  of  rings  and  speculators,  and  till  such  outbreaks  as 
this  in  Minnesota  become  impossible.  There  are  good  men, 
and  true,  in  the  Indian  service.  There  are  agents  who  are 
real  fathers  to  their  people ;  and  Commissioner  Jones  has 
worked  faithfully,  and  we  hope  efficiently,  to  get  justice  for 
these  Chippewas  and  to  soothe  their  rightly  irritated  feel- 
ings. But  not  one  of  these  good  men  is  sure  of  his  place. 
Not  one  but  finds  his  deep  and  honest  interest  in  his  work 
"  cribbed,  cabined,  and  confined  "  by  the  knowledge  that  all 
his  plans  may  be  overthrown  at  the  next  election,  and  his 
pupils  turned  over  to  some  Congressional  protege,  who  may 
be  well  meaning,  but  must  be  ignorant.  It  is  the  system 
which  is  bad ;  and  no  business,  no  household,  could  prosper 
under  such  shifting  and  arbitrary  control.     We  want  every 
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Massachusetts  woman  to  stand  heart  and  soul  by  the  wise 
and  noble  demand  just  made  in  the  Mohonk  Conference, 
that  the  management  of  Indian  affairs  should  be  absolutely 
removed  from  politics,  that  the  right  men  should  be  put  in 
control  and  kepi  there,  and  that  power  should  be  stripped 
from  those  who  are  using  it  for  their  own  advantage,  and 
not  for  the  good  of  their  charges.  If  half  the  women  of  the 
old  Bay  State  would  take  hold  with  us  and  give  us  the  little 
money  that  we  ask  of  each,  we  could  work  with  a  freer  hand 
through  the  press  and  by  able  speakers  to  create  a  better 
public  sentiment  on  this  subject;  and  we  could  place  ten 
field-matrons  where  now  we  are  helping  one  overtasked 
woman.  But,  if  our  Massachusetts  sisters  prefer  to  spend 
their  dollars  and  half-dollars  on  other  things,  let  them  at 
least  give  tJioiLght  to  these,  and  urge  right  action  v/ith  heart 
and  tongue  upon  their  husbands  and  brothers,  their  fathers 
and  their  sons,  and,  above  all,  teach  their  children  that  the 
Indians  are  our  brethren  in  the  sight  of  the  all-loving  Father 
of  us  all, —  teach  them  that  they  are  to  be  neither  feared 
nor  despised,  that  they  have  feelings  just  like  our  own,  that 
the  parents  love  their  children,  and  they  their  mothers  and 
fathers,  just  as  we  do  ;  that  there  are  good  and  bad,  wise 
and  foolish  people  among  them  ;  in  short,  that  they  are 
like  us  in  everything  but  education,  and  that  it  is  our  privi- 
lege to  share  our  larger  measure  of  that  with  them.  When 
they  have  rough  and  dirty  ways,  we  would  teach  them 
cleanly  and  decent  manners.  They  have  learned  much 
through  their  keen  observation  of  natural  objects.  We  would 
open  also  to  them  the  treasures  in  books  and  the  interest  of 
industrial  energy.  They  have  already  a  religion,  but  it  is 
one  chiefly  of  fear.  We  would  bring  to  them,  in  addition,  the 
infinite  comfort  of  faith  in  a  God  of  perfect  love.  If  the 
white  children  of  to-day  grow  up  with  these  thoughts  and 
aims,  the  future  of  the  North  American  Indian  will  be  safe 
in  their  hands.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOX  COMMITTEE. 

BY  MRS.  J.  W.  EDGERLY,  CHAIRMAN. 


At  our  last  annual  meeting,  Nov.  3,  1897,  the  Box  Com- 
mittee asked  for  contributions  for  Christmas.  The  response 
was  prompt,  liberal,  and  satisfactory,  except  that  the  supply 
of  dolls  was  not  equal  to  the  demand.  This  difficulty  will, 
we  are  assured,  be  remedied  the  coming  Christmas.  Miss 
Calfee  wrote  that  the  people  were  made  more  comfortable 
than  ever  before. 

Last  week  Mrs.  Ouincy  started  a  barrel  filled  with  cloth- 
ing for  women  and  children,  gingham,  denim,  pieces  for 
patchwork,  thread,  needles,  etc.,  and  a  box  of  kindergarten 
materials,  contributed  by  Miss  Garland,  all  of  which  will 
help  in  the  work  of  civilization. 

Now  we  must  plan  for  the  coming  Christmas.  Contribu- 
tions should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  G.  H.  Ouincy,  214  Common- 
wealth Avenue,  before  November  15.  If  each  lady  could 
remember  and  repeat  what  she  gave  last  year,  the  matter 
would  be  simplified.  Soap  continues  on  Miss  Calfee's  list. 
As  cleanliness  is  akin  to  godliness,  we  must  be  glad  that  it 
is  so,  and  supply  her  liberally.  Old  Castile  soap  and  Dob- 
bins Electric  are  standards  and  in  a  form  that  packs  well. 
Besides  dolls,  toys,  and  pieces  for  patchwork,  bags  furnished 
with  sewing  materials,  or  with  comb  and  brush,  a  cake  of 
soap  and  a  couple  of  towels,  would  have  a  good  influence. 

Christmas  ought  not  to  be  to  these  children  merely  a  sea- 
son for  good  cheer,  games,  and  toys,  but  also  for  serious 
thoughts.  If  the  children  able  to  read  could  each  be  given 
a  copy  of  the  Gospels  and  Psalms  (published  by  the  Bible 
society),  and  acquire  the  habit  of  committing  one  verse  to 
memory  each  day,  they  would  be  helped  to  resist  temptation, 
to  become  good  citizens,  and  to  forward  the  time  when  "the 
earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  Jehovah,  as  the  wa- 
ters cover  the  seas."

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the 
Women's  National  Indian  Association. 


ARTICLE    II.— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be :  first,  to  awaken  by 
every  means  in  our  power  a  Christian  pubhc  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same  protection  of 
law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and,  second,  to  aid  in  educational 
and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 


ARTICLE    III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as  in 
the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the 
Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II.;  the  circulation  of  me- 
morials to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians;  the  securing  popular  meet- 
ings and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right 
sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our'  individual,  duty  to  Ind- 
ians ;  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 


ARTICLE    IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers, —  namely,  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor, —  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting-. 
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ARTICLE    V. —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  representa- 
tives of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each. 
It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 

ARTICLE    VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  this  society. 

ARTICLE   VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  by 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  One  week's  notice  of  such 
intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I. —  Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  Committees  on  Leaflets  and  Subscription,  and 
on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee 
of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  succes- 
sive meetings,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  such 
absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE    II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee 
well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual  Re- 
port for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  do 
so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes 
thereof ;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their 
appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their  vote 
or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 
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The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribers 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and 
pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer, 
shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 


ARTICLE    III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall  be 
incurred. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money.  It 
shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to  May  inclusive;  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 


ARTICLE    VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE    VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December, 
on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

[Organized  in  January,  1SS3.] 

HAS    TWO    OBJECTS.. 

First. —  To  awaken,  by  every  means  in  its  power,  a  Christian  public 
sentiment  which  will  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all 
oppression  of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting 
them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  among  us  enjoy ;   and 

Second. —  To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among 
Indians. 

The  work  of  the  Association  will  be  :  — 

1.  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

2.  The  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the  press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  many  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to 
further  the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 


Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association  : 

In  those  Arabian  tales  which  for  centuries  have  interested 
and  amused  mankind  the  witty  princess  Scheherazade,  who 
narrates  them,  purchases  her  life  from  day  to  day  by  leaving 
off  each  night  at  such  an  exciting  point  in  the  story  that  the 
sultan,  in  his  eagerness  to  hear  what  comes  next,  defers  the 
impending  order  for  her  execution.  I  cannot  help  fancying 
that  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association  is  in  a  position 
similar  to  Scheherazade's,  and  partly  owes  its  struggling  and 
precarious  existence  to  the  curiosity  of  its  annual  auditors  as 
to  the  success  of  its  various  schemes  for  bringing  its  history 
to  a  happy  ending.  The  past  year,  which  is  now  to  be 
reported,  opened  full  of  hopes,  which  have  been,  on  the 
whole,  triumphantly  fulfilled ;  but  it  leaves  us  at  such  a 
critical  point  of  achievement  that  new  victories  or  defeats 
lie  in  the  immediate  future,  and  we  more  than  ever  need  the 
sympathy  and  support  of  those  who  feel  that  our  work  is  a 
serious  battle  against  ignorance  and  wrong. 

We  succeeded  in  getting  our  grant  from  Congress  last 
winter.  ;$6o,ooo  was  voted  to  build  and  equip  a  boarding- 
school  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  Hualapai  children  in 
Truxton  Canon,  Ariz.,  on  the  site  which  we  purchased  and 
gave  to  the  Government.  It  is  well  provided  with  water  and 
facilities  for  drainage,  and  has  a  few  acres  of  good  arable 
soil,  which  can  be  increased  by  clearing.  The  buildings  are 
to  be  of  brick,  and  the  plans  were  prepared  in  the  Indian 
Office  by  June,  but  the  work  is  not  yet  begun,  and  cannot 
now  be  completed  before  next  spring.     The  section  of  land 


which  Government  has  set  apart  for  the  use  of  this  school 
borders  upon  a  quarter  section  belonging  to  the  Santa  Fe 
Railroad,  and  this  bit  of  ground  is  so  essential  to  the  good 
management  of  the  larger  piece  that  we  applied  to  the 
General  Manager  to  know  upon  what  terms  the  railroad 
company  would  sell  it  to  us.  To  our  surprise  and  pleasure, 
Mr.  Nevin  wrote  in  reply:  — 

The  land  wanted  our  Company  is  willing  to  donate  to  the  work  as 
evidence  of  our  sympathy  and  desire  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of 
this  school,  believing,  as  we  do,  that  it  will  be  of  inestimable  value  to 
the  Hualapai  Indians,  in  whose  welfare  and  improvement  we  are  much 
interested. 

This  generous  and  kindly  gift  relieved  our  treasury  from 
dangerous  depletion,  and  provided  an  outlet  for  sewerage, 
secured  some  gardens  and  cabins  which  the  Indians  had  with 
much  labor  made  there  before  it  was  known  to  whom  the 
ground  belonged,  (all  that  district  being  unsurveyed  till  last 
year),  and  protects  us  from  the  danger  of  having  troublesome 
neighbors  near  the  school.  We  have  made  it.  over,  with  the 
rest  of  our  property  in  the  Canon,  to  Government ;  and  now 
we  await,  with  eager  patience,  the  approaching  fulfilment  of 
our  hopes  for  an  institution  that  shall  permanently  bless  and 
uplift  the  Hualapai. 

The  picture  of  what  these  people  were  a  few  years  ago,  as 
drawn  by  more  than  one  army  ofificer  and  by  Mr.  Ewing 
himself,  is  almost  too  dreadful  to  show'  in  public.  Drunken 
men  and  women  were  to  be  seen  at  all  hours  sprawling,  half- 
naked,  in  the  streets  of  Kingman  ;  and  kindred  vices 
abounded  on  a  hopeless  background  of  idleness  and  beggary. 
The  men  worked  enough  to  get  money  for  whiskey.  The 
women  did  worse.  Shocking  to  say,  there  were  white  men 
who  made  their  profit  and  their  pleasure  out  of  this  state  of 
things.  They  kept  the  Indians  drunk,  and  pastured  their  own 
herds,  without  paying  a  cent,  upon  such  of  the  Reservation  as 
was  grazing  land,  forcibly  dispossessing  those  of  the  tribe  who 
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were  disposed  to  make  an  honest  living  on  the  ground  for- 
mally given  them  by  the  Government.  It  was  a  very  scanty 
living,  for  the  Indians  had  not  many  cattle,  and  the  strips  of 
tillable  land  were  few  and  far  between  ;  yet  they  were  not 
allowed  even  this.  There  was  no  one  to  protect  them  ;  and, 
save  for  one  yearly  issue  of  beef  rations  on  the  hoof,  they 
had  no  attention  from  the  authorities.  It  was  Mr.  Henry  P, 
Evving,  then  sheriff  of  the  county,  who,  roused  by  all  this 
iniquity  and  injustice,  and  seeing  that  there  was  good 
material  in  these  Hualapai  under  all  their  degradation,  first 
brought  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  our  Association  ;  and  it 
is  through  our  efforts  and  his  and  the  awakened  action  of  the 
Government  that  the'  present  prospect  is  so  bright.  Mr. 
Ewing  was  put  in  charge  of  the  tribe  by  the  Indian  Office 
four  years  ago.  His  rule  has  been  so  steady,  strict,  and 
kind  that  sobriety,  industry,  and  decency  have  largely  taken 
the  place  of  the  old  disorder.  One  hundred  children  crowd 
two  day  schools.  Drunkenness  has  decreased  80  per  cent. 
Government  has  furnished  lumber ;  and  they  have  built  little 
cabins,  with  windows,  doors,  and  floors, —  they  who  never  had 
a  roof  over  their  heads  before.  Government  has  given 
windmills ;  and  they  have  irrigated  gardens,  so  that  they 
have  even  a  little  produce  to  sell.     Mr.  Ewing  says, — 

To  have  a  home,  which  many  of  them  never  had,  is  a  great  civilizer  ; 
and  in  one  very  noticeable  instance  a  m.an  who  had  been  one  of  the 
worst  drunkards  in  the  tribe  has  reformed,  and  lives  on  his  little  place 
and  takes  good  care  of  his  family,  which  he  never  did  before. 

Work  has  been  found  for  them,  and  the  healthy  necessity 
for  self-support  is  laid  on  them  ;  and  as  cowboys,  teamsters, 
carriers,  they  are  in  good  esteem.  They  are  cheerful  and 
gay,  for  the  most  part,  but  very  poor  ;  and,  till  they  get  the 
use  of  their  own  reservation,  poor  they  must  be.  We  have 
told  the  story  before  ;  but,  till  things  are  set  right,  how  can 
we  help  telling  it  again  }  Besides,  we  are  constantly  getting 
a  better  understanding  of  the  conditions  which  we  are  hand- 
line:  at  a  distance  of  four  thousand  miles. 


Mr.  Ewing's  opposition  to  the  liquor-sellers,  his  gallant 
defence  of  Indian  rights,  and  his  vigorous  resistance  to  white 
aggression  on  the  Reservation  have  earned  him,  greatly  to 
his  credit,  the  bitter  enmity  of  the  men  who  are  making 
money  from  the  ignorance  and  debasement  of  the  Indians. 
They  have  tried  to  injure  him  with  the  government  and  to 
have  him  removed,  and  they  have  not  spared  bribes  and  per- 
jury to  compass  their  ends.  This  summer  they  sent  so  foul- 
mouthed  an  attack  upon  his  character  to  Washington  that, 
pestered,  indignant,  and  almost  despairing  of  doing  farther 
good,  he  was  upon  the  point  of  resigning,  when  we  and  his 
other  friends  rallied  around  him,  and. sustained  him  in  the 
fight,  till  now,  to  our  joy,  he  stands  higher  than  ever  at  the 
Indian  Office.  Mr.  Commissioner  Jones,  who  is  himself  too 
good  and  true  a-  man  not  to  recognize  another  of  the  same 
order,  yields  him  entire  confidence,  and  will,  we  trust,  act  on 
his  advice  in  securing  the  boundaries  and  uses  of  the  Reser- 
vation to  the  Hualapai  themselves.  Given  a  few  cattle  the^^e, 
and  protected  till  they  know  how  legally  to  protect  them- 
selves, they  may  soon  be  independent.  The  Reservation,  so 
long  supposed  worthless,  can  in  this  way  be  made  to  yield 
a  livelihood.  Continued  and  vigilant  struggle  is  needed 
against  the  lawless  and  unscrupulous  men  who  invade  it. 
Government  alone  can  enforce  the  rights  of  the  Indians. 
It  is  our  function  as  counsellors  and  advocates  to  keep  the 
case  before  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  to  urge,  so 
far  as  propriety  admits,  prompt  and  thorough  action. 

Mr.  Ewing  and  Miss  Calfee  have  been  the  good  angels  of 
the  Hualapai.  It  is  they  who  have  carried  into  effect  the 
good  intentions  of  the  Government,  and  given  shape  to  the 
warm  and  practical  interest  of  our  Massachusetts  Associa- 
tion. Miss  Calfee  has  not  yet  had  a  decent  place  to  live  in, 
nor  a  fit  room  in  which  to  receive  and  teach  the  Indian 
women  ;  and  it  is  now  our  purpose  to  build  a  cottage  not  far 
from  the  new  school,  where  she  can  have  neat,  pleasant 
living  rooms,  with  a  larger  one  for  work  and  storage.     We 


make  this  autumn  a  special  appeal  for  money  for  this  and 
other  uses,  because  Dr.  Horace  Furness  cannot  come,  as  he 
intended,  to  read  Shakespeare  for  us  this  winter.  Nothing 
•can  console  us  for  our  artistic  disappointment ;  but  the  loss 
to  our  treasury  we  trust  that  our  friends  will  supply,  and  we 
assure  them  that  we  do  not  mean  to  be  beggars  very  soon 
again.  Already  the  response  to  our  appeal  amounts  to  more 
than  three-fourths  of  the  sum  required,  although  it  will  not 
appear  on  our  accounts  till  next  year. 

Another  much  smaller  disappointment  —  in  the  failure  of 
the  Indian  baskets  ordered  for  our  annual  sale  —  makes  it  ad- 
visable to  omit  that  function  for  the  present  season.  Another 
year  we  shall  try  to  have  a  remarkable  collection  of  Indian 
manufactures,  and  meanwhile  we  ask  the  indulgence  and 
the  contributions  of  our  well-wishers. 

With  all  our  plans  and  hopes  the  sad  fact  stares  us  in  the 
face  that  we  are  a  small  and  poor  Association, —  not  a  weak 
one  and  not  useless,  but  very  small.  Let  us  try  for  more 
members.  Our  State  membership  is  333 ;  that  of  our 
Branches,  about  700.  That  is  not  enough  for  the  Massachu- 
setts contingent. 

Examination  of  our  accdunts  will  show  that  much  of  our 
money  merely  passes  through  our  hands  as  trustees.  Out 
of  the  little  that  is  ours  to  spend  freely,  we  have  given  three 
scholarships  this  year  to  Hampton,  and  had  interesting  let- 
ters in  return  from  two  Indian  boys  and  one  girl.  With 
Cambridge  and  Jamaica  Plain  we  paid  the  modest  salary  for 
which  Miss  Munger  was  willing  to  devote  herself  to  teaching 
the  Navajos  at  Two  Gray  Hills,  and  the  reports  from  there 
are  excellent.  We  took  pleasure  in  paying  the  wages  for 
eight  months  of  one  of  Miss  Sybil  Carter's  lace  teachers, 
and  we  are  glad  to  see  this  beautiful  and  profitable  industry 
growing  among  the  Indian  women.  We  were  happy  also  to 
be  able  to  furnish  $300  toward  the  expenses  of  the  National 
Association. 

Our  Hualapai  Sunday-school  is  thronged,  and  works  as  an 
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inspiration  to  goodness.  Thanks  to  twelve  Sunday-schools 
in  this  neighborhood,  the  children  always  have  a  good  meal, 
and  go  home  happily  refreshed  in  body  and  soul.  Then 
there  are  always  the  sick  and  aged  to  be  nursed  and  fed  with 
better  food  than  they  can  procure  for  themselves  ;  and  there 
was  good  warm  clothing  for  them,  too,  in  our  big  Christmas 
barrel  last  winter,  besides  dolls  and  toys  and  books  and 
ribbons  and  soap  and  tea  and  flags  galore.  Another  cask  is 
soon  to  start  on  the  same  cheerful  errand,  and  Miss  Calfee 
will  spare  no  pains  to  make  her  dear  flock  thankful  and 
merry  on  the  blessed  Christmas  Day. 

Before  closing,  I  must  ask  for  a  few  moments  more  to 
meet  certain  objections  which  are  brought  against  our  work. 

Many  people,  who  feel  kindly  toward  the  Indians,  yet  look 
upon  their  case  as  a  hopeless  one.  They  hear  of  the  igno- 
rance and  savagery  that  still  exist,  and  they  say:  "How 
hopeless  and  absurd  is  all  this  fuss  about  Indians  !  You  do 
a  bit  of  good  here  and  there,  but  it  is  like  lifting  the  edges 
of  a  great  blanket  of  misery  and  impossibility  which  never 
can  be  thrown  completely  off."  Many  who  give  help  to  our 
cause,  and  more  who  do  nothing,  dull  themselves  and  blunt 
their  charity  with  such  views. 

Two  strong  answers  are  to  be  made.  In  the  first  place, 
take  them  as  a  whole,  the  Indians  are  not  in  a  wretched  con- 
dition. There  are  still  a  few  tribes  living  in  filth  and  degra- 
dation, but  the  number  is  very  small  in  proportion  to  those 
who  are  earning  their  own  living  and  leading  decent  lives  in 
accordance  with  such  law  as  they  can  obtain  from  the  obsti- 
nate prejudice  of  their  white  neighbors.  Indeed,  were  it 
not  for  this  dogged,  blind,  unreasoning  i^lea  so  terribly  in- 
grained in  the  Western  mind,  that  the  Indian  has  no  human 
rights,  and  if  he  were  simply  allowed  to  develop  into  citi- 
zenship, as  untrained  foreigners  do,  by  the  use  of  the  public 
schools  and  the  courts  of  law,  he  would  soon  fall  into  line 
with  such  civilization  as  we  have ;  and,  though  Heaven 
knows  that  is  not  saying  much,  it  is  an  advance  on  barbar- 
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ism.  Statistics  show  that  more  than  three-fourths  of  them 
are  self-supporting.  They  are  chiefly  farmers,  mechanics, 
and  laborers ;  but  the  number  of  their  lawyers,  doctors, 
ministers,  and  teachers,  is  already  respectable  and  constantly 
increasing.  They  are  only  250,000,  and  25,000  children 
are  in  school  this  year ;  and  all  the  larger  schools  give 
manual  and  industrial  training  to  boys  and  girls.  What  an 
army  of  intelligence  is  here  preparing !  It  is  constantly  fed 
by  fresh  recruits,  for  the  Indian  children  do  not  have  to  be 
forced  to  school.     It  is  to  them  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure. 

And,  when  we  consider  Indian  character,  which  is  said 
to  be  at  once  savage  and  childish,  let  us  remember  that 
there  are  Indians  and  Indians.  Doubtless  there  are  plenty 
of  bad  Indians,  of  stolid  Indians,  of  foolish  Indians  ;  but 
cannot  we  say  the  same  of  every  white  community  we  know, 
without  utterly  discrediting  its  value  .-'  We  see  that  there 
remains  in  each  the  unobserved  average  of  inconspicuous 
quality  and  the  few  examples  of  eminent  virtue  and  ability, 
and  the  Indians  are  not  so  different  from  other  folk  that 
their  numbers  cannot  be  rated  in  the  same  manner. 

Childish  they  are  in  comparison  with  us,  and  this  belongs 
to  the  peculiar  conditions  of  our  relation.  They  have  lost 
all  the  advantages  of  skill  in  their  old  arts  of  life,  and  have 
not  yet  acquired  full  control  of  the  new  ways  into  which 
circumstances  have  forced  them.  They  have  neither  in- 
herited nor  traditional  familiarity  with  our  work,  our  tools, 
or  our  thoughts ;  and  our  dealings  with  most  of  them  must 
be  those  of  a  grown  man  with  a  child, —  a  keen-witted  child, 
whom  he  is  training  to  intelligent  maturity,  and  to  whom 
he  owes  thorough  honesty  and  kind,  sure  protection. 

If  there  be,  as  there  probably  are,  in  the  infinite  regions 
of  God's  providence,  creatures  far  beyond  us,  to  whom  our 
highest  reach  of  practical  command  over  physical  forces  and 
our  deepest  plunge  into  metaphysical  cause  and  effect  are 
but  as  the  uncertain  and  stammering  efforts  of  children, 
would  it  not  encourasre  and  brig;hten  our  lives  to  know  that 
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we  had  their  consideration,  their  respect,  and  even,  when 
possible,  their  assistance  ?  and  shall  not  we,  who  have  the 
power,  stretch  out  a  helping  hand  to  a  race  a  few  steps 
behind  us  on  the  great  upward  climb  ? 

And,  in  the  second  place,  in  answer  to  the  objection  that, 
with  all  our  efforts,  we  accomplish  very  little  in  proportion 
to  all  there  is  to  be  done,  we  say  that,  though  it  be  small 
in  quantity,  it  is  of  the  quality  that  spreads,  like  circles  in 
water.  Every  child  —  still  more,  every  group  of  children  — 
that  we  teach,  becomes  a  centre  of  ideas  and  actions  that 
ripple  out  with  never-ending  influence. 

When  Miss  Calfee  writes  that  one  of  her  earliest  pupils, 
now  happily  married,  comes  every  afternoon  this  summer 
to  do  a  little  sewing  on  the  machine  and  to  listen  to  her 
while  she  reads  aloud,  and  that  sometimes  they  exchange 
works,  and  the  Indian  reads  aloud  while  Miss  Calfee  sets 
the  stitches,  is  there  not  vital  encouragement  in  one  such 
instance  ?  Think  what  that  girl  was  and  would  have  been, 
and  what  she  is  now  and  her  children  will  be  after  her  ! 

No,  there  is  no  discouragement  for  us.  We  know  that 
we  are  in  the  line  of  true  service.  We  are  marching  under 
the  banner  of  God.  His  power  is  with  us  ;  and,  while  our 
hearts  are  strong  in  this  mighty  trust,  we  feel,  with  Words- 
worth, that 

"  We  have  great  allies : 
Our  friends  are  exultations,  agonies, 
And  Love,  and  man's  unconquerable  mind."

REPORT  OF  THE  BOX  COMMITTEE. 


From  Miss  Dewey's  report  you  have  learned  of  the  work 
which  has  been .  done  for  the  Indians  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Calfee  since  our  last  annual  meeting  and  of  their  con- 
stantly improving  condition. 

Approaching  winter  warns  us  that  many  things  will  still 
be  needed  for  the  bodily  comfort  of  her  charges,  also  that 
Christmas  is  at  hand,  and  that  it  will  be  well  for  them  and 
also  for  ourselves  to  give  a  little  thought,  time,  money, 
and  trouble  to  impressing  upon  their  minds  that  it  is  the 
season  for  "  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  among  men." 

Your  contributions  for  the  barrel,  sent  the  middle  of  last 
November,  were  so  liberal  and  various  as  to  supply  some- 
thing suited  to  all  ages.  A  number  of  copies  of  the  Gospels 
and  Psalms  proved  very  acceptable  and  useful.  A  few  more 
would  not  come  amiss. 

A  recent  accident  has  developed  the  need  of  bandages, 
and  pieces  of  old  soft  linen  would  also  be  useful.  Several 
suits  of  clothing  for  misses  and  boys  and  two  dresses  have 
already  been  given.  More  will  be  welcome.  A  liberal 
"supply  of  electric,  ivory,  and  castile  soap,  and  sewing  mate- 
rials, are  provided.     Tea  is  promised. 

Miss  Heath,  of  the  Box  Committee,  although  prevented 
by  illness  from  taking  her  usual  active  and  efficient  part, 
has  dressed  and  given  three  dozen  dolls. 

From  last  year's  "report  I  quote  that  "every  lady  who  can 
remember  and  repeat  her  donation  of  last  year  will  simplify 
matters."  Indeed,  it  might  be  well  to  make  a  note  of  it. 
For,  though  the  Hualapais  steadily  improve,  it  will  be  some 
years  before  we  can,  with  a  clear  conscience,  cease  to  do 
for  them. 

We   learn    that  Geronimo's  band    of   Apaches, —  now   at 
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Fort  Sill, —  in  whom  our  late  lamented  President  took  such 
an  active  interest,  still  show  the  benefit  of  the  care  and 
instruction  given  them.  We  hope  that  in  time  the  Indians 
will  become  self-supporting  men  and  women  and  good 
citizens. 

Garrison  ceased  to  publish  the  Libei-ator  when  its  especial 
work  was  accomplished  by  the  abolition  of  slavery.  The  day 
must  be  distant  when  we  can  follow  his  example,  disband 
this  Association,  and  cease  to  ask  for  your  annual  contribu- 
tion to  its  purposes,

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the 
Women's  National  Indian  Association. 


ARTICLE    IL— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be :  first,  to  awaken  by 
every  means  in  our  power  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same  protection  of 
law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and,  second,  to  aid  in  educational 
and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 


ARTICLE    III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as  in 
the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the 
Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of  me- 
morials to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular  meet- 
ings and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right 
sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Ind- 
ians ;  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 


ARTICLE    IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers, —  namely,  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor, —  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting-. 
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ARTICLE    V. —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  representa- 
tives of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each. 
It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 


ARTICLE    VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  this  society. 


ARTICLE    VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  by 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  One  week's  notice  of  such 
intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I. —  Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  Committees  on  Leaflets  and  Subscription,  and 
on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee 
of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annuaIl3^ 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  succes- 
sive meetings,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  such 
absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE    II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  b}-  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  oj^ened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee 
well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual  Re- 
port for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  do 
so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes 
thereof;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their 
appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their  vote 
or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  thern,

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribers 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and 
pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer, 
shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 


ARTICLE    III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall  be 
incurred. 

ARTICLE    IV.  I 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money.  It 
shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to  May  inclusive ;  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 


ARTICLE    VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE    VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December, 
on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspajDers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  live 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE     VIII. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

2.  The  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of

4.  The  adoption  of  many  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to 
further  the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association : 

It  was  an  active  sense  of  the  Indian  claims  upon  us  —  a  sense  at 
once  humane,  honorable,  and  economic,  which  led  to  the  formation 
of  this  Society.  It  was  seen  that  these  people  were  neglected  out- 
casts at  the  very  doors  of  our  nation,  that  it  was  ourselves  who 
were  accountable  for  their  state  of  ignorance  and  destitution,  and 
that  unless  they  were  educated  and  trained  to  habits  of  thrift  and 
independence,  and  their  hearts  opened  to  more  simple  and  cheerful 
views  of  religion,  they  would  remain  an  ulcer  on  our  civilization,  a 
disgrace  to  our  philanthropy.  So  the  State  Indian  Association  was 
started,  and  began  to  lift  the  Massachusetts  corner  of  the  great 
blanket  of  apathy  on  this  subject.  That  was  about  twenty 
years  ago.  Indian  affairs  are  now  in  a  much  better  condition, 
and  we  may  thankfully  say  that  the  great  federation  of  which 
we  form  a  part,  the  Women's  National  Indian  Association, 
with  its  seventy-nine  auxiliaries  all  over  the  Union,  has  had  a 
decided  share  in  making  public  opinion  more  kind  and  just  to  a  race 
of  noble  natural  quality,  groping  for  something  better  than  the 
barbarism  to  which  they  were  born. 

Much  remains  to  be  done,  and  it  is  important  that  the  right  aim 
with  regard  to  the  Indians  should  be  constantly  borne  in  m.ind.  That 
aim  is  not,  as  formerly,  to  segregate  and  classify  them,  and  make 
them  comfortable  apart  from  ourselves,  but  to  give  them  even 
chances  in  the  common  life  of  the  Republic,  and  to  encourage 
them,  so  soon  as  they  are  prepared  for  useful  life,  to  go  wherever 
on  the  broad  earth  they  can  find  work,  whether  in  this  country  or 
any  other.  When  they  see  that  the  privileges  and  the  penalties  of_ 
all  other  men  are  equally  theirs,  they  will  begin  to  take  a  natural 
position  among  their  fellow  citizens,  and  they  have  shown  that  they 
can  do  it  well. 


Our  Association,  though  sadly  hampered  by  the  lack  of  general 
interest  in  its  objects,  pursues  its  course  with  an  enthusiasm  begot- 
ten of  deepening  acquaintance  with  the  needs  and  capacities  of 
those  it  would  serve.  Six  active  Branches  carry  on  the  work  in 
different  parts  of  the  State,  and  I  present  their  reports  for  the  year 
in  alphabetical  order.

CAMBRIDGE. 

President,  Mrs.  H.  N.  Wheeler ;  Secretary,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Fisk.  32 
Quincy  Street.  Two  hundred  and  two  members  ;  thirteen  life. 
Three  executive  meetings  and  one  public.  Two  barrels  and  two 
packages  sent  at  Christmas  to  the  Navajos  and  to  North  Dakota. 
Receipts,  $1  168.80.  Expenditures,  $960.48.  Balance  $208.32. 
Almost  all  this  money  was  spent  upon  the  Navajo  Mission,  and  given 
directly,  without  passing  through  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer. 
A  magic  lantern  was  also  given  to  the  Kingman  School  in  Arizona, 
and  seventy-five  dollars  to  Miss  Thackera's  hospital.

It  should  be  noted  that  while  our  branches  all  pay  their  proportion 
to  the  National  Association,  and  some  of  them  contribute  largely  to 
the  State  Association,  they  generally  have  their  own  peculiar  objects 
of  interest.  Cambridge,  especially,  works  almost  exclusively 
and  with  excellent  results  for  the  Navajos,  and  gives  a  personal 
aid    and    comfort     to     the     devoted     field-matron      there,    Mrs. 


Eldridge,  which  is  of  inestimable  value.  Jamaica  Plain  helps 
Greenville,  Cal.,  with  a  generous  hand.  Springfield  and  Am- 
herst are  to  the  State  Association  as  Aaron  and  Hur  to  Moses. 
Salem  generally  provides  for  some  individual  case,  while 
Stockbridge,  our  western  outpost,  is  always  ready  to  help  as 
far  as  its  means  permit.

spent  in  Massachusetts  for  our  Indian  work  the  last  year. 

Our  hands  have  been  strengthened  and  our  hearts  gratified  by 
the  kind  response  made  last  autumn  to  our  appeal  for  money  to 
build  a  cottage  for  Miss  Calfee,  the  faithful  field-matron  to  the 
Walapai,*  and  also  to  carry  on  our  general  work. 

Our  Treasurer's  report  shows  a  truly  magnificent  series  of  dona- 
tions. Counting  the  charming  and  sympathetic  gift  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  to  their  brown  comrades  in  Arizona,  the  amount  given  us 
this  year  has  been  $2,358.00,  and  we  are  happy  in  assuring  our 
generous  friends  that  not  a  cent  is  wasted.  The  cottage,  after  sonie 
delay  caused  by  the  increased  cost  of  building  materials,  is  now 
nearly  completed,  and  promises  to  afford  all  the  comfort  and  pleas- 
ure so  much  desired  and  so  long  unattainable.  Miss  Calfee  will 
now   have  a  good  work-room   in   which   to  receive  and  teach  the 

*The  name  of  this  Arizona  tribe,  which  from  its  Spanish  spelling — Hualapai  —  has 
often  puzzled  American  tongues  to  utter  correctly,  is  now  changed  by  the  Indian  Office 
to  a  form  corresponding  with  its  sound  in  English,  and  will  be  written  henceforth 
Walapai,  and  pronounced  as  before,  Wal-a-pi. 


Indian  women,  and  a  kitchen,  sitting-room,  two  bed-rooms  and  a 
wide  piazza  for  her  own  use,  and  every  inch  of  this  space  will  be 
not  only  a  much  needed  accommodation  for  herself,  but  a  perpetual 
and  living  and  moving  object-lesson  to  the  eager  and  interested 
people  around  her. 

The  Truxton  school  buildings,  which  our  unquenchable  hopes 
fancied  ready  to  open  last  March,  are  not  yet  completed,  but  so  far 
advanced  that  a  few  months  more  must  see  the  feet  of  the  Walapai 
children  set  on  that  grand  pathway  to  civilization.  Then,  indeed, 
will  the  wise  elders  of  the  tribe  rejoice,  and  call  down  blessings  on 
the  Association  and  the  Government  which. gives  their  children  an 
opportunity  denied  to  themselves. 

Mr.  Ewing  continues  his  valuable  labors,  and  it  is  to  his  generous 
gift  of  31,000  brick  (worth  $248),  that  we  owe  the  ability  to  build 
the  cottage  of  that  substantial  material  instead  of  wood.  Govern- 
ment intends  to  show  its  appreciation  of  his  services  by  promotion, 
and  a  visit  of  the  Massachusetts  Secretary  to  the  Indian  Office  in 
June  proved  timely  and  useful  in  this  direction.  He  has  forwarded 
work  and  letters  of  the  children  in  the  day-schools  under  his  charge. 
These  are  simply  wonderful  when  the  state  of  the  tribe  five  years 
ago  is  recalled. 

In  closing  the  record  for  this  year,  we  regret  to  say  that  the 
health  of  our  president,  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Parker,  is  seriously 
impaired.  This  obliges  her  to  resign  her  kind  and  unselfish  labors 
in  our  behalf  as  presiding  officer,  although  we  trust  that  she  will 
still  be  able  to  remain  on  our  Executive  Board.  While  unable  to 
appear  at  our  late  sale,  she  sent  an  efficient  representative,  and 
the  flower  table  was  a  decided  factor  in  the  success  of  the  beauti- 
ful show,  which  netted  us  altogether  nearly  $400.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOX  COMMITTEE. 


In  the  early  years  of  the  century  now  closing,  John  Jacob  Astor, 
trudging  from  one  trading  post  to  another,  with  his  packs  of  furs, 
was  founding  the  family  fortune,  and  we  elderly  members  of  this 
Association  were  learning  from  the  atlas  to  Olney's  Geography  that 
the  land  west  of  the  Mississippi  river  was  unexplored  territory.  The 
Walapai  Indians  of  that  time  were  leading  their  primitive  life  in 
Arizona,  all  unknown  to  us,  Since  then,  as  you  know  from  our 
yearly  reports,  they  begin  to  wish  their  children  educated  in  white 
ways,  and  the  prospect  now  is  that  in  a  few  years  the  tribe  will  need 
from  us  only  the  friendly  interest  of  fellow  citizens. 

The  school-house  in  Truxton  Canon  and  a  comfortable  cottage 
for  Miss  Calfee  are  nearly  finished.  One  hundred  dollars  has 
been  sent  by  our  association  to  help  furnish  the  house  of  this 
devoted  friend,  and  in  addition,  contributions  of  small  articles  for 
use  or  ornament  will  be  welcome. 

Our  Christmas  barrel  last  year  made  a  happy  day,  and  Miss  Calfee 
says  that  her  charges  were  not  only  gratified  by  the  material  com- 
forts sent  them,  but  grateful  for  the  wise  and  kind  friends  who  carry 
them  and  their  needs  in  their  hearts.  We  hope  to  give  them  an 
equal  pleasure  this  year,  and  we  shall  be  glad  if  our  members  will 
send  their  contributions  promptly  to  214  Commonwealth  Avenue, 
where  Mrs.  Quincy  will,  as  for  so  many  years,  receive,  pack,  and 
forward  them. 

If  last  year's  donations  can  be  duplicated  it  will  simplify  matters. 

Miss  Heath  promises  one  dozen  dolls.  We  hope  other  ladies 
will  supply  the  other  two  dozen,  for  a  sad  wail  went  up  from  the 
little  brown  girls  one  year  when  the  supply  of  dolls  fell  short.  The 
Walapai  tribe  may  never  produce  a  man  who  can  do  the  uplifting 
work  Booker  Washington  is  doing  for  his  race,  but  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  work  of  this  Association  has  been  helpful 
in  transforming  them  into  good  citizens.

INDIAN    INDUSTRIES    LEAGUE. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Indian  Industries  League,  Miss  Sparhawk, 
presented  by  request  the  following  report : 

In  the  room  built  upon  the  Navajo  Reservation  by  the  Indian 
Industries  League,  blankets  have  been  woven  and  work  has  been 
done  upon  the  sewing  machines.  Also,  the  fine  cooking  stove  in 
the  room  has  helped  the  Indian  women  to  like  and  to  make  good 
bread.  It  has  been  pleasant  to  see  how  much  they  have  enjoyed 
these  sewing  machines,  and  how  quickly  they  have  learned  to  run 
them,  and  upon  them  to  make  children's  garments  and  clothing  for 
men  and  women.  The  days  of  the  knitting  machine  and  the 
hand  loom  and  the  modern  loom  are  yet  to  come.  But  "it  is  the 
first  step  that  costs."  The  League  has  paid  insurance  upon  the 
Room,  has  sent  Mrs.  Eldridge,  the  field  matron,  twenty-five  dollars 
to  buy  wool  for  blankets,  and  twenty-five  dollars  to  buy  a  shoemaker's 
kit  for  a  Navajo.  It  has  sent  Miss  Edith  M.  Dabb,  Mrs.  Eldridge 's 
general  helper,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  her  excellent 
work  in  the  Industrial  Room  ;  it  has  paid  Miss  Rose  Hyde,  by 
agreement  fifty  dollars  for  her  services  in  the  Room.  Miss  Sybil 
Carter  has  received  fifty  dollars  in  aid  of  her  famous  lace  industry, 
and  ninety-five  dollars  have  been  paid  toward  the  expenses  of  a 
young  Indian  at  Roanoke  College,  Salem,  Va.  The  League  has 
learned  with  sorrow  of  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Pattee,  one  of  the 
Indian  members,  the  young  man  whose  industry  and  capacity  so 
well  repaid  the  small  outlay  made  for  him  by  the  League  for  means 
to  study  his  trade  by  correspondence,  and  for  books.  For  several 
years  he  held  the  post  of  carpenter  in  the  Salem  Indian  Training 
School,  at  Chemawa,  Oregon,  giving  admirable  instruction  to  the 
boys  under  his  care.  In  all,  he  was  in  the  Indian  service  about  nine 
years.  His  death  is  a  loss  to  the  cause.  This  year  Mrs.  F.  N. 
Doubleday,  already  a  member,  has  joined  the  Committee  of  the 
League,  having  special  charge  of  fostering  the  development  of  an 
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industry  to  which  she  has  for  years  given  careful  study:  the  basket- 
making  industry,  which  she  suggested  to  the  League  as  one  of 
great  promise  and  importance.  And  she  has,  personally,  made 
Government  interest  for  its  being  taught  in  the  Indian  schools.  The 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Walter  C.  Roe,  missionaries  in  Oklahoma,  whose 
appeal  was  in  last  year's  report,  are  striving  to  give  employment  to 
the  Indians  about  them,  encouraging  these  in  whatever  work  they 
can  do  which  will  bring  them  money.  For,  happily,  the  Indians  are 
soon  to  lose  their  rations  and  to  face  the  world  like  men  and  women 
of  other  races.  The  League  has  loaned  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roe  two 
hundred  dollars  to  furnish  materials  with  which  to  start  the  Indians 
in  such  work.  This  investment  is  strictly  in  line  with  its  objects. 
For,  in  addition  to  farming,  poultry  raising,  etc.,  which  are  parts  of 
this  plan  of  making  use  of  whatever  lies  at  hand,  these  missionaries 
are  encouraging  a  native  work  of  great  skill  and  beauty.  They 
have  sent  to  the  League  samples  of  Indian  bead  work,  moccasins, 
chatelaines,  scissors  cases,  and  other  things  done  by  the  Indian 
camp  women.  To  these  women  the  sale  of  these  articles  means 
actual  food.  But  the  work  needs  no  such  appeal  to  sell  it,  for  it 
makes  its  own  irresistible  appeal  of  beauty- —  of  durability  also,  for 
all  the  beads  are  sewed  on,  not  with  thread  which  readily  breaks, 
but  with  sinew.  So  attractive  were  these  specimens  that  our 
energetic  president  secured  an  order  through  the  League  amounting 
to  about  seven  hundred  dollars  for  moccasins  for  men,  for  women 
and  children,  and  daintiest  tiny  moccasins  for  babies,  all  shaped  in 
accordance  with  nature's  foot ;  also  for  bags  and  other  articles  of 
bead  work.  These  it  has  on  sale  at  the  shoe-store  of  the  Henry  H. 
Tuttle  Co.,  on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Winter  streets,  Boston. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  find  things  more  unique  and  attractive  for 
Christmas  gifts.  Thus,  during  the  past  year,  the  League  has  been 
enabled  to  benefit  the  Indian  work  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than 
thirteen  hundred  dollars.  It  rejoices  in  the  paths  that  have  opened, 
and  looks  to  the  friends  of  the  cause  for  means  of  greater  usefulness.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.  — Name. 

This  organization  sliall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian 
Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as 
the  Women's  National  Indian  Association. 


ARTICLE    II.  — Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  :  first,  to  awaken 
by  every  means  in  our  power  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which 
shall  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of 
Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same 
protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us  ;  and  second, 
to  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE    III.  — Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be, 
as  in  the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted 
to  the  Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circula- 
tion of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians;  the  securing 
popular  meetings  and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the 
growth  of  right  sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  indi- 
vidual, duty  to  Indians :  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as, 
in  the  judgment  of  this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the 
ends  desired. 

ARTICLE    IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers,  namely  :  a 
President,  Vice-Presidents,    Recording   Secretary,   Corresponding 
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Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  V.  —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Contmittee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and 
the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall 
be  representatives  of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than 
four  from  each.    It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the 
general  work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent 
society. 


ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment 
of  ten  dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  the 
society. 


ARTICLE  VII.  — Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  One  week's 
notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE   I,  —  Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  Committees  on  Leaflets  and 
Subscription,  and  on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secre- 
taries, Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub- 
committee, together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to 
form  a  committee  of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three 
successive  meetings,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary of  such  absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  committees  not 
otherwise  named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  annual 
report  for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed  to 
do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes 
thereof;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their 
appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the 
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Executive  Committee,     No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon 
their  vote  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  sub- 
scribers and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Associ- 
ation, and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Treasurer,  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 

ARTICLE    III. 
No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall 
be  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all 
the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money. 
It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to  May  inclusive  ; 
and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 
The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association, 
and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  Decem- 
ber, on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  a  place  as  the  Executive 
Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 
These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the   members  present,   provided  a 
notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

4.  The  adoption  of  many  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to 
further  the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 


Madam  President  and  Members  of  the  Association  : 

The  comforting  old  proverb  that  "  Patient  waiters  shall  be  no 
losers"  has  a  new  exemplification  for  us  and  for  our  Walapai 
friends.  Their  boarding-school  is  under  way.  The  slow  but  sure 
action  of  Government  has  nearly  completed  the  buildings  at  Trux- 
ton,  and  on  October  24th  the  doors  of  a  great  hope  and  a  happy 
future  were  opened  to  the  children  of  a  tribe  which,  seven  years 
ago,  was  in  a  state  of  wretched  degradation,  having  learned  nothing 
from  white  men  but  their  vices,  and  retaining  only  the  saving  grace 
of  desiring  a  better  life  for  their  children.  It  was  then  that  our 
Association  reached  out  to  them  a  helping  hand.  It  was  then  that 
they  petitioned  Government  to  take  away  their  rations  and  give  them 
schools  instead,  and  it  is  by  the  exertion  of  great  energy  and  skill 
on  the  part  of  our  co-workers  in  Arizona,  and  of  unceasing  watch- 
fulness and  effort  on  our  own  in  sustaining  the  work,  and  obtaining 
assistance  from  the  Government,  that  they  are  to-day  a  decent  and 
sober  people,  almost  self-supporting,  and  with  their  children  train- 
ing in  ways  of  intelligence  and  virtue.  This  is  not  boasting.  We 
say  it  in  a  spirit  of  the  deepest  thankfulness,  and  well  aware  that 
there  is  yet  much  to  do.  To  build  a  fair  structure  of  life  on  the. 
good  foundations  already  existing  in  the  Indian  character,  to  make 
it  strong  and  steady  in  a  bad  social  atmosphere  where  temptations 
are  thick  as  August  flies,  has  been  our  object,  and  it  must  take 
years  of  patient  and  loving  labor  before  it  can  be  fully  accomplished. 
We  have  been  permitted  to  set  a  few  stones  in  the  wall,  and  now 
that  the  Indian  Office  has  raised  the  great  archway  of  a  permanent 
school,  our  hopes  are  strong. 

Truxton  Canon  is  five  miles  north  of  Hackberry,  Arizona  It 
is  a  long,  narrow  valley  with  high  bluffs  on  either  side.  The 
Atlantic  &  Pacific  R.  R.  passes  through  it,  and  there  is  an  unfailing 
supply  of   good  water.     Where    the   land   spreads  into  small  levels. 


this  water  is  easily  conducted  to  the  fields,  where  fruit,  vegetables, 
and  alfalfa  can  be  raised  in  abundance.  At  a  point  where  the  rocky- 
bluffs  retire  in  a  semi-circle,  are  placed  the  school  buildings,  of 
:solid  brick-work.  They  are  several  in  number,  well  provided  with 
•running  water  and  with  sewerage,  and  are  intended  to  accommo- 
date, when  complete,  125  children,  and  a  staff  of  fourteen  employes. 
Most  of  the  children  are  already  there,  and  received  by  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Perkins,  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  who  give  promise  of 
the  personal  interest  so  essential  to  the  work. 

The  excellent  field  matron,  Miss  Calfee,  felt  obliged  to  take  a 
long  vacation  this  fall,  but  has  now  returned  to  her  active  labors  for 
the  women  and  children,  made  more  effectual  by  her  occupation  of 
the  pleasant  and  comfortable  cottage  which  our  kind  friends  enabled 
lis  to  build  for  her  use.  A  good  supply  of  water,  the  vines  and  fruit 
trees  around  it,  and  a  sm.all  poultry  yard,  will  make  it  a  pattern  for 
its  dusky  neighbors,  while  its  large  and  commodious  workroom  gives 
a  place  for  instruction  in  various  household  industries. 

It  with  regret  that  we  lose  Mr.  Ewing  from  the  charge  of  the 
Walapai.  His  public  services  in  their  interests  for  the  last  five 
years  have  been  very  valuable,  while  the  hatred  felt  for  him  by  the 
white  liquor-dealers  and' trespassers  is  to  his  credit.  His  reports  to 
Government  have  shown  remarkable  ability  and  good  sense,  and  we 
hope  that  many  of  his  suggestions  will  yet  be  carried  out,  especially 
those  concerning  the  boundaries  of  the  Reservation  and  its  exclusive 
use  by  the  Indians.  Avowedly  given  to  them  because  good  for 
nothing,  it  has  turned  out  fair  grazing  land,  and  large  herds  of 
white  men's  cattle  are  feeding  upon  it  without  pay  or  return  to  the 
rightful  owners,  too  weak  and  ignorant  to  maintain  their  just  cause 
by  legal  means. 

Looking  backward  through  the  events  of  the  year,  we  must 
chronicle  our  sorrow  at  the  death  of  our  President,  Mrs.  Laura 
Wolcott  Parker.  Her  sincere  interest  in  our  cause  was  shown  in 
active  benevolence,  and  we  must  always  remember  with  gratitude 
her  kind  acceptance  of  cares  which  were  new  to  her,  and  her  will- 
ing and  patient  performance  of  duties  which  were  unfamiliar. 


We  are  now  fortunate  in  having  persuaded  Miss  Alice  M. 
Longfellow  to  become  our  chief  officer,  a  post  trebly  due  to  her 
own  character,  the  memory  of  her  distinguished  father,  the  poet 
whom  we  all  love  and  honor,  and  to  the  unique  position  she  holds 
among  the  Ojibway  Indians  as  an  adopted  daughter  cf  their  tribe. 
This  distinction  was  given  her  as  a  token  of  Indian  gratitude  for 
the  sympathy  shown  to  their  race  in  the  poem  of  Hiawatha,  scenes 
from  which  were  presented  dramatically  before  her,  on  her  visit  to 
their  homes  in  1900.  We  have  also  welcomed  several  new  mem- 
bers to  our  Executive  Board,  and  continue  our  work  with  fresh 
confidence. 

We  had  the  great  pleasure  and  advantage  last  winter  of  two 
magnificent  Shakespeare  readings  from  Dr.  Horace  Furness.  Mr. 
Keith  kindly  lent  us  the  pretty  Bijou  Theatre  for  the  occasion. 
The  first  night  was  so  stormy  that  the  seats  were  not  full,  and 
"  Hamlet  "  was  superbly  read  to  a  small,  though  highly  appreciative 
audience.  A  much  larger  number  enjoyed  the  exquisite  reading  of 
"  Cymbeline  "  a  few  days  later,  and  our  treasury  was  proportionally 
benefitted. 

We  keep  up  our  three  Indian  scholarships  at  Hampton,  and 
receive  letters  from  their  occupants,  full  of  encouraging  evidence 
of  their  advancement  in  all  that  true  education  offers  to  mind,  and 
heart,  and  hand. 

We  have  long  felt  the  need  of  some  headquarters  in  Boston, 
where  we  could  meet  our  friends  and  each  other,  gather  and  trans- 
mit news  belonging  to  our  work,  where  information  could  be 
obtained,  questions  answered,  literature  furnished,  and  a  common 
interest  sustained.  We  have  begun  in  a  small  way  what  we  call  a 
Bureau  of  Information,  by  hiring  a  desk  in  the  office  of  Lend-a- 
Hand,  No.  1  Beacon  Street,  and  engaging  a  young  lady  to  be  there 
as  our  agent  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons.  The  ladies  of 
the  Executive  Board  take  it  in  turn  to  be  present,  and  we  have 
already  had  many  inquiries  and  some  very  interesting  visitors,  and 
hope  in  tim.e  to  make  it  a  valuable  centre  of  force. 

Our  Branches  came  nobly  up  to  the  mark  this  year.     I  give 


their  reports  in  the  order  of  their  reception,  and  I  must  aslc  before- 
hand indulgence  for  any  errors  of  onnission,  since  it  is  nearly  two 
months  since  these  reports  were  made,  and  the  work  done 
within  that  time  will  fall  into  the  next  year's  accounts. 


STOCKBRIDGE, 

Miss  Alice  Byington,  President,  has  thirty-seven  members, 
and  has  held  three  Executive  meetings.  They  have  raised  $125.00, 
which  they  spent  chiefly  on  Miss  Thackera's  hospital,  sending  also 
two  valuable  boxes  to  the  Santee  Agency,  and  to  Fort  Yates,  N.  D. 
Never  tired  in  well-doing,  seems  to  be  their  motto.  They  take 
thirteen  copies  of  the  "  Indian's  Friend." 


CAMBRIDGE, 

Mrs.  H.  N.  Wheeler,  President,  has  two  hundred  and  eleven 
members,  and  has  held  one  public  and  eight  Executive  meetings. 
They  owned  $1,658.00,  of  which  $400.00  was  contributed  in  equal 
shares  by  the  New  York  and  Connecticut  Auxiliaries  towards  the 
support  of  a  Navajo  hospital.  $1,000.00  was  spent  upon  this  and 
other  Navajo  work,  $50.00  on  National  dues,  $60.00  on  boxes  and 
freight,  and  $150.00  on  purchases  of  Indian  baskets  and  general 
expenses.  Four  Christmas  boxes  were  sent  to  Mrs.  Eldridge  at 
Jewett,  one  to  Miss  Patterson  at  White  River,  Arizona,  one  to  Mr. 
Noble,  Fort  Yates,  and  one  to  Mr.  Wellington  Salt,  at  Rolla,  N.  D., 
seven  in  all. 

Cambridge  has  shown  great  spirit  and  liberality,  and  the  State 
Association  may  have  some  day  to  bow  topsail  to  its  biggest 
Branch. 
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JAMAICA    PLAIN, 

Mrs.  A.  Davis  Weld,  President,  has  one  hundred  and  eight 
mennbers,  and  has  held  one  public  and  seven  Executive  meetings, 
sent  five  petitions  to  Government  officials,  two  Christmas  barrels 
to  Miss  Dawson  and  Mrs.  Von  Felden,  and  $10.00  for  Christmas  to 
Mrs.  Ament.  They  raised  $628.00,  and  gave  $400.00  to  the  National 
Association  for  missions  and  general  expenses.  A  scholarship  at 
Hampton,  dues,  freight,  gifts,  and  necessary  expenditure,  left  them 
a  small  balance. 

Jamaica  Plain  has  never  failed  in  doing  good  solid  work,  and 
has  forty-seven  subscribers  to  the  "  Indian's  Friend." 


SALEM, 

Mrs.  Stephen  H.  Phillips,  President,  has  seventy-five  mem- 
bers, has  held  two  public  meetings,  and  sent  two  petitions  to  public 
men.  With  $139.00  in  hand,  their  chief  expenditure  has  been  for 
dues,  and  for  a  little  Indian  girl  in  Miss  Calfee's  care  in  Arizona,, 
whom  they  are  disposed  to  clothe  and  educate. 

Salem  has  struggled  hard  under  many  difficulties.  We  trust 
that  her  adopted  child  will  prove  both  object  and  reward. 


AMHERST, 

Mrs.  A.  D.  Morse,  President,  has  fifty-two  members,  has  held 
five  meetings,  sent  one  petition,  one  Christmas  barrel  to  Miss  Calfee, 
and  spent  $106.00  on  dues,  and  gifts  to  the  State  Association  for 
general  expenses,  and  to  Miss  Calfee  for  the  Walapai. 

Amherst  has  always  taken  special  interest  in  the  Walapai,  and 
has  shown  it  by  constant  and  generous  contribution. 
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SPRINGFIELD, 

Miss  M.  K.  Stevens,  President,  has  one  hundred  and  six  mem- 
bers, has  held  four  Executive  and  three  public  meetings,  sent  four 
petitions  to  public  men,  and  two  Christmas  boxes  to  Miss  Annie  J. 
Ritter  in  Arizona.  With  $204.00  in  the  treasury,  they  gave  the 
National  Association  $50.00,  half  for  dues,  and  half  for  the  Navajo 
Wndergarten,  and  sent  $50.00  to  the  State  Association.  (I  think 
they  have  sent  $50.00  more,  for  they  usually  give  us  $100.00  a 
year,  but,  as  I  said  in  the  beginning,  these  reports  were  given  too 
early  not  to  have  some  omissions.) 

Springfield  is  full  of  spirit  and  enterprise,  and  stands  always 
ready  at  our  right  hand. 


From  this  summary  and  our  Treasurer's  account,  it  appears 
that  the  State  Association  has  raised  this  year  $3,684.28,  and  our 
Branches  $2,761.54;  that  we  have  expended  $2,262.35,  and  they 
$2,238.28,  so  that  Massachusetts  has  raised  $6,375.82.  and  spent 
$4,500.63. 

We  are  holding  jealously  on  to  our  own  surplus,  because  for 
years  we  have  planned,  so  soon  as  the  school  should  be  in  running 
order,  to  build  a  small  hospital,  where  the  sickWalapai  maybe  given 
a  fair  chance  for  recovery,  and  where  all  the  tribe  may  see  what 
good  nursing  means.     This  will  be  our  next  object. 

In  all  this  expenditure  and  labor,  our  one  idea  is  to  benefit  the 
Indians,  to  place  them  in  just  and  fair  relations  with  society,  and  to 
teach  them  the  new  thoughts  and  skill  that  have  become  necessary 
to  them.  A  large  proportion  of  them  are  already  independent,  but 
there  are  still  many  who  are  not  sure  of  the  ground  under  their  feet, 
or  of  work  that  shall  put  bread  into  their  mouths,  and  who  claim  our 
care,  because  it  is  the  pressure  of  our  advancing  myriads  that  has 
ruined  their  former  life.  We  must  not  forget  that  they  had  a  civil- 
ization of  their  own  which  suited  and  satisfied  them,  and  which  had 


some  points  which  might  better  ours.  They  did  not  have  what  we 
call  comfort,  but  they  had  content.  Their  vision  of  the  world  was 
limited,  but  amazingly  keen  within  its  range.  They  had  industries, 
some  of  them  unique  and  beautiful,  which  ought  to  be  preserved. 
They  had  the  central  thought  of  religion,  belief  in  one  Great  Spirit, 
and  they  are  now  ready  and  glad  to  learn  to  love  as  well  as  to  fear 
Him.  Let  us  keep  these  good  foundations  in  mind  while  we  try  to 
build  a  better  superstructure  of  life  for  them.  Let  us  fill  their 
hearts  with  hope,  and  encourage  them  in  a  wholesome  self- 
respect.

REPORT   OF  THE   BOX    COMMITTEE, 

By  Mrs.  J.  W.  Edgerly,  Chairman. 

Every  one  who  attended  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Women's 
National  Indian  Association,  heard  the  reports  and  listened  atten- 
tively to  the  animated  discussions,  must  have  a  vivid  idea  of  the 
work  accomplished  in  behalf  of  our  Indian  fellow-citizens. 

Of  the  Walapai  —  our  own  tribe,  you  will  like  to  know  that  a 
wall-filled  box  is  now  nearing  Arizona  and  will  be  in  the  care  of  Miss 
Calfee  before  Christmas.  The  arrival  of  the  Christmas  box,  with 
contents  suited  to  all  ages,  is  to  them,  the  great  event  of  the  year. 
This  one  —  like  so  many  others  —  was  packed  and  started  by  Mrs. 
Quincy,  early  in  November.  A  charitable  society  with  which  she 
is  connected,  made  some  change  in  its  work,  just  in  time  to  give 
her  a  whole  piece  of  brown  Holland,  some  pieced  covers  for  com- 
forters, a  large  bundle  of  pieces  of  calico  —  which  delights  the 
Indian  heart  —  kintergarten  books  and  toys. 

One  of  our  own  ladies  sent  a  number  of  yards  of  outing  flannel^ 

than  which  nothing  can  be  more  useful.    Others  sent  pictures,  dolls 

and    toys.       In  addition,    Mrs.  Howe,  the    Society's    experienced 

shopper,  bought  an  ample  supply  of  knives,  scissors,  handkerchiefs. 

neckties,  children's  hoods  and  sacks,  and  also   balls  and   musical 

toys. 

The  unpacking  and  distribution  of  contents  would  be  a  pleasant 

sight.     But  as  we   cannot  witness  it,  we  will  give   our  minds  to 

preparations  for  our  next  year,  having  each  a  little  depot  of  our  own, 

for  books,  pictures  and  a  variety  of  articles  which  accumulate. 

Miss  Calfee's  account   of  her  charges   is  most   satisfactory, 

giving  us  the  hope   that  the  day  is  not  distant,  when  they  will  be 

able  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  others  and  need  from  us  only  a 

friendly  interest.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.  — Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian 
Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as 
the  Women's  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE    II.  — Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  :  first,  to  awaken 
by  every  means  in  our  power  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which 
shall  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of 
Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them'  the  same 
protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us  ;  and  second,  to 
aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE    III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be^ 
as  in  the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted 
to  the  Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II.;  the  circu- 
lation of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians;  the  securing 
popular  meetings  and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the 
growth  of  right  sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  indi- 
vidual, duty  to  Indians  :  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to 
further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE    IV.  — Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers,  namely:  a 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall 
be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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ARTICLE   V.  —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and 
the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall 
be  representatives  of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than 
four  from  each.     It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the 
general  work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent 
society.  '  

ARTICLE   VI.  —  Membership.  '  ^  ■  - 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Association  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  paymient.of 
ten  dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  the  society! 

ARTICLE    VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  One  week's 
notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE    I.  —  Duties  of  Officers.  .^ 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  Committees  on  Leaflets'  and 
Subscription,  and  on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each 
sub-committee,  together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large, 
to  form  a  committee  of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually.  ■  •    ■■'  f';' 
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Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three 
successive  meetings,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary of  such  absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 


ARTICLE    II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some 
one  chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting  of  the 
Association  and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  commit- 
tees not  otherwise  named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the 
annual  report  for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be 
appointed  to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the 
minutes  thereof ;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees 
of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except 
upon  their  vote  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by 
them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  sub- 
scribers and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  and,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Treasurer,  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 


ARTICLE   III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury 
shall  be  incurred. 
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ARTICLE    IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of 
all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the 
money.  It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to  May 
inclusive  ;  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or 
any  two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association, 
and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  ira 
December,  on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  a  place  as  the 
Executive  Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall 
be  given  by  the  Recording  Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in. 
the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided 
a  notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 

Madam  President  and  Members  of  the  Association : 

The  first  thought  in  all  our  hearts  is  regret  that  Miss  Mary 
E.  Dewey  feels  no  longer  able  to  assume  the  duties  of  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  of  this  Association,  which  she  has  so  nobly 
served  for  seventeen  years. 

Her  wise  and  unselfish  service  in  behalf  of  the  Indian  has 
been  warmly  appreciated  by  all  the  workers  in  that  important 
cause,  and  we  shall  all  miss  her  able  hand  at  the  helm,  and  find 
ourselves  for  a  time  lost  without  that  guidance  upon  which  all 
have  learned  to  depend.  Fortunately  she  is  still  at  hand  to  be 
called  upon  for  advice  in  emergencies,  and  her  valuable  counsel 
will  be  at  our  service  in  our  many  needs  for  her  experience  and 
sagacity. 

A  great  cause  goes  on,  whatever  captains  fall  out  by  the  way, 
and  this  loss  to  our  Association  must  necessarily  mean  renewed 
-exertions  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  left  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Greater  energy  and  attention  to  duty  will  be  necessary  to  supply 
the  place  of  her  upon  whom  all  relied,  and  the  personal  respon- 
sibility of  each  member  must  help  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  the 
absence  of  this  whole-hearted  and  energetic  leader. 

The  records  for  the  year  are  full  of  interest,  and  I  will 
here  append  Miss  Dewey's  own  account  of 

THE  CONFERENCE  OF  1901. 

Last  year  we  invited  the  officers  of  the  National  Indian 
Association  to  hold  their  annual  conference  in  Boston.  They 
accepted,  and  the  time  was  fixed  for  December  3.  Mrs,  Hub- 
bard and  the  Hospitality  Committee,  Mrs.  Grandin  and  the  Ar- 


rangement  Committee,  with  other  ladies,  made  all  the  necessary 
preparation  for  lodging,  entertainment,  audience  rooms,  etc., 
and  Mrs.  Grandin  gave  a  very  handsome  opening  reception  in 
her  own  house,  on  Tuesday  evening,  which  was  well  attended, 
although  a  furious  storm  of  sleet  raged  outside.  The  clerk  of 
the  weather  exhausted  his  spite  in  this  effort,  and  the  three 
following  days  were  dry,   sparkling  and  cold. 

The  Conference  meetings  were  held  for  three  days  in  the 
Old  South  Chapel,  kindly  lent  us  by  the  Trustees.  Eighty  dele- 
gates were  present,  from  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut,  Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Ohio  and 
Washington,  D.  C.  The  Rev.  Paul  Frothingham  of  the  Arling- 
ton-street Church  opened  with  a  religious  service,  and  the  meet- 
ings were  of  serious  and  practical  interest.  Mrs.  Quinton  pre- 
sided with  her  usual  tact  and  ability,  and  a  spirit  of  hopeful 
activity  and  progress  was  apparent.  As  the  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings is  already  in  print,  I  will  only  say  that  on  the  last  day,  after 
earnest  and  lively  discussion,  it  was  resolved  to  omit  in  future 
the  word  Women  s  from  the  name  of  the  Association  and  to  in- 
vite men  to  join  with  us  in  membership  and  control. 

On  Wednesday,  between  the  morning  and  afternoon  ses- 
sions, we  invited  our  friends  to  luncheon  at  the  Vendome ;  and 
on  Thursday,  at  noon,  we  took  them  in  three  special  trolley  cars 
to  Cambridge,  where  the  Cambridge  branch  entertained  them  at 
the  Colonial  Clubhouse,  after  which  all  who  desired  were  taken 
to  the  Peabody  Museum  to  see  the  collection  of  Indian  curiosi- 
ties and  also  the  Blatschka  glass  flowers.  Later  in  the  afternoon, 
Miss  Longfellow  gave  a  reception  at  her  own  house,  and  then 
the  company  returned  to  Boston  at  their  own  convenience. 

A  public  meeting  was  called  on  Thursday  evening  in  the 
South  Congregational  Church,  but  the  caller  is  one  and  the 
hearer  is  another,  and   there   was   a  lamentably  small   attend- 


ance,  made  up  almost  entirely  of  members  of  the  convention. 
The  papers  and  speeches  were  excellent.  We  were  greatly 
disappointed  by  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Jones,  but  there 
was  no  lack  of  fervor  in  the  proceedings.  Miss  Scoville  spoke 
admirably  of  her  personal  experience  with  Indians,  and  Dr.  Hale 
made  a  stirring  and  inspiring  speech. 

On  Friday  morning  the  sessions  closed  with  a  lively  debate, 
and  a  general  and  cordial  expression  of  pleasure  on  the  part  of 
guests  and  entertainers  at  the  success  of  the  Conference. 

Four  of  the  delegates  were  received  in  private  families  in 
Boston,  five  in  Cambridge,  and  thirty-five  were  entertained  at 
the  Copley  Square  Hotel;  the  remainder  going  home  at  night 
or  staying  with  personal  friends.  Our  members  were  liberal 
in  their  gifts,  contributing  ^486,  in  sums  from  ^2.00  to  $2$; 
Cambridge  giving  $yo,  and  one  gentleman  $100,  towards  our 
expenses,  which  were  as  follows:

As  Dr.  Horace  Furness  was  to  give  one  Shakesperian  read- 
ing for  us  and  one  for  the  Calhoun  School  in  March,  we  agreed 
to  combine  and  have  the  two  readings  under  one  arrangement. 
Chickering  Hall  was  engaged  for  Tuesday  evening,  March  4, 
and  for  Thursday  afternoon,  March  6,  1902.  Our  share  of  the 
proceeds  was  ^401,  and  it  is  superfluous  to  say  how  great  was 
the  enjoyment  afforded  by  such  an  intellectual  treat. 

Our  labors  this  year  have  been  along  the  lines  already  laid 
down.  In  the  work  at  Truxton  the  progress  is  encouraging.  The 
government  school  for  the  Walapai   Indians,  which  was  opened 


October  24,  1901,  has  now  160  pupils,  whom  the  Field  Matron 
reports  as  profiting  by  and  enjoying  the  instruction  received. 
The  Commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  Hon.  William  A.  Jones, 
visited  Truxton  last  summer  and  was  gratified  with  the  condi- 
tions which  he  found  there.  From  the  reports  of  Miss  Calfee, 
we  learn  the  necessity  of  improved  water  arrangements,  and 
have  made  provision  for  repairs  to  the  windmill.  Knowing  the 
importance  in  arid  Arizona  of  a  bountiful  supply  of  water,  the 
Association  will  do  its  best  to  cope  with  the  untoward  conditions. 

It  had  been  the  intention  to  build  a  hospital  at  Truxton,  and 
measures  were  being  taken  to  that  effect,  when  we  learned  from 
the  Indian  Commissioner  that  he  was  about  to  recommend  to 
Congress  in  his  next  report  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 
It  therefore  seemed  better  to  devote  the  funds  at  our  disposal 
to  other  uses,  in  the  hope  that  the  government  will  in  due  time 
build  and  equip  a  suitable  house  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
sick.  We  have  requested  that  it  be  called  the  Mary  E.  Dewey 
Hospital,  in  memory  of  the  services  of  our  former  Secretary. 

During  the  year  we  have  done  what  was  possible  to  assist 
Miss  Calfee  in  her  arduous  task  among  those  children  who  so 
sorely  need  mothering.  There  has  been  illness  among  them, 
and  lately  an  epidemic  of  whooping-cough  ;  owing  to  the  hard 
conditions  of  their  poor  little  lives,  some  have  died  of  this 
disease.  The  Field  Matron  reports  that  the  Indian  girls  respond 
easily  to  refining  influences,  and  she  finds  them  gentle  and 
lovable.  The  boys,  she  complains,  are  rather  restless  and  wild; 
but  these  are  characteristics  which  the  young  male  of  the  human 
species  seems  to  share  in  all  races.  The  government  has  given 
1^300  to  provide  them  with  musical  instruments,  which  they 
greatly  enjoy. 

To  take  these  little  ones  from  their  savage  surroundings  and 
train  them  to  the  labor  and  refinements  of  civilization,   enough 
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to  enable  them  to  cope  in  future  with  the  strenuous  race  with 
which  they  have  to  struggle  for  a  living,  is  no  easy  task.  For- 
tunately, we  need  not  look  farther  than  our  daily  duty  to 
the  few  we  are  trying  to  help  as  wisely,  as  sympathetically  and 
as  intelligently  as  we  can  at  this  great  distance.  Those  who 
work  for  us  are  overwhelmed  with  care,  which  ought  really  to 
be  shared  with  other  workers  in  the  field,  since  the  number  of 
people  to  be  aided  constantly  increases.  There  are  large  drains 
upon  the  sympathy  and  service  of  the  excellent  and  kindly  Field 
Matron,  and  upon  the  time  and  strength  of  the  hard-worked 
and  valuable  Superintendent,  Dr.  Perkins,  and  also  upon  Mrs. 
Perkins,  the  Matron,  and  we  need  to  redouble  our  energies  to 
supply  such  needs  as  lie  within  our  province. 

Our  Branches,  with  their  usual  energy,  have  done  all  that 
they  can  to  help  on  the  good  work.  Their  reports  are  given  in 
alphabetical  order,  as  they  were  all  promptly  sent  about  the 
same  time.  It  will  be  remembered  that  they  cover  the  period 
from  October,  1901,  to  October,  1902,  while  the  Treasurer's 
report  of  the  State  Association  runs  from  November,  1901,  to 
November,  1902. 

Amherst. 

Mrs.  A.  D.  Morse,  President,  has  48  members,  has  held  five 
public  meetings,  has  sent  $30  and  a  barrel  of  goods,  valued 
at  ^50,  to  the  Walapais,  and  has  expended  ^93  in  the  cause, 
part  of  which  was  sent  independently  of  the  State  Treasurer. 

It  furnishes  43  subscribers  to  the  Indian  s  Friend,  and 
keeps  up  its  record  of  good  and  useful  service. 

Cambridge. 

Mrs.  H.  P.  Wheeler,  President,  has  204  members,  and  has 
held  eight  executive  meetings.

With  its  usual  active  generosity,  this  branch  has  expended  this 
year  $2,289.00,  $1,994.50  being  appropriated  for  the  salary  of 
the  Field  Matron,  Mrs.  Eldridge,  and  other  work  for  the  Navaho 
Indians,  to  whom  at  Christmas  and  in  February  it  sent  barrels  of 
toys,  scissors  and  warm  clothing.  It  has  also  sent  a  half-barrel  of 
clothing  to  Miss  Patterson,  at  White  River,  Arizona,  and  a  mail 
package  of  toys  and  other  light  articles  to  Mr.  Noble,  at  the 
Grand  River  Boarding-school. 

The  Rebecca  Collins'  hospital  and  school  at  Jewett,  New 
Mexico,  are  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  Presbyterian  Society 
the  I  st  of  December,  and  Mrs.  Eldridge  has  begun  work  again 
farther  away  on  the  river,  in  a  new  field  where  workers  are 
greatly  needed,  and  where  her  valuable  services  will  be  most 
important.  The  poor  Navahoes  are  suffering  from  lack  of 
water,  from  disease  and  from  dire  poverty,  and  it  is  well  for 
them  that  the  generous  hearts  and  active  sympathy  of  the 
zealous  Cambridge  workers  are  enlisted  in  their  behalf.  This 
branch  reports  28  subscribers  to  the  Indian! s  Friend. 

Jamaica  Plain. 

Mrs.  A.  Davis  Weld,  President,  has  112  members,  has  held 
twelve  executive  meetings,  and  pays  for  a  scholarship  at  Ham  p 
ton.  It  has  sent  warm  garments  and  other  gifts  to  a  little 
Indian  school  in  Wheeler,  South  Dakota,  $10  to  the  school 
in  Greenville,  California,  and  has  46  subscribers  to  the  Indiafis 
Friend.  It  has  expended  during  the  year  %  1 52.20,  and  has  a  good 
balance  available  in  its  treasury.  It  can  always  be  relied  on 
for  help  in  time  of  need. 

Salem. 

Mrs.  Stephen  A.  Phillips,  President,  has  68  members,  has 
held  two  public  and  two  executive  meetings,  has  sent  various

gifts  (not  all  through  the  State  Treasurer),  amounting  to  $SO, 
to  matrons  and  others,  and  has  expended  $80.25.  It  renders 
good  service  in  contributing  to  the  support  of  a  little  Indian 
girl  in  Arizona,  and    is  a  valued  portion  of  our  organization. 

Springfield. 

Miss  M.  K.  Stevens,  President,  has  1 1 1  members,  and  has 
held  one  public  and  four  executive  meetings. 

It  sent  a  half-barrel  of  goods  to  Miss  Annie  J.  Ritter,  Keams 
Canon,  Arizona,  last  Christmas,  and  has  expended  $160.66.  It 
reports  an  increasing  membership,  and  much  interest  felt  in  the 
subject;  and  knowing  its  helpful  spirit,  we  count  on  it  always 
for  ready  aid. 

Stockbridge. 

Miss  Alice  Byington,  President,  has  32  members,  and  has 
held  three  executive  meetings. 

This  branch  has  forwarded,  outside  of  funds  sent  through 
the  State  Treasurer,  $18.65  to  Santee,  Fort  Yates,  North  Dakota 
and  Truxton,  Arizona,  has  made  gifts  of  $57  (not  all  through 
the  State  Treasurer)  to  individuals,  and  in  all  has  expended 
$81.25.  It  has  13  subscribers  to  the  Indian  s  Friend,  and  dis- 
tributes its  help  wisely  and  generously. 


From  this  summary  and  our  Treasurer's  account,  it  appears 
that  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association  has  raised  this  year 
through  the  State  Association  $1,711.03,  and  through  its 
branches  $2,732.92,   making  a  total  of  $4,443.95. 

Outside  of  the  money  furnished  it  by  the  branches,  the 
State  Association  has  spent  $1,928.79,  and  the  branches 
$2,776.81,  making  a  total  of  $4,705.60  expended  for  the 
Indians  by  Massachusetts. 
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Owing  to  the  funds  left  over  from  last  year,  the  State  Asso- 
ciation had  a  balance  in  its  treasury  on  November  i,  1902, 
of  $1,768.10,  and  the  branches  on  October  i  had  a  balance  of 
$482.48,  showing  a  total  balance  of  $2,250.58  in  hand  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

As  a  slight  token  of  its  affection  and  very  deep  appreciation 
of  Miss  Mary  E.  Dewey's  valued  services,  this  Association  pre- 
sented to  her,  on  March  7,  a  silver  tea-service. 

At  the  May  meeting  Mrs.  James  H.  Robbins  was  elected 
Corresponding  Secretary,  on  the  acceptance  of  Miss  Dewey's 
regretted  resignation. 

Twenty-four  honorary  vice-presidents  have  been  added  to  our 
officers,  including  some  of  the  best  known  names  in  the  state, 
and  we  count  on  their  influence  to  strengthen  our  organization. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  President,  Miss  Longfellow,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  took  her  place  at  the  Mohonk  Con- 
ference. The  Association  was  also  represented  by  its  Vice- 
President,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Lincoln,  and  by  Mrs.  A.  Davis  Weld, 
President  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  branch  of  the  Massachusetts 
Indian  Association.  That  assemblage  of  representative  men 
was  most  impressive,  and  the  presence  among  them  of  several 
important  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  was  an 
evidence  of  the  non-sectarian  interest  aroused  among  Christians 
by  the  crying  needs  of  the  Indian. 

Archbishop  Ryan  of  Pennsylvania,  who  was  appointed  by 
the  President  to  fill  the  place  on  the  Board  of  Indian  Com- 
missioners, vacated  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Whipple,  in  an 
address  of  deep  religious  feeling,  urged  all  to  gather  about 
the  great  cross,  from  which  every  true  Christian  receives  his 
inspiration. 

To  attend  such  a  gathering  of  eminent  men  and  faithful 
women  workers  in  the  field,  was  a  privilege  highly  esteemed 
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by  those  who  had  that  interesting  opportunity.  It  was  both 
enlightening  and  stimulating  to  hear  such  good  talk,  and  to 
hear  of  the  high  hopes  and  tender  pity  of  the  self-devoted 
missionaries  and  instructors,  who  have  given  so  many  years  of 
their  lives  to  help  these  suffering  tribes.  We  heard  from  them 
how  much  has  been  done  and  how  much  remains  to  do ;  and 
while  taking  comfort  from  the  progress  made,  we  realize  how 
stern  a  problem  confronts  us  in  dealing  wisely,  and  for  its 
best  interests,  with  a  race  so  unlike  our  own  in  its  power  to 
endure  and  struggle  with  modern  conditions. 

In  his  interesting  book,  "Asia  and  Europe,"  Mr.  Meredith 
Townsend,  in  speaking  of  the  negro,  says  that  "he  lacks  the 
power  to  accumulate  experience."  Individuals  may  rise,  but 
the  race,  as  a  whole,  on  its  own  ground  in  Africa,  has  never 
progressed.  Everywhere  "the  red  and  brown  races  are  sub- 
ject to  sudden  cessations  of  progress,"  which  fact  may  account 
for  the  childlike  condition  of  the  two  alien  races  upon  our  soil, 
which  are  so  deep  a  source  of  anxiety  to  our  thinking  statesmen. 

With  the  staggering  problem  of  their  future,  it  is  fortunately 
not  ours  to  deal.  It  is  our  part  simply  to  do  what  we  can  to 
better  the  material  conditions  of  this  lovable,  immature  people ; 
to  help  them  to  proper  relations  to  our  laws  and  civilization ;  to 
shield  them  from  cruel  and  rapacious  men  of  our  own  race,  who 
do  so  much  to  degrade  as  well  as  rob  them ;  and  to  deAase  a 
working  scheme  by  which  the  Indians  may  be  redeemed  from 
the  demoralizing  and  pauperizing  effect  of  the  old  system, 
hitherto  so  fatal  to  their  self-respect  and  progress  that  they 
seemed  fading  before  it  like  the  brown  autumn  leaves. 

It  is  our  duty  to  use  our  influence  towards  the  enactment 
of  such  laws  as  shall  help  the  Indian,  in  so  far  as  is  possible,  to 
gain  his  living  by  industry  and  thrift.  "Work,"  as  President 
Eliot  wisely   says,    "is  the  great  civilizer, —  even  greater  than 
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education."  It  is  ours  to  seek  to  lift  the  tribes  from  the  condi- 
tion of  nomads  to  that  of  freeholders  and  citizens;  to  personally 
help  those  who  show  themselves  worthy  of  aid  to  obtain  a 
secure  footing  where  they  can  get  a  livelihood  ;  to  teach  the 
children  both  to  read  and  work ;  to  aid  in  establishing  and 
strengthening  such  native  industries  as  shall  preserve  the  artis- 
tic skill  inherent  in  the  simple  people,  whose  taste  is  in  danger 
of  being  swamped  by  the  machine-made,  hideous  examples 
which  our  mechanical  ingenuity  spreads  abroad ;  and  above 
all,  to  give  them  such  religious  instruction  and  guidance  as 
shall  tend  to  make  them  conscientious,  faithful  and  patient, 
even  amid  the  hard  conditions  of  their  sorrowful  lives.

REPORT   OF   THE    BOX    COMMITTEE. 
By  Mrs.  J.  W.  Edgerly. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Indian  Association,  on  November  7,  1902,  1^40  were  appro- 
priated for  furnishing  a  Christmas  box  for  the  160  children  in 
our  Indian  school  at  Truxton  Canyon,  Arizona. 

Mrs.  Howe  made  the  purchases  with  great  promptness,  and 
many  useful  things  were  contributed  by  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, so  that  Mrs.  Quincy  was  able  to  start  a  large  packing- 
box  on  November  1 1 .  Doubtless  it  will  arrive  in  time  for  its 
contents  to  be  arranged  for  Christmas. 

It  seems  but  a  few  years  since  the  kind-hearted  wife  of  an 
army  officer  interested  the  Association  in  the  small  tribe  of 
gentle  and  teachable  Walapai  Indians,  then  living  in  comfortless 
huts,  with  no  floor  but  the  ground.  Now  they  have  comfortable 
homes,  a  good  school,  and  bid  fair  to  become  valuable  citizens. 
An  account  of  the  contents  of  the  box  gives  an  idea  of  their 
improved  condition. 

Sixty-six  undressed  dolls  were  bought,  and  patterns  for  cut- 
ting out  sent,  that  the  girls  might  dress  their  own  dolls.  Many 
bundles  of  pieces  of  bright  colored  silk,  muslin  and  gingham 
were  given  for  this  purpose.  Mrs.  Howe  also  bought  pink  and 
white  muslin,  and  we  expect  the  dressing  of  the  dolls  will  be 
quite  educational.  The  boys  were  not  forgotten;  knives,  balls, 
games,  etc.,  will  be  useful  to  them. 

For  Miss  Calfee  to  use  for  tlie  comfort  of  old  and  young, 
Mrs.  Howe  bought  gingham,  calico,  outing  flannel,  cotton  cloth, 
thread,  needles,  scissors,  thimbles  and  emery  bags. 

In  addition,  some  of  the  ladies  gave  underwear,  three  bolts 
of    cotton  cloth,  one   of   drab   cambric,  some  partly  worn  rugs 
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and  many  other  things,  which  nearly  filled  the  large  packing- 
case  supplied  by  Mrs.  Quincy's  son.  Two  bright,  soft  comfort- 
ables, bought  with  money  given  by  some  of  the  ladies,  filled  it 
solid;  and  then  it  was  started  on  its  long  journey.  We  shall 
like  to  think  of  Miss  Calfee  unpacking  and  using  the  contents 
for  the  good  of  her  charges,  teaching  them  to  cut  and  make 
garments  for  themselves  and  their  children. 

Booker  Washington  says:  "To  learn  to  work  is  the  sal- 
vation of  the  negro."  This  must  be  equally  true  of  the 
Indian  :  in  fact,  of  every  one.  "My  Father  worketh  hitherto, 
and  I  work,"  are  words  for  every  human  heart  and  life,  now, 
as  much  as  when  first  spoken.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts 
Indian  Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  so- 
ciety known  as  the  Women's  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  the  Association  shall  be:  first,  to 
awaken,  by  every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  senti- 
ment which  shall  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all 
oppression  of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  grant- 
ing them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy 
among  us;  and  second,  to  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work 
for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE  III.— Work. 
The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall 
be,  as  in  the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature 
adapted  to  the  Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II ; 
the  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians; 
the  securing  popular  meetings  and  articles  in  the  press,  which 
shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment  concerning  our 
national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians,  and  the  adop- 
tion of  such  other  measures  as  in  the  judgment  of  this  Associa- 
tion shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers,  namely :  a 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  v.— The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual 
meeting.  It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treas- 
urers and  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  committees,  who,  with 
others,  shall  be  representatives  of  the  various  denominations, 
by  not  more  than  four  from  each.  It  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange 
the  general  work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the 
parent  society. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Association  by 
the  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The 
payment  of  ten  dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VII.—  Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  One 
week's  notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE  I.— Duties  of  Officers. 

The  ofBcers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  committees  on  leaflets 
and  subscription,  and  on  public  meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of 
each  sub-committee,  together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen 
at  large,  to  form  a  committee  of  twenty-four  members,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually. 
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Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three 
successive  meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary of  such  absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE  II, 

The  President  (or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President  or  some 
one  chosen  by  the  meeting)  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all 
committees  not  otherwise  named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write 
the  annual  report  for  the  Association  unless  some  other  person 
be  appointed  to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the 
minutes  thereof;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  commit- 
tees of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed 
except  upon  their  vote,  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  author- 
ized by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of 
subscribers  and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the 
Association,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  ;  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  Treasurer,  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury 

shall  be  incurred. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision 
of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of 
the  money.  It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to 
May,  inclusive ;  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  any  two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in 
December,  on  such  a  day  and  hour,  and  at  such  a  place,  as  the 
Executive  Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
shall  be  given  by  the  Recording"  Secretary  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers in  the  city  of  Boston  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  a 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
provided  a  notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for 
the  meetinsf.

HAS   TWO   OBJECTS. 

First.  —  To  awaken,  by  every  means  in  its  power,  a  Chris- 
tian public  sentiment  which  shall  move  our  government  to 
abolish  all  oppression  of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and 
to  grant  them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races 
among  us  enjoy  ;  and 

Second.  —  To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and 
among  Indians. 

The  work  of  the  Association  will  be  : 

1.  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of 
the  Association. 

2.  The  presentation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of 
Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the 
press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  any  other  measures  which  seem  fitted 
to  further  the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY'S    REPORT. 

Madam  President  and  Members  of  the  Association: 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  labors  of  the 
Massachusetts  Indian  Association  in  behalf  of  the  Walapai 
Indians  have  borne  fruit.  At  the  last  session  of  Congress 
(March,  1903)  ^20,000  was  appropriated  to  carry  on  the  work 
begun  by  us  at  Truxton,  Arizona;  ^10,000  of  it  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  necessary  water-supply  on  the  Reservation,  which  we 
have  so  strenuously  urged;  ^2,000  to  the  salary  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Indian  School;  $2,000  to  general  improve- 
ments, and,  best  of  all,  $6,000  goes  to  build  a  hospital,  to  be 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Mary  E.  Dewey  Hospital,  in  recog- 
nition of  the  long  and  devoted  service  which  our  former  valued 
Corresponding  Secretary  has  rendered  to  the  Indians. 

The  government  boarding  school  is  now  safely  established, 
and  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Perkins,  reports  that  the  children 
are  doing  well,  and  that  the  men  living  upon  the  Reservation  are 
"good,  peaceable  settlers,  law-abiding,  and  all  courteous  and 
accommodating"  to  him.  They  are  good  to  the  Indians  also, 
and  often  feed  them  when  they  are  hungry,  and  give  them 
employment. 

He  reports,  however,  that  the  Walapai  Reservation  is  one  of 
the  poorest  parts  of  the  earth,  and  the  Indians  regard  it  as  such, 
and  have  a  mortal  dread  of  being  put  upon  it.  With  the  satis- 
fying result  of  the  appropriation,  our  work  for  the  Walapais 
draws  to  a  close,  as  the  government  no  longer  requires  aid,  and 
we  can  transfer  our  help  the  more  readily  to  some  more  needy 
mission,  not  yet  fully  decided  upon,  as  our  Agent  in  Truxton, 
Miss  Calfee,   has  resigned  her  position  as  Government   Field 


Matron,  and  gone  to  do  missionary  work  in  El  Paso,  Texas.  In 
a  letter  to  our  President,  Miss  Longfellow,  Commissioner  Jones 
speaks  of  "the  value  and  unselfishness  of  the  work  which  she 
(Miss  Calfee)  has  given  to  the  Walapais  as  Agent  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Indian  Association,  as  well  as  Government  Field 
Matron."  During  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  last  winter,  her  devo- 
tion to  the  suffering  children  was  heroic.  Without  thought  of 
herself,  she  nursed  and  cared  for  even  the  most  virulent  cases, 
and,  possibly  owing  to  her  care,  the  deaths  were  very  few. 

We  are  now  negotiating  with  the  government  for  the  sale  of 
the  house  which  we  built  two  years  ago  on  the  Truxton  Reser- 
vation, and  when  we  are  reimbursed  for  that  expense  we  shall 
help  some  other  tribe;  and  we  hope  that  the  people  to  whom 
we  transfer  our  attention  will,  equally  v/ith  the  Walapais,  profit 
by  our  interest  in  their  welfare. 

In  the  work  for  the  Navajos,  by  the  Cambridge  branch,  the 
loss  of  the  generous  and  untiring  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Fisk,  is  profoundly  felt,  and  the  whole  Association  misses 
the  enthusiasm  and  energy  which  made  her  for  fourteen  years 
of  the  utmost  value  to  the  society. 

Among  the  events  of  our  year  was  the  gathering  in  Boston, 
at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Educational  Association,  of  a 
number  of  Indian  v/orkers,  so  that  there  was  an  opportunity  to 
hear  from  them  what  is  being  done  in  the  field.  On  one  pleas- 
ant summer  afternoon  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  teachers,  and 
other  people  interested  in  the  Indian  cause,  were  invited  to 
Craigie  House  by  Miss  Longfellow,  to  enjoy  the  charm  of  that 
historic  home  and  of  its  gracious  mistress.  Most  pleasant  was 
the  reunion  of  those  laborers  in  many  far-separated  fields,  and 
all  showed  how  they  valued  the  privilege,  thus  kindly  extended 
to  them,  of  seeing  the  dwelling-place  of  the  beloved  poet  in  a 
more  intimate  way  than  had  been  possible  to  the  ten  thousand 


teachers  who,  during  the  congress,  had  been  allowed  to  pass 
through  the  library  where  so  much  of  his  work  was  done. 

From  them  we  learned  how  much  is  being  accomplished  to 
uplift  the  Indian;  and  the  Mohonk  Conference  was  equally 
encouraging  in  its  report  of  the  steady  progress  that  is  being 
made  towards  admitting  him  to  full  citizenship. 

The  aid  given  by  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association, 
through  its  branches,  will  be  shown  by  their  subjoined  reports, 
which  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  They  cover  the 
period  from  Oct.  i,  1902,  to  Oct.  i,  1903,  while  the  annual 
report  of  the  Central  Association  dates  from  Nov.  i,  1902,  to 
Nov.  I,  1903. 

.  Amherst. 
Mrs.  Anson  D.  Morse,  President,  has  36  members,  including 
2  life  members.  It  has  held  four  public  meetings,  has  sent  $40 
for  use  among  the  Walapais,  and  a  box  of  goods  to  missions.  It 
furnishes  31  subscribers  to  The  Ijzdian's  Friend.  Its  plan  of 
work  for  the  coming  season  includes  various  meetings,  with 
addresses  on  topics  connected  with  the  Indians;  and,  as  usual, 
it  shows  a  lively  and  active  interest  in  the  cause  for  which  we 
work.  It  has  expended  ^58,  including  its  contribution  to  the 
National  Indian  Association. 

Cambridge. 

Mrs.  H.  M.  Wheeler,  President,  has  205  members,  1 1  life 
members.  It  has  held  one  public  and  eight  executive  meetings, 
and  has  had  its  annual  fair,  by  which  much  money  is  realized 
every  year  to  enable  it  to  carry  on  its  large  work. 

This  branch  has  this  year  expended  ^1,748.59  in  its  efforts 
for  the  Indians,  $590  of  which  has  been  used  to  construct  a 
school  building  for  the  Navajoes  at  Closiah,  Farmington,  New 
.Mexico,  on  the  San  Juan  River,  and  $100  for  horses  and  a  wagon 


for  Mrs.  Cole,  Field  Matron  at  Chin  Lee,  Arizona.  It  has  paid 
half  the  salary  of  Miss  Gaines,  the  assistant  of  Field  Matron  Mrs. 
Eldredge,  the  other  half  being  paid  by  the  Connecticut  Indian 
Association.  It  has  sent  medicines,  seed-wheat  and  six  barrels 
and  a  half  of  clothing  and  necessaries  to  the  Indians  under 
Mrs.  Eldredge' s  charge,  three  parcels  to  Mr.  Noble  at  Grand 
River,  and  two  barrels  to  Miss  Collins  for  those  of  the  tribe  in 
whom  they  are  interested.  It  has  paid  for  a  fanning  mill,  and  a 
well  for  Mrs.  Eldredge's  mission,  and  has  sent  contributions  of 
money  to  help  the  Navajos  when  suffering  from  drought. 

The  bountiful  generosity  of  its  members  never  fails;  and 
while  they  mourn,  in  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Fisk,  a  wise  and  tireless 
helper,  many  able  hands  and  kindly  hearts  are  left  to  carry  on 
this  noble  work. 

Jamaica  Plain. 

Mrs.  A.  Davis  Weld,  President,  has  109  members,  and  it  has 
held  one  public  and  eleven  executive  meetings.  It  pays  for  a 
scholarship  at  Hampton,  and  has  also  paid  the  salary  of  a  min- 
ister to  the  Indians  at  Greenville,  Cal.,  for  twelve  months,  has 
42  subscribers  to  The  Indian' s  Friend,  and  has  expended  during 
the  year  $269.19.  It  has  sent  Christmas  gifts  to  the  school  at 
Greenville,  Cal.,  and  a  barrel  of  articles,  new  and  old,  valued  at 
$30,  to  Flagstaff,  Arizona. 

Its  hearty  interest  in  the  Indian  cause  is  most  gratifying  and 
helpful. 

Salem, 

Mrs.  Stephen  H.  Phillips,  President,  has  64  members,  7 
life  members.  It  has  held  two  public  meetings,  one  of  which 
was  addressed  by  Dr.  Eastman.  It  has  expended  $121.25,  of 
which  $30  was  sent  to  Miss  Calfee  for  the  Walapais.  This 
branch  shows  its  interest  in  the  Indian  by  timely  subscriptions 
and  hearty  sympathy. 
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Springfield. 

Miss  M.  K.  Stevens,  President,  has  1 1 5  members,  6  life 
members.  It  has  held  one  public  and  four  executive  meetings, 
its  membership  is  increasing,  and  it  is  in  a  better  condition  than 
ever  before.  Its  expenses  this  year  are  approximately  ^314.95, 
a  change  in  the  date  of  its  fiscal  year  having  made  a  slight  alter- 
ation in  the  reckoning  of  the  gifts  to  the  state  association,  through 
which  its  donations  have  been  made. 

We  count  always  on  the  cordial  aid  of  this  efficient  branch. 

Stockbridge. 

Miss  Alice  Byington,  President,  has  30  annual  members,  7 
of  them  life  members.  It  has  expended  ^150.95,  has  sent  a 
Christmas  box  to  the  government  school  at  Little  Eagle,  South 
Dakota,  another  to  the  Walapais  at  Truxton,  Arizona,  and  peri- 
icals  to  Santee,  Nebraska,  beside  various  gifts  of  money  to  dif- 
ferent causes.  It  subscribes  to  1 3  copies  of  The  Indian  s  Friend, 
and  is  always  ready  with  help  proportioned  to  its  ability. 

From  this  summary  and  our  Treasurer's  account  it  appears 
that  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association  has  raised  this  year, 
through  the  state  association,  $1,043.14,  and  through  its  branches 
1^2,496.19,  making  a  total  of  $3, 5 39- 33- 

Outside  of  the  money  furnished  it  by  the  branches,  the  state 
association  has  spent  $1,157.16,  and  the  branches  have  spent 
$2,613.93,  making  a  total  of  $3,771.09  expended  this  year  by 
Massachusetts  in  the  Indian  service. 

Owing  to  the  funds  left  over  from  last  year,  the  state  asso- 
ciation had  a  balance  in  its  treasury  Nov.  i,  1903,  of  $963.78, 
and  the  branches  on  Oct.  i  had  a  balance  of  $68.04,  showing 
a  total  balance  of  $1,031.83  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year. 


II 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  branches,  the  Massachusetts 
Indian  Association  has  sent  this  year  ^300  as  a  gift  to  the 
National  Indian  Association,  to  be  used  by  its  President  for 
whatever  tribes  seemed  most  in  need  of  help.  It  has  sent  con- 
tributions of  mone}'',  supplies,  clothing  and  toys  to  the  Walapais, 
and  it  maintains  one  academic  and  four  industrial  scholarships 
at  Hampton,  Virgina. 

It  has  sent  copies  of  that  valuable  little  paper.  The  htdian's 
Friend,  to  each  public  library  in  the  state,  and  endeavors,  so 
far  as  it  can,  to  procure  the  appointment  of  trustworthy  Indian 
agents  on  the  reservations.  It  spent  $1,400  two  years  ago  for 
the  house  at  Truxton,  for  which  it  hopes  soon  to  be  paid,  at 
least  in  part,  by  the  government. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  twelve  months,  we  are 
conscious  that  however  effective  in  a  small  way,  it  is  but  litttle 
we  can  do  to  cope  with  the  misery  of  many  suffering  Indians, 
who  by  the  advance  of  the  white  man  are  driven  from  their 
homes,  subjected  to  injustice,  and  forced  to  accommodate  them- 
selves to  a  civilization  for  which  the  older  ones  are  wholly 
unfitted. 

There  are  two  ways  of  looking  at  the  Indian  question,  and 
if  we  study  it  merely  in  the  sad  details  which  are  brought  to 
our  immediate  notice,  we  may  well  be  depressed  at  the  thought 
of  the  wretchedness  and  suffering  which  cannot  always  be  wisely 
relieved  when  the  benefactors  are  far  removed  from  the  people 
they  wish  to  help.  To  the  workers  in  the  field,  the  pressing 
needs  of  the  tribes  are  naturally  the  most  prominent  thought; 
they  are  keenly  conscious  of  the  wrongs  of  the  Indian,  of  the 
injustice  of  agents,  of  the  cruel  depredations  of  white  men,  of 
provoking  delays  in  action  by  Congress,  and  by  the  depart- 
ments, of  the  seeming  impossibility  of  getting  things  done  in 
time  to  be  of  any  use  to  the   sufferers.     They  chafe  at  laws 
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which  press  hardly  on  the  Indians,  and  wonder  that  they  are 
not  promptly  repealed. 

We  must,  however,  if  we  would  be  just,  always  bear  in 
mind  that  with  eighty  millions  of  our  own  people  to  be  legis- 
lated for,  as  well  as  many  millions  more  of  Filipinos  and  Porto 
Ricans,  the  requirements  of  250,000  Indians  must  needs  re- 
ceive but  fragmentary  attention  from  the  government,  and  be 
often  pushed  aside; 

Yet,  viewed  broadly,  within  the  last  ten  years  an  enormous 
amount  has  been  accomplished  for  the  Indian,  his  political 
rights  are  better  protected,  thousands  of  schools  have  been 
established  for  the  children,  the  native  industries  are  fostered, 
and  are  becoming  a  source  of  revenue;  efforts  are  everywhere 
being  made  to  lift  him  into  citizenship,  and  to  lead  him  to  oc- 
cupy and  maintain  himself.  The  evil  of  the  ration  system  has 
been  recognized,  the  agencies  so  much  deplored  are  gradually 
being  abolished,  so  that  only  about  twenty  of  them  remain,  and 
in  their  place  bonded  superintendents  are  held  responsible  for 
the  welfare  of  the  Indians  under  their  charge. 

As  the  educated  Indian  takes  his  place  in  the  community 
and  is  allowed  to  hold  his  lands  in  severalty,  he  is  gradually 
being  put  on  the  same  footing  as  the  white  man  ;  intermarriage 
often  takes  place,  and  the  results  are  favorable.  The  superior 
qualities  of  the  Creeks  and  Cherokees  are  supposed  to  have 
some  connection  with  the  Scotch  families  which  settled  among 
them,  and  with  whom  their  blood  is  largely  admixed.  Certainly 
they  are  recognized  as  "canny"  by  the  whites,  who  vainly 
attempt  to  circumvent  their  astute  diplomacy. 

Experienced  observers  of  men,  like  General  Whittlesey  and 
Mr.  Smiley,  bear  testimony  to  the  mental  power  and  capacity  of 
Geronimo  and  other  prominent  Indian  chiefs,  who  impress 
them  as  individuals  who  would  be  remarkable   in   any  race  for 
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their  sheer  intellectual  force,  and  for  all  those  qualities  which 
make  a  great  man. 

The  nation  is  awakening  to  a  perception  of  the  artistic 
power  of  this  fine  race,  and  to  care  for  the  Indian  basketry 
and  pottery,  and  the  Indian  music,  as  possibly  the  only  arts 
indigenous  to  our  soil.  Enthusiasts  are  endeavoring  to  cherish 
among  the  tribes  the  hitherto  despised  industries,  and  com- 
posers find  in  their  wild  yet  musical  strains  subjects  for  new 
and  interesting  compositions. 

All  these  things  help  to  uplift  the  Indian,  to  arouse  his 
crushed  self-respect,  to  enlist  his  pride  on  the  side  of  civiliza- 
tion rather  than  of  savagery.  We  have  ceased  to  look  upon  him 
as  merely  a  cruel  monster,  or  to  despise  him  as  an  ignorant 
and  superstitious  savage.  We  have  learned  to  find  in  him 
possibilities  like  our  own,  and  gentle  and  honorable  character- 
istics to  which  we  are  akin. 

The  artistic  instinct  of  our  first  novelist  divined  in  him  the 
qualities  which  we  have  as  a  nation  been  slow  to  recognize, 
and  the  more  one  knows  of  the  higher  Indian  type,  the  more 
the  student  comes  to  see  how  wisely  Cooper  judged. 

The  field  is  wide  for  the  improvement  and  development  of 
these  people,  to  whom  we  have  so  many  obligations,  and  who 
are  so  sorely  in  need  of  wise  and  intelligent  help  and  example. 
The  rescue  of  a  race  is  a  noble  cause  to  labor  in,  and  we  make 
an  earnest  appeal  for  help  in  a  work  so  far-reaching  in  its  scope, 
so  important,  not  only  to  the  feebler  race,  but  to  our  own, 
which  must  rise  or  fall  with  it.  Let  us  then  give  sympathetic 
and  understanding  aid  to  the  Indian,  study  to  understand  his 
needs,  spiritual  and  physical,  and,  above  all,  be  prompt  and 
generous  with  the  gifts  of  v/hich  so  many  of  the  poorer  tribes 
stand  in  bitter  need.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. —Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts 
Indian  Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  so- 
ciety known  as  the  Women's  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  IL  — Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  :  first,  to 
awaken,  by  every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  senti- 
ment which  shall  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all 
oppression  of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  grant- 
ing them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy 
among  us  ;  and  second,  to  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work 
for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE   IIL  — Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall 
be,  as  in  the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature 
adapted  to  the  Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II ; 
the  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians  ; 
the  securing  of  popular  meetings,  and  articles  in  the  press,  which 
shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment  concerning  our 
national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians,  and  the  adop- 
tion of  such  other  measures  as  in  the  judgment  of  this  Associa- 
tion shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE  IV.  —  Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers,  namely:  a 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  V. — The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual 
meeting.  It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treas- 
urers and  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  committees,  who,  with 
others,  shall  be  representatives  of  the  various  denominations, 
by  not  more  than  four  from  each.  It  shall  have  power  to 
fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange 
the  general  work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the 
parent  society. 

ARTICLE  VI.  —  Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Association  by 
the  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The 
payment  of  ten  dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member 
of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VIL  —  Amendment . 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  One 
week's  notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  I.  —  Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas. 
urer.  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  committees  on  leaflets 
and  subscription,  and  on  public  meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of 
each  sub-committee,  together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen 
at  large,  to  form  a  committee  of  twenty-four  members,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually.

ARTICLE   II. 

The  President  (or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President  or  some 
one  chosen  by  the  meeting)  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all 
committees  not  otherwise  named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee well  informed  of  the  v\/ork  in  general,  and  shall  write  the 
annual  report  for  the  Association  unless  some  other  person  be 
appointed  to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the 
minutes  thereof  ;  notify  all  ofncers  of  their  election,  and  commit- 
tees of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed 
except  upon  their  vote,  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  author- 
ized by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of 
subscribers  and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the 
Association,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer ;  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  Treasurer,  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 

ARTICLE   III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury 
shall  be  incurred. 
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ARTICLE   IV. 


The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision 
of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the 
money.  It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to 
May,  inclusive ;  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  or  any  two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE   v. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in 
December,  on  such  a  day  and  hour,  and  at  such  a  place,  as  the 
Executive  Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
shall  be  given  by  the  Recording  Secretary  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers in  the  city  of  Boston  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  a 

meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIIL

the  meeting. 
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Secretary's   Report. 

Members  of  the  Indian  Associatiok  : 

Owing  to  the  assumption  by  the  United  States  government 
of  our  work  among  the  Walapai  Indians  at  Truxton,  Arizona, 
and  the  sale  to  it  of  our  property  there,  we  have  dtiring  this  past 
year  been  looking  about  for  another  tribe  to  assist,  and  have 
finally  found  a  field  in  a  mission  recently  founded  by  the 
National  Indian  Association  at  Yuma,  Arizona,  where  there  is  a 
needy  and  wretched  tribe  of  Indians  who  greatly  require  the 
interest  and  example  of  kindly  white  people  to  teach  them  how 
to  make  something  better  of  their  forlorn  lives. 

There  are  about  seven  hundred  Yuma  Indians  living  along 
the  Colorado  River  upon  their  reservation,  in  very  great  poverty. 
They  have  received  very  little  from  the  United  States  government 
except  a  school,  for  which  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  teachers.  They 
raise  small  crops,  cut  wood  for  sale,  or  work  by  the  day  to  make  a 
living.  A  little  religious  work  has  been  done  among  them  by 
Roman  Catholics  and  Moravians,  but  until  now  there  has  been 
no  permanent  resident  missionary  among  them.  Recently,  at 
the  instance  of  the  National  Indian  Association,  a  self-sacrificing 
clergyman.  Rev.  F.  T.  Lea,  and  his  wife,  have  nobly  given  up  a 
much  more  lucrative  position  to  go  and  live  among  and  help  this 
suffering  people,  and  for  them  our  interest  is  aroused. 

The  plains  from  which  these  Indians  win  their  miserable 
subsistence  are  arid  and  unfertile.  They  have  yet  to  learn  about 
irrigation  and  the  proper  management  of  crops.  The  well  dug 
for  the  New  Mission  House  is  one  of  the  most  important  efforts 
yet  made  in  their  behalf. 

.  Rev.  Mr.  Lea  and  his  wife  reached  Yuma,  September  19, 
1903,  and  were  warmly  welcomed  to  the  home  of  Professor  John 
Spear,  the  able  and  learned  Superintendent  of  the  L^nited  States 
Indian  School. 


A  small  house  of  three  rooms,  constructed  at  the  expense  of 
the  government,  has  since  been  made  ready  for  them,  so  that  they 
can  live  among  the  Indians,  but  the  appropriation  was  too  small 
to  provide  all  the  absolute  necessities  in  the  wav  of  water  facili- 
ties, a  verandah,  and  mosquito  screening ;  and  we  are  eager  for 
help  to  procure  more  comforts  for  an  existence  which  at  best  is 
full  of  hardships  for  the  missionaries. 

At  least  a  thousand  dollars  a  year  is  necessary  to  maintain 
the  work  at  Yuma,  but  owing  to  the  arrears  of  the  United  States 
government,  which  has  not  yet  paid  for  our  house  at  Truxton,  we 
have  been  unable  to  contribute  this  year  more  than  four  hundred 
dollars  towards  this  valuable  work,  for  which  there  is  such  crying 
need.  Our  Branches  have  added  something  to  this  sum,  but  the 
larger  portion  of  it  has  been  obtained  by  Mrs.  Quinton  from  outside 
sources ;  as  in  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  missionaries,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  provide  for  their  travelling  expenses.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  generous  subscriptions  from  our  members  will 
enable  us  to  carry  on  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  these  destitute 
Indians. 

The  report  of  our  Treasurer  has  shown  you  that  we  have 
continued  to  do  what  we  could  for  the  necessities  of  other  tribes, 
and  that  in  addition  to  the  scholarships  maintained  at  Hampton, 
and  a  gift  to  that  institution,  we  have  sent  money  to  the  Mojave 
Apaches  to  purchase  cattle,  and  made  gifts  to  the  Tuba  Mission, 
and  to  that  at  Little  Eagle,  South  Dakota. 

Owing  to  the  absence  and  prolonged  illness  of  our  beloved 
President,  Miss  Longfellow,  it  has  been  harder  to  concentrate 
our  efforts,  and  the  recent  resignation  from  the  Vice  Presidency 
of  Mrs.  S.  T.  Hooper,  whose  understanding  service  in  the  Indian 
cause  has  for  so  many  years  been  of  priceless  value  to  us,  has 
added  to  the  difficulties  of  the  organization. 

We  should  be  grateful  for  readiness  on  the  part  of  our 
members  to  take  a  place  on  the  executive  committee,  whose 
meetings  are  never  too  largely  attended,  and  should  be  gratified 


to  hear  from  anyone  who  would  vohinteer  to  join  that  committee. 
The  reports  of  the  Branches  of  the  Massachusetts  Indian 
Association,  subjoined  in  alphabetical  order,  will  indicate  what 
has  been  done  by  them  individually  during  the  period  from 
Oct.  1,  1903,  to  Oct.  1,  1904.  The  Central  x\s8ociation  report 
dates  from  Nov.  1,  1903,  to  Nov.  1,  1904. 

Amherst. 
Mrs.  Anson  D.  Morse,  President,  37  members,  including  2 
life  members.  It  has  held  four  meetings,  at  one  of  which  Mr„ 
Frederick  R.  Burton,  assisted  by  fifteen  Ojibwaj's,  gave  an  inter- 
esting representation  of  Hiawatha.  It  has  had  a  sale  of  lacework 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians.  It  has  sent  a  petition  to  Congress 
in  favor  of  the  property  rights  of  the  West  California  Indians 
and  has  forwarded  a  barrel  worth  |35  to  Tacoma,  Washington. 
It  has  32  subscribers  to  the  Indian  s  Friend,  and  has  raised  this 
year  a  total  of  |207  and  expended  $222.55,  a  most  creditable 
showing  for  this  earnest  and  valuable  Branch. 

Cambridge. 
Mrs.  H.  M.  Wheeler,  President,  214  members.  It  has  held  one 
public  and  eight  executive  meetings.  It  has  sent  magazines  and 
newspapers  to  different  schools,  has  given  $75  to  Miss  Carter's 
lace  industry,  has  forwarded  7  barrels,  (value  about  1300,)  to 
Mrs.  Eldredge,  Mrs.  Cole  and  Rev.  F.  W.  Merrill,  and  also  10 
parcels  by  mail  to  them  and  to  Mrs.  Quimbj?^  and  Mrs.  Noble. 
It  has  shared  with  the  Connecticut  Indian  Association  the 
expenses  of  Mrs.  Eldredge's  Mission  at  Closiah,  Farmington,  New 
Mexico,  and  has  contributed  1190  for  a  school  building  there,  has 
]>aid  for  a  housekeeper  for  Mrs.  Cole  at  Chin  Lee,  Arizona,  has 
purchased  a  fifty  dollar  cow  for  the  Oneidas,  and  has  given  $200 
towards  Mr.  Lockwood's  California  investigations.  It  has,  in  all, 
expended  $1467.82  for  the  Indians  during  the  past  year,  showing 
that  its  energy  and  enthusiasm  are  unabated  and  its  work  as 
valuable  as  ever. 


Jamaica  Plain. 

Mi-s.  A.  Davis  Weld,  President,  98  members.  It  has  held 
twelve  meetings,  four  of  which  were  public.  It  pays  for  an 
academic  scholarship  at  Hampton,  has  sent  a  barrel  to  the  mission 
at  Wagner,  S.  D.,  and  has  distributed  pamphlets.  It  has  37 
subscribers  to  the  Indian's  Friend^  and,  including  dues,  has 
expended  this  year  $377.50.  The  activity  of  this  Branch  ig 
worthy  of  all  praise. 

Salem. 

Mrs.  Stephen  H.  Phillips,  President,  67  members.  It  has 
held  two  meetings,  has  maintained  an  industrial  scholarship  at 
Hampton,  has  contributed  to  the  Indian  Industries  League,  and, 
including  dues,  has  expended  $80.50  for  the  cause.  It  has 
twelve  subscribers  to  the  Indian^s  Friend,  and  can  always  be 
relied  on  for  help  in  time  of  need. 

Springfield. 
Mrs.  Mary  K.  Stevens,  President,  113  members,  6  life 
members.  This  Branch  has  held  four  meetings,  two  public,  has 
sent  two  barrels,  worth  $80,  to  different  missions,  and  has 
expended  this  year  $138.75  for  the  Indians.  It  is  a  valuable 
auxiliary,  showing  a  lively  interest  in  the  cause. 

Stockbbidge. 

Miss  Alice  Byington,  President,  30  members,  7  life  members. 
It  has  sent  barrels  to  the  government  school  at  Little  Eagle,  S.  D., 
and  to  the  mission  school  at  Santee,  Nebraska,  has  thirteen  sub- 
scribers to  the  Indians  Friend^  and  has  expended  in  dues  and 
subscriptions  $25.83,  showing  its  usual  cordial  sympathy  and 
readiness  to  help. 

From  this  summary  and  our  Treasurer's  report,  it  appears 
that  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association,  with  its  Branches,  has 
raised  this  year  $3108.69,  and  has  expended  $3907.80. 

The  State  Association,  having  drawn  out  nearly  all  its 
funds,  had  Nov.  1,  1904,  at  the  close  of  its  fiscal  year,  a  balance 


of  $196.02,  with  $1200  due  to  it  from  the  LFnited  States  govern- 
ment for  the  sale  of  its  property  at  Truxton,  Arizona, 

In  conclusion  it  must  be  said  that  though  the  shadowy  side 
of  the  Indian  question  often  vexes  our  souls,  the  thought  that 
some  of  the  best  minds  of  the  country  are  working  for  a  solution 
of  that  problem  should  encourage  us.  To  those  who  work  in 
detail,  the  larger  meanmgs  of  the  whole  movement  to  help  the 
Indian  to  citizenship  and  a  more  profitable  life  are  often  obscure 
and  the  sufferings  of  the  tribes  and  their  own  individual  failure 
to  help  them  are  most  disheartening,  but  one  must  take  comfort 
in  the  thought  that  where  so  much  earnest  effort  is  brought  to 
bear,  there  must  be  all  along  the  line  at  least  a  slight  advance. 

The  Indian  Commissioner,  lion.  William  A.  Jones,  after  years 
of  service,  has  resigned  his  position,  and  the  President  has 
appointed  in  his  stead  Mr.  Francis  Ellington  Leupp,  who,  as  the 
Washington  representative  of  the  Indian  Rights  Association,  has 
studied  closely  the  needs  of  the  nation's  wards,  and  will  do  all  he 
can  to  see  that  the  appointments  of  superintendents  and  agents 
are  such  as  they  should  be,  though  we  must  never  forget  that  the 
political  needs  of  Congressmen  often  lie  at  the  roots  of  the  worst 
of  them. 

To  better  understand  the  condition  of  those  missions  which 
the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association  and  its  Branches  are  tiying 
to  help,  it  has  seemed  wise  to  us  this  year  to  send  a  special  agent, 
Mr.  J.  S.  Lockwood,  to  investigate  them,  and  communicate  to  the 
President  the  real  facts  of  the  case.  Mr.  Lockwood,  who  is 
the  President  of  the  Indian  Industries  League,  and  Secretary  of 
the  Boston  Indian  Citizenship  Committee,  will  tell  our  annual 
meeting  of  his  interesting  experience,  which  will  be  to  us  of  great 
value  and  importance,  and  also  help  us  in  evei'y  way  to  a  more 
wise  application  of  our  earnest  desire  to  help  the  Indian  cause.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in 
Decembej",  on  such  a  day  and  hour,  and  at  such  a  place,  as  the 
Executive  Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall 
be  given  b}'  the  Recording  Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
in  the  city  of  Boston  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
provided  a  notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for 
the  meeting. 
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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


Madam  President  and  Members   of  the  Association : — 

This  annual  meeting  which  brings  together  the  m^embers  of 
.the  association  and  its  executive  commiittee,  is,  we  hope,  an  oc- 
^casdoai  of  initerost  to  all;  but  to  us  of  the  committee  it  means 
much  as  indicating  the  future  sympaithietic  support  of  those  who 
have  been  our  d'epiendence  in  the  past,  anid  whose  ideals  of  prac- 
tical benievoknce  we  are  lenideavoring  to  realize. 

Since  we  last  met,  our  coimmiittee  has  lost  a  most  valu3,blie 
member  by  the  death  of  Miss  MaryM.T'Op'liff,who',foir  yiears,has 
been  a  devoted  worker,  and  whose  quiet  but  earnest  presence 
we  greatly  miss.  We  can  ill  afford  to  lose  those  whose  long 
association  with  the  work  fits  them,  peculiarly,  to  advise 
in  cooincil. 

The  continued  ill  health  of  our  President,  Miss  LongfelMiorvv, 
has  depirived  us  of  the  inspiration  of  her  presence  at  our  execu- 
tive meetings,  but  she  has  kept  in  constant  touch  with  the  com- 
mittee, and  we  have  had  the  benefit  of  her  advice. 

As  she  now  feels  that  she  must  give  up  the  burden  of  respon- 
sibility involved  in  the  office  of  president,  we  reluctantly  ac- 
quiesce in  her  decision,  feeling  grateful  that  she  consents  to  ac- 
cept the  position  of  Honorary  President  and  that  she  will  main- 
tain an  undiminished  interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  our  work. 

Sinoe  the  relinquishmient  O'f  our  interests  in  Truxton,  we  have 
had  no  individual  field  upon  which  to  concentrate  our  energies. 
It  is  onily  since  last  year  that  we  have  taken  an  active  interest 
in  'establishing  the  Yuma  Mission  in  California.  In  this  we 
are  sustained  by  all  our  Biranches  except  Cambridge,  who'  is  car- 
rying on  a  ncble  work  of  her  own. 

Jamaica  Plain  was  the  first  toi  interest  herself  in  the  Yumas, 
at  Mrs.  Quinton's  suggestion,  and  we  find  tbem>  well  worthy  of 
our  best  efforts. 

This  tribe,  which  numbers  about  i,ooo,  occupies  a  reservation 
along  the  California  bank  of  the  Colorado  river,  which  there 


dividies  Calif ornda  from'  Arizona.  T(hey  are  not  far  from 
the  City  of  Yuma  on  the  Arizona  side.  Ignorant  and  degraded 
but  with  great  capabilities  for  good,  they  present  a  field  for 
humanitarian  effort  which  we  do  well  to  occupy.  There  is  a 
Roman  Oathoildc  Mission  and  a  boarding  school  for  Indians,  but 
until  the  coming  of  the  Rev.  an'd  Mrs.  Frank  T.  Lea  in  Septem- 
ber, 1904,  no  Protestant  mission  had  been  established  there, 
although  the  Moravians  from  an  adjacent  field,  had  sometimes 
visited  the  people. 

The  work  which  is  being  carried  on'  among  these  Indians 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lea,  is  one  wthich  enlists  our  deep  interest. 
Some  account  of  its  beginning  was  given  in  the  report  of  last 
year.  Thirough  these  succeeding  months  thiey  have  S'hown  so 
much  zeal,  good  judgmient  and  unselfish  devotion  that  the  pe- 
cuniary assistance  which  we  can  render  seems  small  in  ^compari- 
son.  They  have  miet  with  opposition  and  have  had  to  contend 
with  many  diseom forts.  They  have  been  visited  by  sand-bliz- 
zards and  beset  by  mosquitos ;  twice  has  the  little  mission  cot- 
tage been  floodted  by  the  rise  oi  the  river,  at  which  times  it  has 
been  selected  as  an  ark  of  refuge  by  noimerous  mice  and 
snakes  ;  the  garden,  planted  by  Mir.  Lea  with  sO'  much  care,  was 
despoiled'  by  unnegene'rate  rabbits.  Still,  the  courage  of  our 
friends  seems  not  to  have  abated.  Despite  these  drawbacks, 
they  have  persisted  in  their  endleavors  with  most  satisfying  re- 
sults. 

A  well  has  been  dug,  a  wind^mill  constructed  and  an  irrigat- 
ing tank  set  up,  this  latter  being  the  gift  of  Jam'aica  Plain.  The 
garden  was  replanted.  Mr.  Lea  has  also  set  up  some  hand 
pumps  given  by  the  superintendenit  for  Indians  ambitious  to 
learn  farming.  A  Sabbath  sichoo'l  has'  been  'established  and  with 
wise  forethought,  Mr.  Lea  has  organized  a  bra,ss  band  among 
the  boys,  for  instruction  and  recreation  in  otherwise  idle  hours. 
Two  sewing  machines,  one  of  which  they  purchased  themselves, 
are  of  great  a&sdstanioe  in  teaching  the  women,  and  by  the  distri- 
bution of  medicines  and  the  ministry  of  healing,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lea  are  gaining  access  to  the  hearts  of  the  peop'le. 

Not  the  least  of  the  difficulties  with  which  they  have  to  cope 
is  the  acquirement  of  the  language,  and  recently  their  work  has 


been  conifronted  by  a  gravie  evil, — ^the  appeairance  oif  saloons  in 
'the  tx>wn.  It  is  a  plieasure  to  kniow  that  a  new  cottage  is  in  pro- 
cess of  ooositniction,  and)  we  hope  that  our  misisionaries  will  soon 
have  more  home  comfoirts,  and  be  theireby  better  equipped  for 
their  labors.  They  are  surely  tO'  be  oommienidied  and  congratu- 
lated upon  having  accomplished  so  much  in  so  short  a  time  and 
in  the  face  of  such  difficulties.  Our  contribution  to  this  mis- 
■sion  with  those  of  our  branches,  amounting  to  $976.00,  has 
been  appropriated'  where  most  needed  in  the  work.  Beside 
this,  some  of  the  branches  have  sent  boxes  and  barrels  can- 
tainiing  miisce'llaneous  supplies. 

To  Hampton  Institute,  Virginia,  we  have  made  our  usual 
contribution  foir  three  scholarships!. 

We  have  also  assisted  the  Indian  Industries  League  in  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  Col.  L/Ockwood's  tour  through  the  In- 
dian fiel(ds  oi  the  southwest.  The  opportunity  for  personal 
observation  oif  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  various  tribes 
which  Col.  Lockwood  thus  had,  has  been  of  much  value,  not 
only  to  the  League,  but  to  our  state  association  as  well.  As  In- 
dian workers,  we  labor  under  a  great  disadvantage  in  being  so 
(remote  from  the  fxe'ld  of  service,  for  we  are  thus  deprived  to  a 
considerable  extent  of  the  "touch", — ^the  feeling  of  sympathetic 
interest  which  is  such  an  impetus  to  intelligent  mission  work.  In 
this  connection  I  shouM  like  toi  refer  to  the  value  of  that  wide- 
awake little  press  organ  oi  the  National  Indian  AsisOiciation,The 
Indian's  Friend.  From  it,  we  can  acquaint  ourselves  by  a  very 
slight  effort  with  the  miethodis  and  the  progress  of  th^e  work. 
The  letters  from  the  various  missionaries  and  workers  are  full  of 
enthusiasm  and  give  us  that  element  O'f  piersonal  interest  which  is 
so  important  and  so  satisfactory  to  those  who  are  contributing 
in  any  way  to  the  uplifting  o-f  these  Indian  brethren. 

In  order  to  champion  our  Indian  cause,  we  need  thus  to 
inform  ourselves,  for  among  people  in  general  there  is  a  lamen- 
table ignorance  of  present  methods  employed.  They  are  not 
aware  that  the  old  system  of  dealing  out  rations  has  been 
abandoned  by  Government,  that  a  registration  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  is  required  by  regulation  of  the  Indian  Office, 
that  a  bill  is  before  Congress  for  thie  purpose  of  bringing  about 


a  distribution  of  the  tribal  funds,  as  lands  have  already  been 
allotted  in  sieveralty,  that  schools  and  hospitals  are  maintained, 
that  the  Indian  agents,  so  O'f  ten  unscrupulous  in  their  dealings, 
have  been  replaoed  by  by  bonded  superintendents, — in  short, 
that  the  whole  trend  of  governmient  mietliods  and  the  aim  of  the 
National  Irudian  Association  is  to  set  the  Indian  upon  his  own 
feet  and  to  compel  him;  to  live  as  a  self-supporting  American 
citizen. 

As  an  association,  our  work  lies  in  helping,  at  times,  to  ob- 
tain necessary  legislation,  (wie  flatter  ourselves  that  our  service 
in  this  direction  has  not  been  slight  in  past  years) 
and  in  bringing  to  bear  what  forces  wie  can  to^ward  the  general 
education  and  enlightenmient  of  the  Indian  youth,  thus  fitting 
them  for  the  changed  condition  oi  their  race.  Much  is  also 
done  to  alleviate  the  poverty  and  suffering  of  the  old  and  fee- 
ble, who  cannot  be  expected  to  adapt  themiselves  readily  to 
new  customs,  and  a  special  effort  is  made  to  inculcate  among 
the  wo'mieui  a  knowledge  oi  hoimie-makinig  and  hygenic  living 
The  object  lesson  furnished  by  the  liives^  oi  devoted  missionar- 
ies, teachers  and  hospital  workers,  is  a  constant  inspiration  and 
often  a  means  of  grace  to  this  primitive  people.  If  we 
could  acquaint  those  who  scoff  at  the  idea  of  working  for  the 
Indian  with  these  praoticali  facts,  we  might  not  lack  so  greatly 
for  material  assistance  as  we  sometimes  doL  This  brings  me 
'to  the  consideration  of  a  subject  near  at  hom(e.  It  has  been  nec- 
essary for  your  executive  committee  to  retrench  expenses  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Our  very  efficient  Corresponiding  Secretary, 
Mrs.  J  H.  Robbins,  who  has  identified  hierself  enthusiastically 
with  the  work  of  the  Association,  seeing  that  to  continue  the 
payment  of  a  salary  would  seriously  deplete  our  treasury,  of- 
fered voluntarily  to  resign  her  office.  This  resignation  was 
accepted  with  sincere  regret,  but  with  warm  appreciation  of  the 
motive  which  prompted  it.  Also,  owing  to  this  lack  of  funds, 
we  have  repeatedly  been  unable  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  op- 
portunities for  which  our  Association  exists,  when'  these  oppor- 
tunities have  openied  before  us.  Within  the  past  few  months, 
we  have  been  re-imbursed  to  a  certain  extent,  by  the  sale  of 
our  TruxtOTi'  property  to  the  go-vernmient,  but  a  portion  of  this 
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sum  had  already  been  pledged  in  advance.  We  feel,  as  the 
executive  committee  of  an  important  benevolent  association, 
that  we  are  deserving  of  geneirous'  support  from  its  members. 
We  should  not  be  crippled  for  funds  wherewith  to  maintain 
the  work  at  home,  and  to  propagate  it  abroad.  Will  you 
not  respond,  readily  and  liberally,  to  the  future  calls  of  this 
Committee,  and  also  endeavor  to  influence  others  to  help  in  the 
uplifting  and  evangelizing  of  a  native  race  which  should  have 
first  claim  upon  our  Christian  charity? 

It  may  interest  some  of  our  members  to  hear  a  word  from  our 
old  field,  Truxton'  Canon.  I  quote  from  a  recent  letter  received 
from  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 
"The  Truxton  Canion  Traininig  School  is  now  under  the  super- 
intendency  of  Oliver  C.  Gates.  The  schood'  opened  regularly, 
in  September,  and  has  an  average  attendance  oi  114  pupils.  * 
*****  All  reports  indicate  a  healthy  condition  in  the 
school, — pupils  happy  and  contented  and  empiloyes  workinig  for 
the  upbuilding  of  strong  moral  character."

It  has  established  Mrs.  Mary  L.  EMiridcge  in  an 
independent  mission,  two  miles  from  Farmington,  New  Mex- 
ico. Its  total  receipts  amount  to  $2,036.50,  of  which  $1,343.31 
was  distributed  as  follows':  $452.00  for  Mirs.  Eldiridge's 
work,  $700.00  fo^  house  for  Mrs.  Eldridge,  $101.31  for  Mrs. 
Cole's  work,  $90.00  for  salary  of  an  Indian  teacher  in  Califor- 
nia.    It  has  Sient  a  box  of  clothing  and  two  parcels  of  toys  to 


Mrs.  Eldridge,  Navajo  Reservation,  N.  M.,  a  box  of  clothing 
and  medicines  to  Mrs.  Cole,  Ohiin  Lee,  Airizona,  anid  a  par- 
cel of  toys  to  Little  Eaglie,  South  Dakota.  Further  expendi- 
tures, deducting  $46  in  dues  seint  direct  to  the  National  Asso- 
ciation, amount  to  $287.47,  mcking  a  total  expenditure  of 
$1,630.78..

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THE  MASSACHUSETTS  INDIAN  ASSOCIATION 

{Organized  in  January,  1883) 
HAS  TWO  OBJECTS. 

First. — To  awaken,  by  every  means  in  its  power,  a  Christian 
public  sentiment  which  shall  move  our  government  to  abolish  all  op- 
pression of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  grant  them  the 
same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  among  us  enjoy ;  and 

Second. — To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and 
among  Indians. 

T  he  work  of  the  Association  will  be  : 

1 .  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of  the 
Association. 

2.  The  presentation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of 
Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the 
press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  any  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to 
further  the  ends  desired. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. — Name. 
This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian 
Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society  known  as 
the  Women's  National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. — Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  the  Association  shall  be :  first,  to 
awaken,  by  every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment 
which  shall  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression 
of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same 
protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and  second,  to 
aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE  III. — Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be, 
as  in  the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted 
to  the  Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  ii ;  the  circula- 
tion of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  of 
popular  meetings,  and  articles  in  the  press,  which  shall  promote  the 
growth  of  right  sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  in- 
dividual, duty  to  Indians,  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures 
as  in  the  judgment  of  this  Association  shall  seem  fitted  to  further 
the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE  IV. — Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers,  namely :  a 
President,   Vice-Presidents,    Recording   Secretary,    Corresponding 
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Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. — The  Executive  Committee. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers  and 
the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be 
representatives  of  the  various  denominations,  by  not  more  than 
four  from  each.  It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 
The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the 
general  work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent 
society. 

ARTICLE  VI. — Membership. 
Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Association  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association,     The  payment  of 
ten  dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  the  society. 
ARTICLE   VII . — Amendment. 
The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion by   vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.     One  week's 
notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  I. — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  committees  on  leaflets  and  sub- 
scription, and  on  public  meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secre 
taries,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the    Chairman   of  each  sub- 
committee, together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,   to 
form  a  committee  of  twenty-four  members,   who   shall   be  elected 
annually. 
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Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three 
successive  meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary of  such  absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President  (or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President  or  some 
one  chosen  by  the  meeting)  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  Commit- 
tees not  otherwise  named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  an- 
nual report  for  the  Association  unless  some  other  person  be  ap- 
pointed to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  min- 
utes thereof;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees  of 
their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except 
upon  their  vote,  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by 
them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  the 
subscribers  and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  As- 
sociation, and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer ;  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  Treasurer,  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 

ARTICLE     III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury 
shall  be  incurred. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of 
all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money. 
It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to  May,  inclusive ; 
and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association, 
and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 

ARTICLE  VI I . 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  Novem- 
ber on  such  a  day  and  hour,  and  at  such  a  place,  as  the  Executive 
Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of 
Boston  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members   present,    provided  a 
notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 
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REPORT 

OF   THE 

MA55ACHU5LTT5  INDIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

NOVLMBLR,    1906. 


Madam  President  and  Members  of  the  Association  : — 

After  an  interval  of  another  year,  we  find  ourselves  assembled 
to  review  the  work  of  the  past  months,  and  to  seek  a  fresh 
impetus  from  the  gathering  of  friendly  faces  for  a  renewal  of 
effort  in  a  perplexing  field.  There  is  much  that  is  problematic 
to  confront  the  Indian  worker  of  to-day,  but  there  is  also  much 
to  encourage  him  in  the  gradual  but  sure  solution  of  these 
problems  as  they  are  taken  up  by  an  Administration  which  is 
making  earnest,  though  tardy  reparation  for  the  errors  of  its 
countiy  in  the  past — errors  of  judgment  and  of  execution  which 
have  cost  millions  of  dollars,  and  which  have  gone  far  toward 
exterminating  the  race  to  whom  the  Great  Father  gave  the  first 
freehold  to  the  soil. 

Whether  our  interest  in  the  Indian  is  inspired  by  a  plain, 
philanthropic  disposition,  or  whether  it  results  from  an  inclina- 
tion toward  the  picturesque  in  history,  matters  little,  so  that  we 
develop  therefrom  some  form  of  material  benefit  for  the  object 
of  our  consideration.  We  of  the  Executive  Committee  find 
that  whatever  the  actuating  cause  of  our  sympathy  for  Indian 
work,  all  our  sentiments  must  materialize  themselves  into  simple 
missionary  effort,  leaving  to  statesmen  the  solution  of  the  larger 


problems,  and  to  poets  the  perpetuation  of  the  ideal  savage  and 
his  legendary  lore.  And  so,  a  history  of  our  past  year's  work 
resolves  itself  into  an  account  of  what  we  have  been  able  to  do 
toward  civilizing  and  Christianizing  some  little  communities  of 
Indians  in  which  we  have  become  interested.  What  we  have 
accomplished  does  not  equal  what  we  had  hoped  to  do,  but  our 
committee  has  been  handicapped  to  a  certain  extent  by  the  pro- 
tracted absence  abroad  of  some  of  its  members,  the  average 
attendance  having  been  but  nine  and  one-half  during  the  eight 
working  months  of  the  year. 

As  for  two  years  past,  the  bulk  of  our  contributions,  with 
those  of  our  Branches  exclusive  of  Cambridge,  has  gone  to  the 
mission  for  the  Yuma  Indians  of  Arizona. 

It  is  encouraging  to  look  back  and  see  what  has  been  accom- 
plished at  Yuma  during  the  past  year  by  those  indefatigable 
workers.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Frank  T.  Lea.  A  letter  from  Mr.  Lea 
to  your  Secretary,  dated  September  12th,  tells  of  the  temporary 
absence  in  Los  Angeles  of  Mrs.  Lea,  who  had  broken  down  after 
enduring  the  intense  heat  of  two  summers  in  that  fervid  land. 
Mr.  Lea,  in  speaking  of  the  year's  work,  says:  "To  outward 
appearance  the  most  noticeable  thing  is  that  I  have  built  a  very 
comfortable  mission  cottage  that  has  been  out  of  reach  of  the 
highest  flood  which  has  visited  Yuma  in  fifteen  years ;  and  to 
us  that  means  a  great  deal  when  during  our  first  year  we  were 
flooded  out  of  our  house  four  times.  I  started  the  house  last 
fall,  but  it  took  me  a  long  time  to  build,  as  I  did  nearly  all  the 
work  myself."  He  goes  on  to  tell  of  the  work  of  Mrs.  Lea 
last  winter  in  distributing  government  supplies  of  blankets  and 
food  to  the  needy  old  people,  and  also  articles  from  Christmas 
boxes  sent  from  the  East.  They  were  able  to  give  toys  to  all 
the  children,  and  something  useful  to  the  women  whom  they 
wished  to  help. 

I  will  quote  further  from  the  letter  : — 

The  biggest  part  of  the  work,  and  perhaps  the  hardest  to  tell  of  or  to 
see  any  results  from,  is  the  visiting  the  people  and  having  them  come  to 


us.  We  have  two  sewing  machines,  and  one  or  both  are  busy  every  day. 
Some  have  been  taught  to  cut  and  sew,  where  they  were  willing  to  learn. 
All  the  new  babies  have  been  given  white  slips  and  some  little  clothes 
in  order  to  get  them  started  in  civilized  ways.  The  people  are  very  slow, 
and  it  is  going  to  take  years  to  get  them  ready  for  the  fuller  gospel  mes- 
sage and  a  better  life.  Really,  the  most  we  can  do  now,  is  to  win  their 
love  and  let  them  see  we  are  truly  interested  in  their  welfare;  then  will 
come  a  change  for  the  better. 

I  have  done  a  great  deal  of  medical  work,  in  which  Mrs.  Lea  helped  me. 
Now  that  school  is  open  I  have  Saturday  night  services  for  the  children, 
and  I  have  just  started  a  series  of  stereopticon  talks  on  the  "  Life  of 
Christ."  To  put  it  briefly,  we  are  trying  to  maintain  a  simple  Christian 
home  among  the  people,  and  to  help  them  in  every  way  to  see  the  advan- 
tage of  a  better  life ;  but  they  can  not  make  any  definite  headway  until 
they  get  their  allotments  and  irrigation,  which  we  hope  will  be  accom- 
plished in  about  two  years. 

I  am  getting  up  a  fine  set  of  lantern  slides  on  the  Yumas,  and  I  hope 
when  I  come  East  next  year  to  be  able  to  give  you  an  illustrated  lecture, 
that  will  show  you  better  what  the  people  are. 

Thanking  you  for  your  great  help  and  interest,  I  am.

Surely  this  letter  evinces  great  devotion  to  the  cause,  and 
much  w^isdom  and  tact  in  dealing  vs^ith  the  people  whom  he  and 
Mrs.  Lea  are  striving  so  nobly  to  uplift. 

Although  the  w^ork  at  Yuma  engages  our  warm  sympathy 
and  co-operation,  our  interest  has  been  deeply  aroused  by  the 
brave  efforts  of  Mrs.  Maiy  L.  Eldridge,  who  for  fifteen  years 
was  matron  under  the  government,  working  among  the  Navajos. 
For  the  past  year  or  more  she  has  carried  on  an  independent 
mission  at  Farmington,  New  Mexico,  also  among  the  Navajos, 
being  sustained  by  the  Cambridge  Branch.  She  receives  only 
a  nominal  salary  ($15  per  month,  whereas  her  former  salary 
was  $40),  having  voluntarily  offered  to  perform  the  work  for 
the  lowest  amouilt  necessary  for  her  support.  Her  long  experi- 
ence in  the  field  as  an  Indian  worker  has  made  her  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  characteristics  of  the  Indian.  She  is  wholly 
cognizant  of  his  deepest  needs,  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  and 


is  able  to  minister  to  both.  The  women  and  children  enlist  her 
peculiar  sympathy,  and  the  letters  received  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Cambridge  Branch  give  most  interesting  and  pathetic  ac- 
counts of  the  lives  of  those  with  whom  she  comes  in  contact. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Cambridge  and  the  Connecticut 
Association  she  has  been  able  to  build  the  "Mary  B.  Fisk 
Home,"  a  memorial  to  the  late  Mrs.  James  C.  Fisk,  of  Cam- 
bridge, so  long  identified  with  Indian  work.  Mrs.  Eldridge 
chose  this  new  field  because  she  found  that  her  old  position 
under  an  unprincipled  agent  had  become  intolerable,  it  being  at 
that  time  impossible  to  prove  to  the  government  his  unfitness 
for  office.  Subsequent  events  have  vindicated  Mrs.  Eldridge 
in  taking  the  step  which  she  did. 

In  November  of  last  year  Cambridge  appealed  to  us  for 
assistance  for  Mrs.  Eldridge.  We  voted  $ioo  to  them  at  that 
time,  and  subsequently  $50  more.  In  Mai'ch,  learning  that 
Mrs.  Eldridge  was  in  urgent  need  of  funds  wherewith  to  build 
a  fence  to  protect  the  claim  which  she  had  taken  up,  and  also 
to  build  a  cistern,  the  members  of  the  committee  then  in  session 
raised  $50  among  themselves  for  this  purpose.  At  that  time 
Mrs.  Eldridge  could  obtain  the  necessary  labor  at  a  much  lower 
rate  than  would  be  possible  later,  and  this  sum  enabled  her  to 
avail  herself  of  the  opportunity.  Mrs.  Eldridge' s  work  includes 
the  care  of  the  sick,  dressing  of  wounds,  distribution  of  medi- 
cines and  supervision  of  sewing  room  ;  430  visitors  were  reported 
at  Mary  B.  Fisk  Home  during  two  months;  160  lessons  were 
given,  and  72  garments  and  quilts  were  finished.  The  cistern 
was  necessary,  as  the  San  Juan  River  is  frozen  in  winter  and  is 
dry  in  summer.  She  has  sometimes  been  obliged  to  cut  holes  in 
the  ice  that  the  horses  might  drink.  During  the  spring  freshets 
the  water  is  frequently  so  offensive  that  the  horses  refuse  it. 
She  tells  of  work  among  the  old  women.  Two  of  these  walked 
many  miles  to  the  Home  in  quest  of  assistance  during  the  cold 
weather,  and  one  of  them,  overcome  by  fatigue  and  exposure, 
succumbed  upon  her  return. 


Mrs.  Eldridge  has  been  instrumental,  recently,  in  calling  the 
attention  of  Government  to  the  pressing  needs  of  the  Indians 
of  Waro's  Camp  on  the  Public  Lands,  45  miles  distant  from 
Farmington.  These  Indians  appealed  to  Mrs.  Eldridge  to  use 
her  influence  to  protect  them  against  the  inroads  of  the  Mexicans 
and  white  men  who  were  taking  their  sheep  and  appropriating 
their  lands. 

She  visited  their  camp,  and  afterwards  wrote  with  such 
urgency  in  their  behalf  to  the  Indian  Rights  Association  that 
they  took  immediate  measures,  sending  out  their  agent,  Mr. 
S.  M.  Brosius,  of  Washington,  to  investigate,  and  to  do  what 
was  possible  to  save  the  lands  for  the  Indians.  The  latter  had 
settled  upon  these  government  lands  many  years  before,  had 
built  their  houses,  cultivated  the  soil  and  developed  the  water 
supply. 

Mr.  Brosius  obtained  power  of  attorney  from  the  Indians, 
and  notified  the  local  land  office  and  the  Genei^al  Land  Office  at 
Washington  not  to  accept  any  filings  on  these  lands.  Upon  his 
return  he  had  an  interview  with  Commissioner  Leupp,  who  has 
since  sent  out  an  agent  to  make  allotment  of  the  land  to  Waro's 
people.  Mr.  Brosius  wrote  to  the  Cambridge  Branch  with  great 
enthusiasm  of  Mrs.  Eldridge' s  work  in  the  Independent  Mission. 

Cambridge  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  one  of  Mrs. 
Eldridge's  ability  in  charge  of  its  work ;  one  who  is  so  prompt 
to  seize  an  opportunity  for  extending  its  borders.  Her  years  of 
fidelity  to  the  Navajos  have  been  given  at  the  expense  of  her 
health,  and  Cambridge  has  now  engaged  a  substitute,  in  order 
that  she  may  take  a  year  in  which  to  recuperate. 

I  have  given  these  details  in  regard  to  the  work  at  Yuma 
and  at  Farmington,  because  by  hearing  them  we  realize  more 
fully  the  adverse  conditions  under  which  our  missionaries  and 
field  matrons  aje  living  and  prosecuting  their  noble  work ;  their 
only  reward  in  this  life  being  found  in  the  brightened  lives  and 
grateful  hearts  of  the  primitive  and  untutored  people  to  whom 
they  minister. 


Our  contribution  to  Hampton  Institute  of  $210  for  three 
scholarships  was  made  this  year  as  heretofore.  Occasional 
letters  from  the  young  Indian  girls  and  boys  who  are  the  bene- 
ficiaries of  this  donation  are  read  in  the  committee  meetings. 
They  are  always  intelligently  worded,  and  express  great  appre- 
ciation, and  the  handwriting  is  invariably  neat  and  clear. 

We  have  addressed  three  petitions  to  Congress  :  one  in  sup- 
port of  the  Lacey  Bill,  one  in  favor  of  the  Southern  California 
Indians,  and  one  in  behalf  of  the  Landless  Indians  of  Northern 
California. 

It  was  most  gratifying  to  learn  in  May  that  Congress  had 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the  relief  of  the  California 
Indians,  and  to  feel  that  we  had  been  in  some  small  measure 
helpful  in  bringing  about  this  result.  Thanks  are  due  to  Sena- 
tors Lodge  and  Crane  and  to  Congressman  Weeks  for  their 
prompt  assistance  in  presenting  our  petitions. 

The  Basket  Sale  on  April  4,  by  Mrs.  Humphrey,  with  Indian 
music  by  Mr.  Humphrey,  was  very  successful,  over  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  baskets  being  sold,  and  subscribers  gained  for 
the  Association  and  for  The  Indian' s  Friejid. 

In  April  we  were  notified  by  the  executors  of  the  estate  of 
Miss  Mary  M.  Topliff,  who  for  many  years  was  a  devoted 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  that,  according  to  the 
terms  of  her  will,  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association  was 
placed  in  possession  of  a  bequest  of  $500,  This  gift  was  ac- 
cepted with  deep  gratitude,  and  the  committee  has  decided  that 
this  legacy  shall  be  applied  to  some  special  branch  of  Indian 
work  as  a  memorial  to  Miss  Topliff. 

The  Association  has  sustained  the  loss  by  death  during  the 
past  year  of  the  following  valued  members :  Mr.  Michael  Anag- 
nos,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Cobb,  Mrs.  Samuel  Eliot,  Miss  S.  P.  Loud, 
Mrs.  Joseph  Sawyer,  and  Mrs.  Moses  T.  Stevens. 

It  has  been  felt  that  the  interests  of  the  Association  would 
be  better  served  if  its  members  could  be  in  closer  touch  with 
the  Executive  Committee.     Our  President  has  suggested  that  it 


might  be  well  to  hold  at  least  three  public  meetings  during  the 
year  at  which  addresses  and  brief  reviews  of  the  work  might  be 
given,  and  the  general  interest  be  thus  maintained  and  stimu- 
lated.    This  plan  is  awaiting  development. 

A  report  of  the  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association 
includes  the  reports  of  its  Branches, — Cambridge,  Jamaica 
Plain,  Salem,  Springfield,  Amherst  and  Stockbridge.  Arrang- 
ing these  reports  in  alphabetical  order  we  first  take  up 

AMHERST. 

Mrs.  Anson  D.  Morse,  President. 

The  Amherst  Branch  has  35  members,  with  one  life  member. 
It  has  held  four  public  meetings,  has  addressed  two  petitions  to 
Congress,  and  has  sent  one  missionary  box  valued  at  $30  and 
a  donation  of  $48.35  to  the  Yuma  Mission  of  Arizona.  Total

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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. — Name. 
This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian 
Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society  known 
as  the  National  Indian  Association. 

Article  II. — Object. 
The  twofold  object  of  the  Association  shall  be :  first,  to 
awaken,  by  eveiy  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  senti- 
ment which  shall  move  our  government  to  the  abolition  of  all 
oppression  of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  granting 
them  the  same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among 
us ;  and  second,  to  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and 
among  Indians. 

Article  III. — Work. 
The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall 
be,  as  in  the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature 
adapted  to  the  Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II ; 
the  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ; 
the  securing  of  popular  meetings,  and  articles  in  the  press, 
which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment  concerning 
our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians,  and  the 
adoption  of  such  other  measures  as  in  the  judgment  of  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

Article   IV. — Officers. 
This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers,  namely  : 
a  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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Article  V. — The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers 
and  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  committees,  who,  with  others, 
shall  be  representatives  of  the  various  denominations,  by  not 
more  than  four  from  each.  It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies 
in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange 
the  general  work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the 
parent  society. 

Article  VI. — Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Association  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  pay- 
ment of  ten  dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of 
the  society. 

Article  VII. — Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present.  One 
week's  notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAW5. 


Article  I. — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice 
Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  committees  on  leaf- 
lets and  subscription,  and  on  public  meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Sec- 
retaries, Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each 
sub-committee,  together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at 
large,  to  form  a  committee  of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall 
be  elected  annually. 
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Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three 
successive  meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary of  such  absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

Article   II. 

The  President  (or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice  President  or  some 
one  chosen  by  the  meeting)  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all 
Committees  not  otherwise  named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the 
annual  report  for  the  Association  unless  some  other  person  be 
appointed  to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the 
minutes  thereof ;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  com- 
mittees of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed 
except  upon  their  vote,  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  author- 
ized by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  the 
subscribers  and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the 
Association,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer ;  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Treasurer,  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 

Article  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury 
shall  be  incurred. 

Article  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision 
of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of 
the  money.     It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from  November  to 
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May,  inclusive ;  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  any  two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  V. 
The  Chairman  of    each  sub-committee   shall   report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

Article  VI. 
Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

Article  VII. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  No- 
vember on  such  a  day  and  hour,  and  at  such  a  place,  as  the 
Executive  Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
shall  be  given  by  the  Recording  Secretary  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers in  the  city  of  Boston  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  a 
meeting. 

Article  VIII. 
These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided a  notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the 
meeting.
